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Styles and Events of Yesteryear 


E of the best known stores in 
the South recently celebrated its 
100th anniversary in New Orleans. It 
was my good fortune to interview 
more than a dozen old-time clerks who 
had worked there for the past half- 
century and more. Their reminscences 
on fashions of the 1880’s and 1890’s, 
on the use of buttons, 18-inch corsets, 
ferris waists, pantaloons, nightcaps 
and skirts five yards at the hem are 
quite fascinating to collectors of but- 
tons, fashion prints, dolls, fans, ete. 
“The Golden Age of Buttons” was 
at its zenith in 1894 when the present 
notion manager went to work for the 
store, selling crinoline, hair ribbons 
and whalebone. 

“IT have sold as high as 10 dozen 
buttons to trim a single skirt,” he 
says today. “I recall a craze for 
covered buttons about 1900 when, on 
a certain day, the New York office 
thought I was going crazy because I 
ordered 1000 gross (144,000 buttons) 
to be sent by express. We sold 160 
gross in three days. Funny thing, 
too, we couldn’t match colors for 
customers, so dressmakers had to 
cover all those button molds by hand.” 

Jet was sewed in designs as trim- 
ming on dresses, and the store handled 
tons of it. Bugle beading and passe- 
menterie had their day, too. 

“IT remember selling handmade 
French buttons, large metal ones, as 
high as $7.50 apiece.” the notion man 
tells you. “A woman would use only 
one as an ornament, just as you’d 
use a sunburst clip today. It was 
nothing to pay $24 a dozen for hand- 
made cut-steel French buttons.” 

Children’s hair ribbons were a busi- 
ness in themselves. No girl, from 
baby to debutante, would go out with- 
out a hairbow. Mothers would pay 
almost any price for plain or moire 
taffeta bows, Dresdens and Scotch 
plaids for their daughters’ hair. Con- 
siderable ribbons were sold for muslin 
underwear, and sashes were extensive- 
ly used in very wide widths. Hand- 
loomed brocaded French metal ribbons 
were 15 to 18 inches wide and sold 
up to $20 a yard. “Moreen” under- 
skirts of mohair, and hair cloth for 
godet pleats were large sellers.

18-Inch Waists 


From “hourglass” to “long torso,” 
New Orleans corset sellers since 1885 
have run the gamut. 

“We had to pull women’s waists in 
to 18, 19 or 20 inches back in 1894,” 
the store’s corset manager tells you

with a reminiscent smile. “As long 
as their waists were 20 inches or 
under, and their busts up under their 
chins, the ladies were happy. Corsets 
laced up the back, but a woman could 
do herself up alone, especially with 
the aid of the well-known bedpost. 
No lady would be seen without a 
corset. Every lady had lots of them 
— a morning corset, a going-out 
corset, an evening corset — and no- 
body would think of wearing her 
morning corset in the evening or vice 
versa. Lavender corsets with pink 
rosebuds were quite a fad. Black 
corsets worn under dark dresses. 
Brides always had a fancy white cor- 
set all fussed up with laces, bows, 
ribbons, flowers and something blue 
for good luck. Corset covers were 
important apparel. 

Girls of 10 to 12 years old wore 
“ferris waists,” corded bodices with 
straps over the shoulders to make 
them hold up straight. When they 
were about 16 they went into regular 
corsets.

‘Oomph’ 50 Years Ago 

“No woman could ever get enough 
boning in her corset,” a corset pioneer 
relates. “It was not unusual for custo- 
mers to faint when being fitted. The 
object of Gay ’90 fashion was to sur- 
round the feminine figure with as 
much mystery as possible. To empha- 
size waist smallness, women went 
around with hips like balloons, and 
wore skirts lined to a depth of 23 
inches with crinoline.

Sleeves, 2 Yards Each 

Sleeves that required two yards 
each — mousquetaires, leg-o-muttons, 
balloons, double puffs and other types, 
all with crinoline linings, were the 
order of the day in 1891, when one 
of the store’s sales ladies first went 
to work. Today she sighs as she 
visions again the skirts of yester- 
year — five yards around the bottom. 

“A typical wedding dress of the 
90’s,” she says, “had a long court 
train hanging from the shoulders in 
huge Watteau pleats — a train eight 
yards long and under it some 75 rows 
of three-inch ruffles, each knife- 
pleated and edged with lace — all 
work done by hand. Typical baby 
dresses were four yards long, hand- 
embroidered, tucked, ruffled, and 
smothering the baby with lace. 

“New Orleans women wore as heavy 
underwear as lumberjacks up North. 
Our store never had a red flannel, 
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being on the ‘quality’ class, but we 
sold much heavy cotton fleece and 
heavy wool because homes in the old 
days were not heated properly. Some 
days we kept on everything but our 
hats to keep warm. We often waited 
on customers in our overcoats, and 
even our gloves; one time I wore my 
rubbers all day. Sometimes customers 
would say they had to discontinue 
shopping on account of the cold.

4 Petticoats At Once 

“Clumsy underwear was the ex- 
pected thing; nobody dreamed of the 
streamlined effects women would have 
today. In the '90s, vests came half- 
way to the knee; loose baggy panties 
came up over that, had bands at the 
waist and tied in the back; no less 
than three petticoats were worn and 
sometimes four or five, to make the 
bustles look better. Fine petticoats 
had row on row of embroidery, 
finished with three quillings of lace 
around the bottom. You saw only 
the shoe tops peeking out at the hem. 
We sold a sort of removable ruffle 
that was worn around the inside of 
the hem to protect skirts from fraying 
and soiling as they wiped up the 
streets. These ruffles were removed 
often to be washed. In earlier periods, 
pantaloons came to the ankle, be- 
tucked and befrilled. 

“Women’s night gowns had long 
sleeves and elaborate trains, but 
nightcaps had gone out of style by 
1886.” 

Opera cloaks bought to attend the 
old French Opera were of gorgeous 
silk, velvet and plush, embroidered 
in gold and rhinestones; instead of 
lined with fabric, they were covered 
inside with row on row of frills. There 
was little difference between a wo- 
man’s silhouette and a large barrel. 
Shall we say hogshead? 

Gay ’90 jewelry was massive. 
Cameos and intaglios would almost 
knock you down. The _ best-dressed 
women sported such monstrosities as 
dogchain collars, gaudy tiaras, vast 
earrings, miniatures, half-a-dozen 
wide bracelets on one arm, snuff boxes 
and “chatelaine mesh bags” attached 
to the belt by huge clanking chains. 

No man went to French Opera with- 
out a silk beaver hat and a long dress 
coat. He wore a high-standing linen 
collar, with flaps under the chin. The 
promenade through the opera rotunda 
between the acts, with women glitter- 
ing in diamonds and $200 ostrich 
feather boas was quite a sight.

Mosquito Bars 

Mosquito bar business in New 
Orleans in 1900 was terrific. Tester 
beds were in vogue then, and for one 
big “sale,” the display manager draped 
every bed in the store with pointe 
d’esprit mosquito netting for beauty. 
He stacked folded mosquito bars — 
and draped unfolded ones — straight 


up a pole in the center of a skylight 
at the middle of the floor, mosquito 
bars from the first floor to the third. 

Lace curtains cost at $125 apiece 
around 1900; portieres went as high 
as $75 a pair. Exquisite real lace was 
priced $75 to $150 a yard; real lace 
handkerchiefs were $50 to $125 each. 
Real lace fans with mother-of-pearl 
frames were $35 to $200 each. 

“The bird on Nellie’s hat” was a 
reality in the first decade of the 20th 
century, Hats had aigrette and ostrich 
plumes, and sometimes one feather 
was priced $75 or $100, while milady 
insisted on three of them. 

In the 1860’s, the founder of the 
store (which had been there since 
1842) opened a “Villa de Paris mil- 
linery salon under the direction of 
Madame Sophie, modiste extraordi- 
nary, with 20 French women who 
made and sold colossal hats. This was 
the first introduction of women to the 
commercial life of New Orleans, and 
it paved the way for Southern gentle- 
women to be admitted for employment 
in stores. At the beginning, women 
were used only in the millinery salon 
and the wearing apparel section. Men 
were forbidden within these sacred 
precincts. It was almost 10 years 
later that a co-sales force was estab- 
lished. 

Fifty years ago, a saleslady who is 
still in the store’s stationery depart- 
ment saw her first fountain pen. It 
caused a sensation in a section where 
thousands of quill pens were sold. 
“Mourning paper” was one of the big 
sellers in her department in 1891. The 
closer the relative, the deeper the 
black border around white stationery. 
This was used from one to two years 
after the death of a loved one. Mourn- 
ing veils on widow’s hats went to the 
skirt hem on the floor. For six months, 
no lady in “deep mourning” showed 
her face behind those deep black 
crepe veils; after that period, she 
went into a lighter veil and could 
raise it. 

Trashy dime novels were enjoyed by 
people of all classes in the ’90’s; 
wealthy, aristocratic customers de- 
manded dozens of them. There wasn’t 
much else to read at popular prices.

Slow Horse Cars 

Horse and mule cars on the street 
were very slow. It took store clerks 
who lived 40 blocks from the store 
more than an hour to get to work in 
1890. 
Men bought their lunches (with a 
drink) for 15 cents in downtown bar- 
rooms; a practice unthinkable for 
women. Girls brought their own 
lunches, ate them on the top floor 
amid the packing boxes. They worked 
from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. with a half-hour 
for lunch. A scrubwoman would some- 
times heat soup for them on a furnace 
where she kept the fluting irons for

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doing up ruffles. 

Vacations with pay were unknown 
in stores before 1890. Days that were 
too cold, the ladies went home, but 
the store never closed any time but 
Sundays and Christmas — not even 
Mardi Gras! 

Customers had the utmost confi- 
dence in clerks. A lady from a planta- 
tion would come, tell what she wanted, 
and add: “Now, I don’t want to look 
at a thing; it’s all up to you. Just 
send the very best you have.” Many 
women would sally into the store with 
colored maids behind them, to carry 
bundles in baskets.

1880 Customer 


One well-remembered customer of 
the 1880’s was a milkwoman who used 
to come to the store in calico dress 
and sunbonnet. She would step down 
from her high wagon that had two big 
milk cans with faucets on them (for 
pouring the milk into maids’ buckets 
—service and delivery at the door!) 
She carried cream cheese in little 
cans. 

The “Sherlock Holmes” of this 100- 
year-old store is a pleasant gentleman 
who has been working since 1886 and 
is superintendent of detectives. Shop- 
lifters he has caught, if laid end to 
end, would raise an awful shriek. 

“People used to say it was klepto- 
mania that made them steal in stores,” 
he tells you. They didn’t know what 
made them do it, they always said. 
They just picked things up to look 
at them and zingo! In the pocket or 
purse before they knew what had 
happened! It was fashionable to be a 
kleptomaniac, but that has gone out 
of style in the past few years.” 

In 1898, gas lights flickered on 
dark days in the store, but by 1900, 
carbon arc lights, a new-fangled type 
of electrical fixtures, were installed. 
Are lights lasted ,about five years 
before 200-watt globes came into style. 

In summer time at the turn of the 
century, store doors stood wide open, 
screens were unheard of. Ladies and 
gentlemen of the period tied their 
horses to the hitching posts at the 
front door on busy Canal Street, swept 
into the store in their picturesque 
clothing to wander languidly in and 
out of the aisles, fanning with palra- 
etto fans. The inside of the store was 
like a Gothic cathedral with hand- 
painted frescoes on the wall and a 
“silk room” 150 feet long by 40 feet 
wide which made Mardi Gras visitors 
gasp. It had been built in the 1870's. 

Two big iron pelicans with their 
iron young were perched in iron nests 
on top of the store in 1888. (The peli- 
can is the Louisiana state bird). By 
the side entrance of the store were 
two old iron cisterns, one on top 
of the other. There were also faucets 
of river water inside the store, but 
-you always had to filter river water 
before daring to drink. 


Lemonade Bucket 

In the elegant ’90’s, young men 
would put in five cents each to lay in 
a stock of lemons and sugar to keep 
a bucket of lemonade under a counter 
almost every day in hot weather. 
Everybody would serve himself with 
a dipper when customers were not 
looking. 

Sometime before 1910 when the 
office manager suggested the installa- 
tion of adding machines, he was al- 
most hooted out of the store. Book- 
keepers jibed, “By the time we hit 
the keys and pull the handle, we could 
add it mentally; if you hit the wrong 
key, you have to do it all over again. 
Old-timers and die-hards resented 
every progressive idea introduced. 
When automobiles were installed in 
the delivery department, a man re- 
fused to learn to drive. He told the 
supervisor if he couldn’t drive his old 
mule wagon, he’d rather be a watch- 
man, 

Sometime after 1910, several 
Renault two-cylinder trucks were 
bought by the store. The first new

car bought was a Knox. These had 
no radiators but were “air-cooled.” 
None proved satisfactory in New 
Orleans. The air in August would 
not cool anything!

Mexican War 

In 1848, when the Mexican War 
broke out, many New Orleans men 
were sent to the front. There was a 
large colony of officers’ wives stationed 
for the duration at Jackson Barracks, 
a few miles down river from New 
Orleans. The store advertised that if 
these good ladies would send word 
what they wanted, it would be de- 
livered to their doors free of charge. 
Jackson Barracks was practically iso- 
lated from all means of communcia- 
tion, save stagecoach and mail packet. 
The announcement, first of its kind 
in New Orleans history, was received 
with rejoicing as a boon and a bless- 
ing. Regular delivery trips were made 
by wagons, keeping the soldiers’ wives 
supplied with hoopskirts, pantaloons, 
horsehair sofas and all the frou-frous 
of Southern gentlewomen in the 1840s.

Stand on Your Own Feet 

EOPLE can be divided into leaners 

and leanees;” into oaks more or 
less sturdy and vines very clinging. 
In America we have an interesting 
folkway which tends to make clinging 
vines out of many potential oaks. We 
excuse incompetency, and regard in- 
itiative with suspicion. I was never 
a leaner, yet at the first suggestion 
of weakness on my part, I can usually 
find people who feel impelled to pro- 
tect me. Let me fumble at fixing a 
tire puncture, show effort in getting 
my work done on time, or mention 
that the war is treating my business 
badly, and it attracts Samaritans from 
miles around, It may be that my in- 
competency has a special glow, but 
I am inclined to think that the 
allegedly weak get more sympathy 
than they deserve. 

I am not one to attack virtue in 
the abstract. I agree that it is 
theoretically good to help one’s fellow 
men and I know that the oak often 
feels stronger for having held up the 
vine. Yet I feel very strongly that 
the wholesale practice of treating our 
neighbors as weaklings is very bad 
for their moral fiber. It enables the 
lazy to sit down on the job and dis- 
courages personal initiative and re- 
sourcefulness where it could be de- 
veloped. 

Right now many of us are at the 
crossroads of our business or pro- 


fessional life. Through no fault of our 


own, our former modes of making a 








living have been curtailed. It is very 
natural to seek sympathy at this point 
—to get into the habit of thinking 
that we should be excused from mak- 
ing an effort to rehabilitate ourselves. 
Yet that is fatal to our own best 
interests. We need to say to our- 
selves, “Stand on your own feet.” 


The true collector is known for his 
zestful attack on life. He can show 
others the way to successful re- 
adjustment in time of war.

The Boom in Secondhand 

The general public is likely to find 
antiques more and more useful. This 
will be especially true if the dealer 
branches out into other areas of 
“second-hari.” It may seem a bit de- 
grading to a fine 18th century high- 
boy to share company with an array 
of second-hand toasters, carpet 
sweepers and electric irons; but the 
sale of the latter may keep the high- 
boy off the auction block. 

There is a growing demand for all 
manner of second-hand household and 
business equipment. New typewriters, 
refrigerators and stoves are very 
scarce and can be had only through 
the ration board. But a sizable hoard 
of such equipment is still lying around 
idle in houses, many of which have 
been previously visited by dealers in 
search of something more decorative 
—but now no more precious, Some of 
the discarded gadgetry needs a little 
repair, and if one is handy with such 
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things he can make his time pay big 
dividends. 

The shoe rationing has started 
a big trade in second-hand, and be- 
fore long it may be as respectable to 
buy a hat or suit that had a previous 
owner as it is now respectable to 
acquire second-hand cooking dishes. 

Some dealers will probably want to 
stay aloof from such traffic, because 
of fear it may spoil their class. 
But many of the smaller city shops 
may find it fits in rather well with 
their existing stock. After all, 
antiques are just one type of article 
bought at second-hand.

What is Sheffield? 

The first thing this term recalls is 
a dish or tray formed of a sheet of 
metal, wherein a thin strip of silver 
has been fused on each side of a 
stronger copper plate. This is the 
original meaning of Sheffield plate, 
but not the only one. 

The fused plate method was used 
extensively by silversmiths in the 
first quarter of the 19th century and 
slightly before then. Thereafter, with 
the discovery of electro-plating, more 
and more silver intended for house- 
hold use had the silver deposited 
directly on a base of white metal or 
copper. In America, most of the 
utensils that were silver plated were 
made of white metal, a composition 
somewhat like britannia ware. But in 
Sheffield, England, copper was still 
preferred as the base. The practice 
of fusing silver strips to this base 
was gradually given up and electro- 
plating was substituted. Much of this 
late Sheffield is now being brought 
into this country for resale. The pieces 
are reasonably old, well designed, and 
the fact that the copper can be seen 
shining through places where the 
silver has worn off tends to increase 
their mellowness. The ware is still 
technically Sheffield, provided it was 
made at that place. But some people 
are buying it under the mistaken im- 
pression that it is the old fused plate. 
This should be carefully investigated 
as Victorian plated ware is not nearly 
as valuable as the old fused Sheffield 
and should be priced accordingly. This 
is not to say that anything is wrong 
with plated ware as such. In fact, the 
appreciation of silver plated tea sets 
and trays will surely increase with 
time. Many will even prefer these 
sets to the fused Sheffield. The shapes 
are more varied and intricate, and 
they often do over better than the 
original type of fused plate. When 
old Sheffield can be found only in the 
museums, there will still be fine 
plated ware to add distinction to the 
dining room.

Glass Candy Containers 

An alert collector, always observant 
of new trends, recently reported a 
brisk trade in glass candy containers. 


The majority of these mementoes of 
childhood are not very old. But they 
are most intriguing. I have not been 
able to discover just when they came 
into vogue, but I don’t think it was 
before the turn of the present cen- 
tury. I can remember well the fine 
array of trains, pistols, telephones, 
bells, churches, satchels and funny 
animals and men that were once dis- 
played in the confectioner’s window. 
All held the same type of candy, 
bilious looking pink, white and green 
pills as hard as a rock, and of in- 
definite taste. That enclosed candy 
was always a snare and a delusion, 
but you could play with the glass 
container to your heart’s content after 
its insides were gone. Many of these 
containers must have somehow been 
preserved, for I see quite a few of 
the early ones in the antique shops. 
One lady that I know has over 200 
different forms already collected. The 
Museum of HOBBIES’ has a large 
collection, also. I would guess that 
those which are painted are among 
the earliest. Also the larger items 
bespeak an age when a dime would 
buy a lot of candy. It is interesting 
that the craze for candy in shapely 
containers has never entirely died out. 
You can still go into many a candy 
store and buy a little replica of the 
Liberty Bell or Uncle Sam. I once 
accused a friendly candy dealer of 
having had his stock for 25 years. 
He laughed and said the stock was 
fresh, but that he would hate to have 
to prove it by the taste. He agreed 
with me that after 25 years the candy 
inside would probably be no better or 
worse than when it was first put in 
the bottle-like container. 

Light on Lamps. The development 
of lighting devices holds fascination 
for many a collector. Such objects are 
very decorative and many can be re- 
wired and put back into something 
like their original use. The low lying 
Betty lamp and the tin lard-burning 
containers used by the early settlers 
in America are the same type of 
device as is found in the clay lamps 
of ancient Rome. Their use did not 
extend beyond 1830, and then only in 
the back country and in the most 
primitive of pioneer homes. Benjamin 
Franklin designed a properly placed 
wick for the standing whale oil lamp, 
put their gleam was still feeble and 
little better than a candle. Signs of 


progress appeared with the double-. 


wicked whale oil lamp of pressed 
glass and with the tin lamps using 
a bull’s-eye glass on each side of the 
flame, Pewter and brass lamps for 
the new camphene type of burner 
were common in the 1840’s. This new 
liquid burned with a bright light but 
the unshielded flame was very danger- 
ous. Candlesticks were now definitely 
out moded, and many were fitted up 
with blown and pressed glass fonts.

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TROUPERS COLLECT CIRCUSIANA

IRCUSIANA as a hobby has a 
wide appeal. This is apparent 
when it is reflected that collectors 
range from youngsters in their ’teens 
who have never seen an old-fashioned 
circus parade, to the gray-haired men 
who laughed at Dan Rice in his one- 
ring show three score and more years 
ago. 

And the banker in Pennsylvania is 
just as enthusiastic about acquiring 
a P. T. Barnum courier circulated in 
the 70’s, as the dairy farmer in 
Wisconsin, the newspaper editor in 
Alabama, or the war plant worker in 
California. 

Furthermore, there are no more 
ardent circus hobbyists to be found 
anywhere than many circus troupers 
themselves—the men and women who 
are making the history which circus 
fans seek to preserve in their col- 
lections. 

The fact is, many circus folk will 
admit that they were attracted to 
their profession by the same childhood 
enthusiasm for big top entertainment, 
that explains why men who follow 
more prosaic professions and voca- 
tions devote their spare time to col- 
lecting souvenirs of the circus world. 

There is probably no more active 
collector of circus lore than W. H. 
Woodcock, animal trainer associated 
with Terrell Jacobs Circus, who says 
he has been collecting circusiana ever 
since Campbell Bros. and Norris &

Rowe programmers tossed heralds 
and couriers in the front yard of his 
New Mexico home, and he has a room 
full of them in his home at Hot 
Springs, Ark. 

Mr. Woodcock’s chief interest is 
pictures of parade wagons, and he has 
one of the two or three largest col- 
lections in the country of photos of 
band wagons, tableaux, chariots, cal- 
liopes and cages. Not only is he an 
authority on the hrstory of parade 
wagons, but his knowledge of the in- 
dividual histories of elephants owned 
by traveling shows in this country is 
unrivalled. 

His employer, Captain Jacobs is 
likewise a collector who specializes in 
circus pictures. He is an honorary 
member of the Circus Model Builders 
and Owners Association and has sev- 
eral fine specimens of minature model 
wagons. Jacobs has an appreciation 
for collectors which all troupers do 
not share, and he is always anxious 
to be helpful in the preservation of 
circus mementoes, due to his own in- 
terest in the hobby. 

Another circus executive who is a 
collector of note is S. (Buster) Cronin, 
for a number of years manager of 
Al G. Barnes Circus, whose piece de 
resistance is circus books. He has 
practically every book published in 
the last half century which deals 
with the history and the people of the 
circus world. 

One of the few women who collect 
circusiana extensively, is a circus per- 
former, Mrs. Bette Leonard of Kansas. 
Her career under the big tops began 
with Ringling Brothers Circus in 1916, 
when she joined a troupe from her 
home town, Corry, Pa. Since then 
she has been with several of the lead- 
ing circuses and for 25 years has been 
a collector. 

“During my years with circuses I 
naturally accumulated a great many 
photos of circus performing friends,” 
she says, “and so I specialize in pic- 
tures. But I also collect programs, 
route books, letterheads, tickets and 


‘other printed matter. She has a circus 


room in her home and her husband, 
Fred Leonard, well known horse 
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trainer and equestrian director, shares 
her interest in the hobby. 

Few collectors have been devotees 
longer than E. W. Adams of Georgia, 
who has been a ticket seller with a 
dozen circuses since 1921, most re- 
cently with Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey in 1940. More than 
40 years ago, Mr. Adams began 
clipping newspaper ads from papers 
and he became so interested in this 
phase of circusiana, that he induced 
many newspaper publishers to clip 
ads from their permanent files to 
enhance his mammoth collection. Mr. 
Adams’ other chief interest is routes, 
of which he has an imposing number. 

Another specialist is James O’ Con- 
nor of Indiana, who has handled the 
commissary on several circuses 
during his trouping career, and whose 
particular interest is circus letter- 
heads—the older and more gaudy they 
are, the better he likes them. He has 
letterheads of many circuses which 
have been off the road for many years. 

Thomas Brownlie, a Montana 
ranchman, who trouped for 29 years, 
including 16 years with Bostock, 
Sanger and other English circuses, is 
also a letterhead collector. But he is 
also interested in pictures and heralds 
of which he has a large number. When 
the war is over it is his intention to 
put out a small wagon show. 

A circus musician of long standing, 
C. E. Duble of Indiana, is a self-styled 
circus historian, who has_ written 
many interesting articles based on his 
memoirs, which are cherished by col- 
lectors of circus history material, and 
Mr. Duble has a large collection of 
circus printed matter, which supple- 
ments his personal knowledge of his-

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torical facts about tented amusement 
enterprises. 

An ex-circus man for whom pro- 
grams are a specialty, is P. S. Down- 
ard of Washington, who was on Ring- 
ling Bros. advertising car No. 3 from 
1902 to 1916. After the war he mar- 
ried and settled down on the West 
Coast, where he is a service dispatcher 
for a light and power company. “I 
guess the old saying that once of the 
circus, always of the circus is true,” 
he says, “because I delight in poring 
over pictures and programs of cir- 
cuses I have known.” 

Several of the leading circus fans 
are men who have had experience in 
the business. Most of them were with 
various shows for only a few years in 
their youth, during which they gained 
experience which has been valuable 
to them in their chosen vocations. 

Among them are William H., Purtill 
of Rhode Island, who was a candy 
butcher and sideshow ticket seller 42 
years ago; Charley Campbell of North 
Carolina, who was a candy butcher 
with Barnett Bros. Circus in 1937; 
Don S. Howland of Ohio, who was 
in the office of Ringling Brothers 
Circus from 1914 to 1916; Herbert 
A. Douglas of Pennsylvania, who was 
a circus executive before he turned 
insurance agent; and J. A. Havirland 
of Illinois, who had his own museum 
on the road for four years and was 
a circus trainmaster for some time. 

Howland grew up in the backyard 
of the Ringling winter quarters in 
Baraboo, Wis. Now he specializes in 
circus pictures with the Ringling Show 
his favorite. Douglas says: “It’s in 
the blood. My father was a circus fan 
before me and I was using circus 
paper to bill my backyard shows at 
the age of six.” 

And Havirland admits, “I have been 
a circus nut from a boy of eight years 
and still going strong.” His specialty 
is anything concerning the original 
Gollmar Brothers Circus from Bara- 
boo. The Gollmars were cousins of the 
Ringling brothers. 

We have cited but a few of the 
many troupers who cherish historical 
circus items with the same enthusiasm 
as collectors who have never been in 
show business, and their activities in 
this field indicate that circusiana’s 
appeal is shared on both sides of the 
ring curb.

REMARKABLE COLORATURA RECORDS II 


yo preparing the material that 
appeared under this heading in 
the February issue, my intention was 
to include no less than two lists of 
my own choice and a description of 
how I made them, in order to demon- 
strate the richness of the field and 
the difficulty of reducing the num- 
ber of ones choices to ten. I felt 
that the more outstanding perform- 
ances were mentioned the more help- 
ful these notes would be to the less 
experienced collectors who are always 
eager for such suggestions. Hence 
this belated continuation of a subject 
that has a special fascination in a 
time when the standards of colora- 
tura singing linger at a low ebb. The 
records listed here represent that 
difficult art at flood tide and one 
must turn to them to realize fully 
just how low the present ebb is. 

List 1 was made up with full con- 
sciousness of the meaning of the word 
remarkable. Each record is not only 
a remakable performance in itself, 
capable of standing on its own merits, 
but is also remarkable in that the 
singer was not primarily a coloratura. 
Judged from this point of view, these 
performances are really more signi- 
ficant than most of those in List II 
which represent the work of singers 
who were primarily coloraturas, with 
youth on their side. Arral and Melba, 
by reason of their comparatively ad- 
vanced age and their versatility, real- 
ly belong in List I, which shows how 
impossible it is to draw a dividing 
line between the two lists. Ah well, 
let us say that here are 20 superb 
examples of coloratura singing and 
let it go at that.

dle, mean nothing. 

And now to deal with List II. The 
88,000 series version of Tetrazzini’s 
“Ballo in Maschera” aria is even more 
florid than the one listed here which 
I prefer for its more forward, fuller- 
toned recording. As good, and per- 
haps even better, is her Victor “Ah, 
non giunge,” but there are too many 
dazzling Tetrazzini performances on 
records to mention individually at this 
time. There may be other Barrientos 
Fonotipias as good as this one, which 
received so many votes, but I haven’t 
heard enough to say. Her Columbias 
are less impressive. Galli-Curci, by 
dint of singing the same piece into 
the recording horn again and again 
until the results satisfied her, main- 
tained such a high standard of ex- 
cellence in her acoustic discs that it 
is difficult to single out any particular 
performance. If only her trill had 
been better; A poor trill seems to 
be a weakness common to Italian so- 
pranos; but Patti’s is the exception 
which proves the rule. Hempel’s col- 
oratura discs of European origin, 
made before she came to this coun- 
try, are eye-openers to those who 
know only her domestically recorded 
work in this field. It is a great pity 
that Victor did not see fit to issue the 
best of her European records, such 
as the “Barber of Seville” aria, in 
2 paris, both the “Magic Flute” arias, 
etc. Many of her Odeons are very 
fine, too. Perhaps the most remark- 
able trill on records is that of Selma 
Kurz whose lovely voice is not so 
well known here as it deserves to be. 
She made so many wonderful records 
that it was difficult to select one as 
being outstanding. Kurz recorded ex- 
tensively in Europe for The Gramo- 
phone Company and the chief reason 
I decided upon one of her superb Edi- 
son cylinders is that it was issued 
in this country. Practically anything 
of Galvany is sensational and there 
is little point in singling out one 
record as being better than another. 
On records the quality of her voice 
is not beautiful and for that reason 
she is much more satisfactory in 
fancy show pieces than in purely 
melodie music, being more limited, ap- 
parently, than most of her rivals in 
this array of vocal talent. Melba’s 
“Caro nome,” 
recorded in 1907 when she was about 
fifty. It is one of the few of her 
later coloratura records that really 
rings the bell. Generally speaking, 
the earlier and rarer London records 
are preferred. However, her “I] Re 
Pastore,” of 1913, is beautifully done. 


as listed here, was . 


Arral’s output of dise records was 
none too large, but of almost uniform- 
ly high quality. Her “Jewel Song” 
is my favorite of many recordings 
of this popular aria, for it has a 
youthful verve lacking in most of the 
others. For once, Marguerite really 
sounds girlish, though the singer 
was in her middle forties. Her Edi- 
son cylinders are superb. Abendrvth’s 
records are few and those few are 
scarce, except in re-recorded form. 
It was difficult to choose between the 
two I know. Ivogun’s case was not 
easy either, for most of her records 
are of exceptional beauty. A singer 
I would like to have included in List 
II is Mabel Garrison whose superb 
“Nightingale and the Rose” (Victor 
64978) received a vote from Geoffrey 
Lyon. A single hearing of this rec- 
ord sufficed to banish a prejudice of 
some years’ standing that was based 
on altogether too many encounters 
with her “Khakj Sammy!” I also 
hated to leave out Ponselle’s ‘“Afri- 
eana” (Victor 6496-B) and did so 
for no good reason. Surely it is one 
of her best records. 

The February listings inspired a 
number of collectors to send in lists 
of their own favorites, and I only 
wish I had time now to go over them 
more carefully, and space to print 
them. My thanks are due to Dr. 
Frederick Summerill, who mentioned 
some interesting Edison discs I hope 
to deal with another time, Chester 
Davis, Arthur Watson, Glendon Good, 
George Warnken, and others. Leslie 
Reamy, Y3c in the U. S. Navy, writes 
that the lists of coloratura records 
gave him quite a setback, for he had 
not thought of male singers when 
mentally making up his list and was 
thus reminded of dozens of fine per- 
formances by both sexes and all 
ranges, Aside from myself, he seems 
to have been the only collector to 
think of John McCormack in this 
connection and he also has special 
words of praise for the early Euro- 
pean recordings of Herman Jadlow- 
ker. Most of the newer lists run 
along the same lines as those that 
were printed, but George Warnken 
sent in some very original choices, 
including Finzi Magrini’s “Puritani” 
on a green label Columbia (2080), 
Elvira de Hidalgo’s “Sonnambula” 
(Columbia 196 “Black Foreign”), 
Bronskajas “Traviata” (Columbia 
5049), Mabel Garrison’s “Tales of 
Hoffman,” Alice Zappilli doing an 
aria from the same opera on Colum- 
bia A1213, and last but not least, 
Boninsegna’s famous “Casta Diva” 
on Columbia. Glendon Good struck 
out on a new path by voting for the 
Gadski-Edouard de Reszke “Hugue- 
nots” duet recorded by IRCC onto a 
disc from old Mapleson cylinders — 
one of the clearest re-recordings from 
this source. Arthur Watson, a Galli- 
Curci specialist, restrained himself 
to the point of giving only 4 of his 
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10 votes to his admirable idol, and 

further distinguished himself by 

bringing into the fold the neglected 

Toti dal Monte (“Lucia” on Victor 

6466). But I guess that’s enough 

about coloratura records for a while. 
* *

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
Henry Burr II 


By ULYSSES (“JIM”) WALSH 


ENRY BURR’S association with 

the Peerless Quartet appears to 
have begun in 1906 or 1907, when he 
was hardly more than old enough to 
vote. His ensemble associates were 
all considerably older. Frank Stanley, 
the basso and manager, was 39 in 
1907; Al Campbell, top tenor, was 35; 
and Arthur Collins, baritone, 43. Ap- 
parently, the Quartet had a predeces- 
sor called the Invincible Quartet, with 
the same personnel except that Byron 
Harlan was second tenor in place of 
Burr, In years to come, the Peerless 
made some records — mostly for 
Pathé — under the name of the In- 
vincible Four, but they were relatively 
few. 

In that early day, Burr’s voice, 
despite his great popularity, was not 
altogether so fine and well controlled 
as it became when he reached full 
maturity. Possibly owing in part to 
the crude recording apparatus of the 
time, it occasionally sounded bari- 
tonal and strident. His technique, 
however, continued to improve until 
it reached the point where people said 
he had “a perfect vocal chord” and 
further betterment was almost out of 
the question. 

When the tenor first began to sing 
with the Peerless, he had no particu- 
lar opportunity to shine or star. 
Stanley, as the manager, dominated 
the group and usually took the solo

parts, despite his being a bass. In the 
large number of Stanley and Burr 
duets, he likewise also dominated. 
Obviously, he regarded the much 
younger singer as one of his proteges 
and felt that the leadership should 
rest in his capable and experienced 
hands. As long as Stanley lived, Burr 
was “kept down.” 

The great basso’s life, however, was 
destined to be a short one. He died of 
pneumonia late in 1910, a few months 
after Burr had married Cecilia Niles, 
a concert singer, who survives him and 
is living in Chicago. They had no 
children, and Burr’s stepdaughter by 
his wife’s first marriage died some 
years ago. 

Upon Stanley’s passing, Burr, al- 
though the “young man” of the group, 
took charge of the Peerless and was 
ever afterwards its business manager. 
The Stanley and Burr duets were re- 
placed by the beautiful tenor duos of 
Campbell and Burr, who undoubtedly 
became the most popular male combi- 
nation singing sentimental songs that 
the phonograph has yet known. Their 
first Victor record as a pair came out 
in 1912, but as early as 1909 they had 
sung one Columbia disc together, No. 
A-573, “While the Old Mill Wheel Is 
Turning,” oddly coupled with the 
“coon shout,” “Sisseretta’s Visit to 
the North,” by the inimitable Billy 
Golden. also sang duets with some 
of Stanley’s other proteges, such as 
Elise Stevenson, the soprano, who was 
Mrs. Woods in private life. Ill health 
put an end to her recording career. 

The last Victor record made by the 
Peerless under Stanley’s leadership 
was a single-faced, unaccompanied 
one, called “Sweetness.” The first 
with John H. Meyer as bass was “Em- 
maline Lee.” Soon afterward the 
Quartet recorded “In the Golden 
Afterwhile,”’ a ballad written by 
Stanley shortly before his death. 
Meyer, who had been a member of 
the same church choir in which Burr 
sang, stayed with the Quartet until 
1925. He was a florist before devoting 
his full time to recording work, and 
he returned to work with flowers, as 
chief designer for Thorley’s in New 
York, when the record-making busi- 
ness became bad. 

Burr’s head was full of money- 
making ideas, most of them sound. 
It was he who managed the Record 
Maker Troupe, later known as the 
Right Famous Victor Artists, which 
probably had more three-star talent 
concentrated in its membership than 
any other eight-man organization ever 
assembled. Ordinarily, the troupe 
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played the smaller communities and 
medium-sized cities, but it made a 
memorable success when it appeared 
on Broadway in the later years of its 
existence. Wherever it went, it, in 
the words of Variety, “topped the 
show on all bills and stopped it on 
most.” ‘ 

One of the first Eights was com- 
posed of Burr, Campbell, Meyer and 
Collins as the Peerless Quartet (with- 
out Collins, the first three were the 
Sterling Trio); Byron Harlan, Billy 
Murray, as singer of comic songs and 
genial master of ceremonies; Vess 
Ossman, the veteran “Banjo King,” 
and Teddy Morse, pianist and com- 
poser of many of the nation’s favorite 
popular songs. 

In May, 1915, Burr began to organ- 
ize a phonograph company of his own. 
Like some even earlier recording 
artists, he dreamed of acquiring the 
manufacturer’s slice of the profits, 
even though he continued to sing for 
every other company who wanted him. 
He called his firm the Paroquette 
Record Manufacturing Co., Inc., and 
made a seven-inch hill-and-dale cut, 
double-faced record, which was called 
the Par-o-ket, Mrs. Burr believes a 
10-inch record called the Phonotype— 
played like the Par-o-ket, with a sap- 
phire ball—was also made. Al Camp- 
bell still has the contract he signed 
to sing for Burr’s organization, which, 
probably owing to the scarcity of 
machines equipped to play vertical 
cut records, was not a success and 
soon suspended operations. 

A few years later, when Fred Van 
Eps succeeded Ossman as banjoist of 
the Eight, Burr and Van Eps owned 
a banjo factory, which secured large 
contracts from Lyons and Healy and 
some other music dealers. The tenor 
also invested heavily in real estate. 


Like many other great artists, Burr 
was a man of curiously complex per- 
sonality. He was a poor public speak- 
er, dreaded personal appearances and 
usually spent the time before an eve- 
ning’s engagement alone in his hotel 
room, worrying about the condition 
of his voice. He was frequently the 
butt of his associate’s practical jokes, 
as on the occasion when they formed 
a “secret society” called The Order 
of Beards, and pretended to blackball 
him when he demanded membership. 
At the same time he had a wonderful 
sense of humor and performed any 
number of stunts that never failed 
to make the other troupers shout with 
mirth. One of his specialties was 
giving an imitation of a pompous 
after-dinner speaker, suffering from 
a particularly virulent form of indi- 
gestion. Another was lying down on 
a depot platform just before the train 
was to leave, and giving a remarkably 
accurate impersonation of a “drunk.” 
Just as a cop would come bustling 
up to take him into custody, he would

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TIGHT ROPE DANCERS 
As Depicted By Prints

ARLY in the annals of the Ameri- 
can stage, tight-rope dancers 
startled and amused the audiences of 
summer gardens. O altitudio! The 
legitimate theatre was finally invaded 
by these troupes in an effort, so the 
notices report, “to uplift drama.” 

Many were splendid artists and 
their names and souvenir lithographs 
recall these spectacular air-shows. 

In 1792 Alexander Placide, “first 
rope dancer to the King of France,” 
and his troupe arrived. “Singular ap- 
plause” had greeted him in the capi- 
tals of Europe, and New Yorkers had 
never before seen such daring feats 
and such graceful rope-dancing. There 
were various feats of air activity: a 
hornpipe dance on the rope, jumping 
over 2. cane, playing the fiddle differ- 
ent ways, and somersaults backward 
and forward over a table and a chair. 

There were feats on‘the slack wire 
by Durang. Miller of the slack wire 
at Vauxhall, 1793, “will fly from the 
back of the stage to the gallery, and 
return, through a barrel of fire.” 
Some of these surprising feats were 
accompanied by a powerful band of 
music and others by splendid pyro- 
technics. 

Early in the 19th century, Signor 
Manfredi and his troupe of rope 
dancers, lately arrived from Paris, 
established an Italian Theatre. He 
had “the highest reputation in 
Europe.” Fully equipped as a soldier, 
Manfredi did grand military evolu- 
tions on the rope, the character of 
a drunken man, and serious dances 
“with various feats never performed 
by any other person, calculated to 
astonish and surprise.” One of his 
less strenuous attitudes on the rope 
was “eating a collation.” Signor Man- 
fredi also “ascends, comes from the 
back of the stage, and walks across 
the whole house, over the heads of the 
gallery to the upper part of the 


gallery—a feat never attempted by 
any one but himself before.” The 
notice went on to say that “experi- 
ments have proved that it is not 
dangerous to the audience.” 

Mme. Blanchard in the 1820’s would 
ascend “from the Garden (Vauxhall) 
over the Theatre, and descend on the 
tight rope, a distance of 150 feet.” 
Such air performances were usually 
accompanied by fireworks. Mme. Saqui 
at the London pleasure garden of 
Vauxhall in 1813 had been one of the 
originators of this spectacle, and some 
of the rope dancers who came to 
America at this time were her pupils. 
(See illustration of Mme. Saqui.) 

Mons. Godeau was “the wonder of 
the world, on the tight rope.” He 
also made a wonderful ascension from 
the stage to the upper boxes. Very

numerous were these artists of the 
“elastic corde.” 

Herr Cline (see illustration), late 
in the 1820’s, invaded the Bowery 
Theatre. Here was a rope dancer, a 
superb artist, in the legitimate 
theatre. The public was more lenient 
than the critics. Both had to agree 
that Herr Cline dared the dangers of 
the “elastic corde” and gave wonder- 
ful performances—elegant and amus- 
ing. 

Mme. Champieux performed a 
“gavotte de Vestris” on the “corda 
testa.” 

Peters, the Antipodean, did aston- 
ishing, thrilling and fascinating feats. 
He was from the London Vauxhall 
and San Carlo, Naples, Peters walked 
on the ceiling, head downward, as 
well as on the tight rope. He lifted, 
in an Egyptian Pyramid, 16 men and 
10 coach wheels. Signor Perez, the 
Peruvian tight-rope dancer, made a 
successful good-will tour. Mr. An- 
drews, an American phenomenon, ex- 
celled in tight-rope vaulting. Signor 
Antonio was “the most elegant rope- 
dancer in the world” and gave an 
“exalted dramatic exhibition.” 

Balloon ascension finally set a new 
high in theatrical wonders; and the 
references to tight-rope dancers be- 
came less frequent. 

For the two summers of 1859 and 
1860, a daredevil tight-rope walker by 
the name of Blondin, won fortune and 
world-fame for his stunts on a rope 
over Niagara Falls. Crowds watched 
from the U.S. and Canadian shores. 
The Prince of Wales saw him per- 
form. President Millard Fillmore ar- 
rived for a performance. Gamblers 
made book on Blondin’s fate for huge 
sums. But Blondin had no nerves. He 
started from the American side and

walked to the middle of the rope. 
There he sat down, got up, walked 
a short distance, lay down and arose, 
stood perfectly still, turned a back 
somersault, then walked on to the 
Canadian shore. A Canadian band 
struck up the MARSEILLAISE. Blondin 
was French and had undertaken the 
performance, according to the pub- 
licity, “for the glory of France.” Not 
to mention the cash! Blondin made 
many successful performances on the 
rope over Niagara Falls. He lived to 
be 76 years old and died in his bed. 

Blondin had competitors before he 
left the American scene. Signor Bal- 
lini in 1860 crossed above the Rapids 
on a slack rope, his feet in a sack. 
He, too, carried a man over on his 
back. In 1865, Harry Leslie, an Ameri- 
can, crossed the gorge on a cable. In 
1876 an intrepid woman, Signora 
Maria Spelterini, dared the rapids on 
a two-inch rope and won, later 
crossing over with hands and feet 
manacled. Ballini staged a come-back 
in 1873, with a helper named Steve

Peere. The helper one day in a fit of 
fun took Ballini’s balancing pole and 
rushed out on the cable. Ballini was 
infuriated; but Peere, surprised at 
his own agility, took up rope-walking 
and a few years later gave exhibitions 
over the chasm. BUT none ever ap- 
proached the variety of stunts per- 
formed by Blondin. 

In 1911 a pioneer flier in a Wright 
Brothers’ plane made a daredevil 
flight over the crest of the Canadian 
Falls, down into the Gorge, under 
the Honeymoon Bridge, up and ovt 
again, and set a new high in excite- 
ment. 

The law was soon to forbid such 
daredevil stunts, The Niagara Falls 
run of tight-rope performers was at 
an end. How many must have “sub- 
limated” their exciting talents in 
lesser thrills of the circus! 

Prints have perpetuated some of 
these daring tight-rope walkers and 
dancer feats for us.

In a recent issue, a Florida collector 
inquired as to the extent of prints 
showing barber shop scenes. W. Porter 
Ware of Tennessee, who has an ex- 
tensive collection of old occupational 
shaving mugs writes: 

“My collection contains a rare item 
of 15 bound prints of the 18th cen- 
tury showing barber shop scenes, 
equipment, devices, etc. One print de- 
picts a barber shop of about 1780 with 
customer holding barber basin to neck 
while being shaved. Wig makers are 
doing their stuff all around the room.

Notes on 
CHURCH BELLS 


By Jeanette Crans McKindley 





yew early bells used in the Christian 

church were hand bells, and some 
very ancient ones are preserved in 
Ireland, Scotland, and Wales. They 
are four-sided, nearly square, and of 
beaten brass, bronzed over. In ancient 
and more superstitious days the bells 
of a church were baptized for the 
purpose of “driving away divils and 
tempests,” as one old writer puts it, 
though with what success he neglects 
to state. 

The union of copper and tin in 
different proportions bring about 
wonderfully different results. In one 
case it produces bronze; in another, 
speculum metal which is brilliantly 
white; while in other proportions it 
makes bell-metal. Some bells are cast 
with a proportion of four parts copper 
to one of tin. Others have 32 parts 
of copper to nine of tin. Lead, zinc, 
or arsenic are added also. In Flanders 
in the 17th century, Peter Van der 
Gheyn was the most famous bell- 
founder. He used the choicest metal 
in his bells, red copper (Drontheim 
called “Rosette,” owing to a certain 
rare pink bloom which seems to lie 
all over it,) combined with the purest 
tin. Enthusiasts watching the casting 
of bells have thrown into the cauldron 
rings, bracelets, and even bullion. At 
a certain critical moment zinc and 
other metals in certain proportions— 
secrets of each bell-founder—are cast 
in. Later the bell pit is flooded and 
when the metal is copled the bell is 
extracted from the mould. A perfect 
bell, when struck, yields one note. 
Even the greatest makers were not 
exempt from failure, and sometimes, 
though the bell be perfect, it will 
crack when being hung, or shortly 
after. 

The belis of Belgium were used for 
other than religious purposes, since 
that country was for years a battle- 
ground. The first necessity in a forti- 
fied town was a tower from which the 
approach of an enemy could be seen; 
the second, a bell to call the citizens 
together. In fact the bells in many a 
church tower did not belong to the 
cathedral chapter, but to the town. 
Thus the Curfew, the Carolus, and 
the St. Mary bells in Antwerp cathe- 
dral belong to the town, while the rest 
belong to the chapter. The Carolus, 
the best beloved of: all the 40 bells 
in Antwerp cathedral, was given by 
Charles V, and weighs seven and a 
half tons. It is actually composed of 
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gold, silver, and copper, and is esti- 
mated to be worth $100,000. From 
always striking in the same place, 
the clapper has worn the two sides 
greatly, and for some time, has been 
rung but twice a year. 

Among the Latin and English in- 
scriptions found on famous old bells, 
a favorite one was: 

“IT to the Church the Living Call, 

And to the Grave do Summon All.”

Society of Bell Ringers 

Clubs and organizations had their 
beginnings early in this country. One 
of the earliest was the Society of 
Bell Ringers which was active back 
in the days of the Revolution. One 
of its most distinguished members 
was none other than Paul Revere. 
Christ Church, to which Revere be- 
longed, still has a bell ringer, an 
office that has been handed down 
through the years. The Society of 
Bell Ringers had membership in many 
New England towns. 

Perhaps with the tempo of travel 
reverting somewhat to that day when 
Paul Revere, waited on the Charleston 
road “booted and spurred and ready 
to ride” from Boston to Concord to 
warn the Minute Men of the approach- 
ing British, we should have more en- 
thusiasm in those old time organiza- 
tions such as the bell ringers. 


Old Boston A City of Bells 


Of All Sorts, They Dominated 
City Noises in Colonial Days 


Frem “Paul Revere and the World He

Boston was not so much quieter 
then than now, but its noises were 
different . . . From hundreds of ship- 
yards and shops came the tapping of 
hammers, the thump of hand-looms, 
the creak of wooden machinery... 

“Sweep o’ sweep,” chirped little 
Negro sweeps as they peddled their 
services. When they reached the top 
of a chimney they would pause, look 
about them and sing to the town at 
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large a sad, lost song ... And to- 
ward evening one heard in every 
month with an “r” in it, “Oys! Fine 
Oys—Buy any Oys?”... There was 
also the voice of the town crier. How 
plaintively he would cry a lost child; 
but for martial news he could roar 
like a bull. 

The skyline was dominated by 
steeples and the whole town by bells. 
Everyone knew Christ “royal peal” 
and that New North had a sour note. 
King’s chapel was deep and sad. Old 
Brattle and Hollis had their bells. 
Folks would stop in the street to 
count the “passing bell,” tolling out 
the sex and age of the deceased. And 
they always ran to ask for whom 
the bell tolls. 

The bells rang wildly for fires or to 
call out the mob, joyfully for the 
repeal of certain acts of Parliament 
or the withdrawal of an especially un- 
popular royal governor. They tolled 
over “tyranny.” They opened and 
closed the markets, and twice on Sab- 
bath called all to church or meeting. 

These were the great bells—the 
very voice of Boston. Besides there 
were countless smaller ones. Hand 
bells rung on the street advertising 
“wonders” and sales, or that it was 
2 o’clock and “The Bunch of Grapes” 


was about to serve dinner. School- 
masters rang for school, cowbells 
drowsed through the  blue-berry 


bushes and hardhack of the common, 
and all day long in hundreds of shops 
and houses, the tinkle, tinkle, tinkle 
of doorbells. In winter-time came 
the frosty sparkle of sleigh bells .. . 
The music of bells is almost forgotten 
by modern ears. Then it was every- 
where. 

Drums, too, muffled drums for dead 
worthies. Drummers very literally 
“drumming up” trade. And off and 
on, and on again louder and louder 
through the streets of Boston, the 
muster captains beat their drums—

| yebeseagiaed jewelry, distinctive in 

design and workmanship, but not 
always lovely, belongs in a class by 
itself. Memorial rings, especially, be- 
long to historic antiquity. 

Many rings were made in memory 
of the ill-fated Stuarts, and Anne of 
Cleaves, who survived Henry VIII, 
left a large number for her friends 
and dependents. Mortuary rings for 
Charles I showed the death’s head in 
a circle of black enamel, around the 
border the words, “The End—Behold.” 

During the reign of Queen Victoria, 
English jewelry was massive, for the 
Queen favored Wedgwood cameos, jet

and enamels in large pieces and the 
mourning jewelry made for the de- 
parted Prince Consort was constructed 
along these lines. 

Jet necklaces worn by women in 
deep mourning usually were made of 
one strand across the back and three 
strands at the front. Usually the jet 
was cut or carved. This mineral, the 
first of its kind, had been found for 
centuries in Yorkshire among the 
bituminous shales. Examined under 
glass, it shows its wood-like structure 
and is hard and tough. It supplied a 
flourishing industry in England dur- 
ing the eighteenth century, but the 
supply in later years so diminished 
that jet of inferior quality was im- 
ported from Spain. Its dense black 
color and the fact that it can be cut 
with a dull finish probably accounted 
for its popularity as a mourning jewel. 

The advent of mourning. jewelry 
came very early in our country, for 
we find a lengthy advertisement in 
a New York paper, dated 1763, of 
one Charles Oliver Bruff, goldsmith 
and jeweler, at the Sign of the Tea- 
pot and Tankard in Maiden Lane, 
near the Fly Market. Sleeve buttons, 
mourning rings of all sorts, trinkets 
for ladies, lockets and gold necklaces 
were offered the public at lowest 
prices. Much stress was laid upon the 
expense and trouble Mr, Bruff ex- 
perienced in thus serving his custo- 
mers. 

Collectors of old jewelry can still 
find interesting specimens of obituary 
and mourning jewelry made during 
the eighteenth century. Hair jewelry 
was exceedingly popular for that 
purpose, especially in rings and 
brooches. 

The narrow ring in the illustration 
shows the finely woven band of hair 
mounted on a gold ring, with the little 
plain space carrying the initials of 
the departed one. The inscription in- 
side reads: “Ann Bradley Obt. June 
15, 1805. Aged 19 yrs.” 

Probably several rings of this kind 
were made, the parents, brothers or 
sisters, or a bereft lover or husband 
wearing them in memory of the Ann 
who died so young. 
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Often the lock of hair was skilfully 
concealed in the ring itself, under a 
lid that could be raised. Sometimes 
the top was of glass, as is shown in 
the other ring illustration. This ring 
protected the hair within and also kept 
it on display. Abigail Munroe Brigham 
owned this ring and it contains the 
hair of her mother, Elizabeth Faye 
Munroe, who died Nov. 27, 1815, at 
Marlboro, Mass. Added information 
which accompanied my purchase of 
this ring says that Elizabeth Faye 
was born in Charleston, Dec. 8 (14), 
1735, married October 15, 1765, at 
Charleston to David Munroe of Lex- 
ington. She was the daughter of Mrs. 
John Faye (Sarah Boucher), pieces 
of whose wedding dress are still in 
existence, 


One wonders through how many 
hands this ring has passed since 
Elizabeth Faye died in 1815. Perhaps 
some of my readers will recognize a 
family connection. 

Lockets and brooches, often made 
of jet and ebony, were worn for 
mourning; the gold brooches usually 
had a glass front to display a picture 
or lock of hair and the obituary in- 
scription was engraved upon the back. 

The brooch illustrated is very old, 
I believe. The picture seems to be 
done on porcelain and it differs from 
other memorial jewelry that I have 
found in the manner in which it is 
executed. The tree trunk, monument 
and some of the foreground are 
painted; but the branches of the tree 
are applied, either with feathers or 
tiny leaves—it’s impossible to tell— 
and there are applied pieces resemb- 
ling the little plants at the bottom. 
The name on the stone is not plain. 

The eighteenth century was famous 
for its enamels, dark blue being the 
popular color, and many lockets of 
the prized Battersea enamel were 
made. These usually contained paint- 
ings of urns and tombs, sorrowful 
reminders of lost friends or relatives. 

While many of the memorial pieces 
were not attractive, some can be found 
which are so rich in design and ma- 
terial that they have been preserved 
and worn long after the period of 
mourning had passed. — Book Rights 
Reserved.

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AUTOMOBILE LICENSE PLATES 


By W. EMMERT SWIGART 


HEN was the first official license 

plate issued in your State? Was 
it 1902, 1904, 1908, or was it 1914? 
Have you ever thought that there 
was a time when automobiles ran on 
our highways, owned by the public, 
without any license tags? In those 
days an automobile didn’t need 
anything to identify it. The very 
fact that it was on the highway was 
an event. 

On December 26, 1902, the City 
Council of Philadelphia passed an 
ordinance directing the public to ap- 
ply to the Department of Public 
Safety, Bureau of Steam Engine and 
Boiler Inspection, so that they might 
be “licensed to operate an automobile 
in the city of Philadelphia.” On the 
old permit the word “autombile” is 
spelled in unusually large type capi- 
tals. The annual license fee was $1. 

Many of the counties and cities 
gradually began to issue licenses or 
special permits. They gave certain 
numbers to the automobile owner, and 
in the beginning some of these num- 
bers were painted on the lens of the 
headlights. Others were made of 
house numbers on wood, leather or 
rubber, Eventually Philadelphia got

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to the point of issuing a nice en- 
amelled tag before the State issued 
them officially. 

The first license tag issued by the 
State of Pensylvania was in 1906. It 
was white numerals on a blue back- 
ground in very heavy porcelain en- 
amel, which was the material used 
for most of the very early tags. They 
were a thing of beauty — something 
that should have been kept by the 
car-owners as a record of wonderful 
experiences. 

We have checked carefully with 
the highway departments of the dif- 
ferent states and provinces and find 
that tags were first issued in the 
different states as follows:

The absence of information and of 
specimen tags of the early days in 
the different Highway and License 
Departments is amazing. In some 
cases they do not seem to know what 
the colors were or how many were 
issued, nor do they seem to have any 
consecutive run of their own tags. 
This is true in many of the different 
states and provinces, and we think it 
is very unfortunate because a collec- 
tion of consecutive tags for any state 
or province is a most colorful thing. 

Each state seems to have had its 
own ideas as to how tags should be 
used. For instance, in 1913, Illinois 
used a cut-out tag on the front, a solid 
tag on the back, with the idea that 
the solid tag would cut off the air 
stream from the radiator which was 
very likely to overheat. 

Minnesota used tags for three year 
periods, one tag for the years 1912- 
13-14, another for 1915-16-17 and 
another for 1918-19-20. These were 
very attractive, of aluminum, and are 
most interesting additions to a collec- 
tion. California used a_ beautiful 
porcelain enameled tag for a period 
of three years, using an emblem in 
the corner to designate the year — a 
bear for the year 1916, a poppy for

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1917 and a bell for 1918. California 
earlier used a cast numeral aluminum 
tag without the year being displayed. 

In Ohio, the same tag was used 
during 1909 and 1910, and the year 
did not appear on it. In fact, many 
of the states, when they first started 
to use the tags, issued them on a 
perpetual basis without the year 
being displayed. Maine used a per- 
petual tag from 1905 until 1911; 
Massachusetts used a perpetual tag 
from 1903 until 1908; Oregon, from 
1905 until 1911, ete. New York had 
a red and white porcelain enameled 
tag without the year; it is really a 
thing of beauty. 

Gradually many of the states began 
to use a slogan or a figure to advertise 
their state or some commemorative 
occasion, Each year, New York 
state advertised its World’s Fair. In 
1938, Ohio advertised its centenary of 
the settling of the Northwest Terri- 
tory. The ox-team and wagon design 
was embossed in the tag. Louisiana 
has used is pelican; Massachusetts a 
cod-fish, and Texas a star, as a part 
of the tag. Maine has advertised its 
vacation land, South Carolina has ad- 
vertised its iodine. Possibly the most 
ambitious state is that of Georgia; 
it has used a decalcomania picture of 
a red-cheeked peach and on the tag 
there has been used millions of small 
glass beads which reflect light from 
the tag. Pennsylvania, Tennessee and 
a number of the states have used the 
outline of the state on their tags. For- 
merly, many of the states, used a 
special seal on the corner of the 
tag; the different designs were very 
distinctive. 

When the tags got too wide with 
all of their different numbers the 
complicated systems of letters and 
numerals were used so that they 
could control the length of the tag. 
A number of states have used special 
insignia for trucks, trailers, truck 
capacity, legislative and judical offi- 
cers. Some of them have used a 
code to show the county in which the 
car is located. 

Most states have continued to use 
both front and rear tags, although 
some states are only using one tag. 
Florida was one of the earliest to 
do this, and New York one of the 
latest. 

Many colors have been used. Penn- 
sylvania and New York, are among 
those states that alternate the back- 
ground color from year to year. Some 
states have been unfortunate in using 
a poor type of enamel or varnish and 
their tags have deteriorated. 

Our records for 1943 indicate that 
only seven states are issuing new 
tags. The majority of the states are 
using their already issued tags, with 
the addition of little metal or fibre 
clips to be attached to the corner of 
the tags to show that they have been 
renewed. One or two states are using 
fibre or composition, although it will 





certainly be a real test of the ability 
of such a tag to stand up, to last 
throughout the year and hold its en- 
amel as it should. License tags stand 
tremendous punishment. 

There are certain garages which 
have a complete run of their dealers’ 
plates, and certain collectors who 
have gotten complete runs. On my 
own collection of antique automobiles 
I have tried to place the actual license 
tag for the original year of manu- 
facture of the car. In my Museum 
I have used swinging panels, measur- 
ing six by nine feet in size, and I 
am trying to get together a com- 
plete run of tags from each state 
and province, and tags from all over 
the world. We have tags from the 
Philippines, Guam, Italy, Belgium, 
England, Germany, China, Mexico, 
Czechoslovakia, etc. Many of these, 
especially from the Mexican States, 
are made with mirror reflecting back- 
ground and numerals and are very 
elaborate. Usually in foreign coun- 
tries a number is assigned to the 
car when it is new, which stays with 
that ear as long as it survives, being 
renewed by a sort of annual seal.

Such a combination was known as a 
peg-lamp. 

The early 1860’s saw the widespread 
use of kerosene as a lamp fluid, to 
say nothing of those crowning 
achievements of lamp design — the 
glass chimney and the flat wick with 
notched wheel for regulating its 
height. It is this type of lamp that 
is now so highly desired for use in 
decorative lighting. Oil lamps in 
Dresden china, glass and brass are 
equally in demand. Little attention 
has been paid by collectors to the 
gas-light fixtures that also began to 
come in around 1860. It was not until 
the invention of the Welsbach burner 
in 1880 that such gas light came to 
replace oil in reading lamps. This in 
turn gave way to the electric bulb. 

Today there is even a call for the 
GWtTW oil parlor lamps, to say 
nothing of other late varieties such 
as student lamps. But I see no col- 
lector picking up the old gas fixtures, 
many of them as obsolete and rare 
as the Betty lamp. Many of the 
shapes are very pleasing, and some 
are enhanced by crystal ornaments.

spring up and guffawingly board the 
train. 

Moreover, no one could talk any 
more directly to the point on business 
manners. On one occasion, when he 
felt he was being given too many 
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“dogs” (unsuccessful songs) to sing 
by the Victor Artist and Repertoire 
Department, he went to Eldridge R. 
Johnson, president of the company, 
with such a forceful complaint that 
Johnson himself ordered, “Give Henry 
good songs to record.” 

Most record buyers and concert- 
goers had the impression Burr was 
much older than his actual years. His 
long and active career as a recording 
artist was partly responsible for this 
tendency, and the fact that his hair 
turned gray in early life and was 
afterwards snow-white increased it. 
When the tenor was only 50 one 
former recording company official in- 
sisted on adding 20 years to his age, 
and told me in strong terms that 
“Henry Burr is 70 years old, if he’s 
a day!” The gray hair and his massive 
figure—he was not tall but weighed 
considerably more than 200 pounds— 
added, however, to the effectiveness 
of such impersonations as that of the 
after-dinner speaker,

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Birthdays 
Of the Famous 


IRTHDAYS of the famous are 
made the most of by museum 
curators. And fortunate is the mu- 
seum which has lots of interesting 
curios of the lives of our great men. 
The Chicago Historical Society, which 
is rich in mementoes of Lincoln and 
Washington made outstanding exhibi- 
tions pertaining to these famous 
Americans during February. 

The Society’s collections of Lin- 
colniana are particularly rich, for 
Lincoln spent much of his life in IIli- 
nois, but the Washingtoniana relics 
here are particularly outstanding, too. 

During February the Washing- 
toniana collection was assembled in 
the Society’s replica of the Senate 
Chamber in Congress Hall, Philadel- 
phia, where Washington delivered his 
second inaugural address. Here was 
exhibited the black velvet coat and 
knee breeches which he wore on this 
occasion. Other authentic relics dis- 
played were the Winthrop desk used 
by the Commander-in-chief of the 
Continental Army at Cambridge, the 
medicine chest, intaglio rings, his 
telescope, and a lamp used at Valley 
Forge. An exquisite Louis XVI clock, 
presented to Washington by Frederick 
the Great, King of Prussia, two 
marble topped console tables from 
Mount Vernon and a‘*pair of scales 
for weighing gold and coins were 
among numerous other items dis- 
played. 

The story of how Washington came 
into possession of the lovely Mount 
Vernon estate was told in the last 
will and testament of Lawrence 
Washington. Dated June 20, 1752, 
the will bequeaths to “my loving 
Brother George Washington and his 
Heirs for Ever, after the decease of

Major George 
Washington was portrayed as he was 
in 1752, wearing the uniform of a 
Virginia Colonial Officer. Remem- 
brandt Peale’s painting showed Wash- 
ington in 1799, the last year of his 
life. =

i Landis Valley (Pa.) Museum 

of early Pennsylvania dutch an- 
tiquities is adding continually to its 
already large collections, and “John, 
the Conditioner,” is kept busy prep- 
aring them for exhibition. Every- 
thing is grist that comes to the mill, 
even the mill is taken. That is what 
makes a folk museum; not just the 
fine unusual pieces but also the erst- 
while commonplace utensils and tools 
that were used everyday. There are 
now 250,000 pieces in the museum. 
According to the two Landis Broth- 
ers, founders and sponsors of the mu- 
seum, who are devoting their whole 
lives to the development of the pro- 
ject for future generations, it will be 
necessary to have three more build- 
ings to house the collections. Says 
H. K. Landis, one of the duet-brother 
sponsors: 

“The restrictions through war con- 
ditions prevent building operations 
now, and the automobile orders have 
cut down travel so that the number 
of visitors is much reduced. Natural- 
ly, the “poor box” beside the visitors’ 
register has become very poor indeed. 
The “monied men” may throw up 
their hands and duck into their fox 
holes but the museum must go on. 
“Praise the Lord and pass the ammu- 
nition.” That is what we put upon 
a card beside our poor box, and some 
one wrote beneath, “Yea Man! Hep 
cat (with a drawing of a cat).” The 
next group of young fellows caught 
on and dropped two quarters in the 
box. The wonders of the human mind 
are. manifold. Just now the curator 
is sorting over thousands of photo- 
graphs and these will be pasted or 





tipped in loose leaf books with notes 
about the subject. After this will 
come lantern slides. Then comes the 
summer visitors, and for them, we 
add amusements. For example, there 
is a box labelled “Red Bars” and 
when the lid is raised there peace- 
fully repose two brickbats. Educa- 
tion must be sugar-coated. For 15 
years the curator has written a let- 
ter to the local newspaper in Penn- 
sylvania dutch dialect and it is going 
stronger today than ever before. You 
know that this dutch (now spelled 
with a capital) is not German. It 
originated as a dialect of the Old 
High German in Southwestern Ger- 
manie states and Zurich, Switzerland, 
and was brought to this country by 
immigrants in the early seventeen 
hundreds. It is attracting much atten- 
tion and in the dutch counties is 
the spoken language. The folk lore, 
folk art, fraktur, etc., are being seri- 
ously studied. That is where the mu- 
seum comes in with its collections 
and reference library of 30,000 vol- 
umes.”

Addition 
To Fine Collection 


Of Peruvian Textiles 
HE Brooklyn, N. Y., Museum re- 
cently featured a tunic of a Peru- 

vian theocratic personage of the pre- 
Columbian period. Found near Chi- 
clayo, the tunic is a splendid example 
of Chimu weaving, and one of the 
rarest textiles to have come out of 
Peru, as few such garments have 
survived the dampness of the climate 
in this region. It is woven of wool 
of the vicuna and the alpaca, and 
some cotton. Not only is the ma- 
terial in good condition, but the col- 
ors have remained fresh and brilliant. 

The extraordinary interest of the 
garment lies in its rare type of deco- 
ration — gods seated under the eaves 
of temples, presented in high relief 
stump work in bright colors. Similar 
designs are found in gold and silver 
ornaments of this region, but this is 
the only known textile showing the 
style. The tunic is also decorated 
with delicately executed tassels rep- 
resenting fruits and leaves. 

This is a noteworthy addition to 
the Museum’s collection of fine Peru- 
vian textiles, which includes the fa- 
mous Paracas mantle.

Institution, Washington, D. C., is 
proving to be a great asset in the 
present World War — the informa- 
tion that the staff and collections 
have at the beck and call of all de- 
partments of the war effort are be- 
yond price, so states an Associated 
Press story.

Museum Helps 


ECENTLY the staff of the Brook- 

lyn Children’s Museum received 
a V-Letter from Australia. It was 
a fine testimonial to the work that 
children’s museums do. Acknowledg- 
ing the letter in its monthly bulletin, 
the museum wrote: 

“Almost everyone on the staff re- 
members the boy who wrote the letter 
although he has been in the army 
for two years now. He used to at- 
tend the summer field trips and was 
one of the “experts” in the Science 
Workshop as well as a specialist in 
mineralogy. The matrons and at- 
tendants, the librarian and the elec- 
trician all remember him. There was 
no corner of the Museum that he did 
not appropriate. 

“His version of army life in Aus- 
tralia had to do with mineral de- 
posits, black opals, and private col- 
lections he had been privileged to 
see. He was bothered by the dearth 
of literature on the local birds, but 
noted many minah birds from India, 


spoonbills and some kind of ibis, and 
a few species of parrots, cockatoos 
and cockateels. He had collected 
a few interesting shells, and had 
found a poisonous black snake and 
a red-back spider which he said was 
the Australian counterpart of our 
black widow. He was enjoying the 
beauty of frangipani, poinciana, and 
bougainvillea, and he liked the 
friendly frogs. 

“There is no doubt that our world 
is growing smaller and smaller as 
our horizons expand. Millions of 
people are being shifted over the 
face of the globe, while others must 
project themselves into the air age 
only by means of books and pictures 
and museum exhibits. What this 
new era will mean in terms of social 
betterment, we have no way of know- 
ing. It is our belief, however, that 
giving boys and girls a chance to ex- 
plere the universe a little on their 
own, while they are still young and 
comparatively free, will help to give 
them the perspective they need when 
some day they, too, find themselves 
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in distant lands among peoples of 
another culture.”

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ONE MAN HOBBY SHOW 


By IMOGENE R. LEONARD 


UST before Christmas back in 1939, 

I noticed a foreign doll advertised 
in a magazine I was reading; out of 
curiosity I sent for it. When it ar- 
rived I was reluctant to have my fam- 
ily know mother had suddenly gone 
childish, so I put it out of sight. 

Christmas Eve came; I had invited 
friends for a dinner party and prep- 
ared a gift for each with a fitting 
jingle to be read. In my turn, and 
with all apologies to Clement Moore, 
I read my verse: 

T’was the night before Christmas 

And all thru the “joint,” 

Plenty was stirring, but that ain’t 

the point. 

Mother, for Christmas, had wanted 

a dolly, 

But Father and Nancy just laughed 

at her folly; 

So Mother undaunted, the sly little 

elf, 

Just went to the toy shop and 

bought one herself. 

Then I unwrapped my doll. 

My point is that my hobby really 
dates from the day of the little joke; 
the dolls have brought me much pleas- 
ure and comfort in these four inter- 
vening’ years. 

Collecting dolls fascinated me and 
trips and vacations meant little more 
than hunting up more dolls. My 
friends became _ interested and 
brought me dolls from their travels. 

Then came trouble in Europe and 
as the war spread from country to 
country I began to realize how much 
more important these mute symbols 
of once happy people would become. 
I rushed ahead of the conquest of 
countries to obtain dolls I wanted. 
Right here, let me say the value of 
the dolls had nothing to do with my 
desire to obtain them. A true collec- 
tor never thinks of her dolls in dol- 
lars and cents and I wouldn’t part 
with mine for double their value. I 
have given choice dolls to friends who 
shared my enthusiasm. 

It wasn’t long before foreign dolls 
were hard to obtain; doll makers went 
to war; materials were scarce and 
boats could not be used for their 
transport. 

When I could not find dolls fast 
enough I began experimenting in 
making dolls; they ranged from rag 
dolls with embroidered faces to 


moulded and modeled faces. My 
copies of Lincoln and Martha Wash- 
ington show how even an amature 
can make a likeness of a person by 
strong suggestion. I found that a 
vague idea of costumes or ecclesiasti- 
cal robes wasn’t enough to cut pat- 
terns by, so I had to find pictures and 
books and the study grew as interest- 
ing as making the dolls. 

All my foreign dolls are authentic, 
so in making dolls myself only types 
such as Negroes, Indians, historical 
characters and American costumes 
were attempted. My family then be- 
came my property men, making 
drums, whittling guns and making 
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wire stands, 

I went through the stages of show- 
ing my dolls for one benefit after 
another, raising money for a church 
and Red Cross donations until] the 
effort of moving them around be- 
came too great and my husband had 
a room added to the house so they 
could be located properly and shown 
at home, 

This room, 15 x 17 feet, is paneled 
in knotty pine and the walls on four 
sides conceal cupboards to the ceiling. 
The shelves have concealed lights; 
the dolls are all on standards and 
grouped by countries and labeled. 

All the detail work my husband 
did himself, which means much to 
me because a year ago this December 
he died very suddenly. Three days 
later America declared war and dur- 
ing the last year, both my sons went 
into service. I am alone except for 
my hobbies and I feel they have been 
my salvation. 

I now have about 600 dolls housed 
in my hobby room. One cupboard of 
about 75 consists of antique dolls 
ranging in age from 35 to 100 years 
old; many are in their original 
clothes. There are china haired la- 
dies in a variety of waves and ring-

lets, some with bands and bows which 
are called Dolly Madison heads. 

I have bisque of several grades; 
my favorite dolls have bisque hats 
or bisque bonnets. Another favorite 
is the sweet Mary Todd with a gold 
snood on her black china hair. There 
are wax dolls with blown glass eyes 
which my daughter calls bug eyes; 
papier mache with long curls moulded 
down on the shoulders and others 
with hair dressed severely plain and 
very high foreheads. One doll has 
a red corset made in the body sections. 

I have exhibited these dolls several 
times at local shows; for the proper 
atmosphere, I have seven doll bug- 
gies of the 1876 period with fringed 
canopy tops and bright stencilled 
body, also cradles of anne, maple 
and cherry. 

I have a separate collection of 
about 50 beads. Some have bisque 
bonnets, and many are old china 
types with line head parts and saus- 
age curls. 

Another cupboard holds my collec- 
tion of 250 fans. These are collected, 
not from a value standpoint alone, 
but to have as many types of fans 
representative of different eras as 
possible. Fans have been used for 
many purposes other than stirring a 
breeze and have been in and out of 
style from early history io the gay 
90’s, The fan was once used as a 
means of flirtation. They were deco-

rative accessories in dress and also 
used as an advertising medium. The 
advertising fans are very interesting 
and some in my collection are among 
my favorites; for instance, one dated, 
“1876, Philadelphia Centennial,” 
others dated 1892 and 1893 and show- 
ing the buildings at the Columbian 
World’s Fair; a Detroit hat shop, 
“Season of 1860,” shows hat shapes. 
One is a Dewey commemorative, and 
another apparently a _ salesman’s 
sample card. 

Another accessory to milady’s dress 
often found with the fan is the high 
back or fancy comb. My combs num- 
ber 200; they are of no great value 
but as a collection seem to interest 
all who see them. The combs are 
mounted on cards in groupings of dif- 
ferent color sets; such as green, blue, 
red and amber, and also as to dif- 
ferent materials. 
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A cabinet of drawers made from a 
Spanish style radio cabinet holds my 
button collection — all mounted and 
grouped under proper headings such 
as Heads, Fable and Story, also birds 
and all types just as long as they 
are old buttons and are well classified. 
I belong to the Michigan Pioneer But- 
ton Club and the friendships I have 
made are a source of much pleasure 
and comfort to me. 


Stamp collecting, both foreign and 
American is a real study. The educa- 
tional value is great. Just working 
with stamps for a pastime I have 
gained a knowledge of foreign coun- 
tries I never learned from books. 

When old glass intrigued me from 
reading the fine department on glass 
in HOBBIES, I knew it was a subject 
requiring your undivided attention, 
so I limited my glass and china to 
commemorative plates and platters— 
the old pressed glass patterns such 
as Lincoln Drape Garfield and Grant 
peace plates. The Grant plates I 
have found in a full run of colors, 
white, blue, amber, vaseline and apple 
green. 

Naturally, I can hardly wait from 
month te month for my HOBBIES mag- 
azine from whose pages I have found 
most of my treasures. 

One hobby just seems to lead to 
another. My scrapbooks attest to 
this. I made a scrapbook on my dolls 
with clippings and articles and pic- 
tures; I photographed my dolls and 
those of other collectors. 

Then, at my daughter’s suggestion, 
I made a data book on my antique 
dolls. The book lists the name, size 
and description with notes on the 
fine points of each doll, where pur- 
chased and the price I paid, so when 
she takes possession, she will know 
her dolls. 

This gave me an idea for my fan 
scrapbook and I combined pictures, 
clippings and articles with a complete 
cataloging of my own fans. To keep

SALLY 
A Doll’s Wardrobe 


By CARRIE A. HALL 


ALLY is a doll. Not just a “wood- 
den” doll but a doll carved of 
wood. There is a difference. Her 
body is so cleverly jointed that she 
can make nearly all the motions a 
normal child can make except to stand 
on her head. And she wouldn’t want 
to do such an un-ladylike stunt — for 
Sally is a lady. 

Sally is 19 inches tall and was 
made and patented in 1911 by a man 
named Albert Schoenhut of Philadel- 
phia. She was “The Schoenhut ALL 
Wood Perfection Doll.” 

Sally’s “little mother’ Martha 
Kathryn, was a child of unusual char- 
acter and a vivid personality — a 
veritable Angel of Light loaned to 
her earthly parents for a short while 
to show what heaven would be like. 
Sally came to brighten Christmas for 
Martha Kathryn when she was seven 
years old and was her constant com- 
panion till the Angel of the Lord 
called Martha Kathryn back to Para- 
dise. But Sally was left to be treas- 
ured by those bereft as if by such 
association she had absorbed much of 
the charm and delightful personality 
of the “little mother.’ 

The passing’ years brought many 
changes and with them the advent of 
grandchildren and Martha Kathryn’s 
parents conceived the idea of making 
Sally an heirloom doll. She would 
be costumed in various outstanding 
period fashions to teach the grand- 
children the ever-recurring style 
changes as Dame Fashion herself 
presents them. Any study of fashions 
in their relation to life and living 
offers an aspect of civilization not to 
be overlooked. Thomas Carlyle said:

Sally ranks along with the glamor- 
ous actresses of Hollywood for she 
has a “model-form” on which her cos- 
tumes may be arranged without in- 
convenience to her or too many trips 
to the dressmaker. As Sally’s “little 
mother” traced her heritage back to 
the landing of the Pilgrims the first 
costume represented this historical 
event. 
1620 — THE PURITAN MAID 

The long full-skirted dress of gray 
wool with its complement of warm 
under-wear had the traditional white 
*kerchief and apron and over this was 
worn a long black broadcloth cape 
with velvet collar. She also had the 
regulation black silk Puritan bonnet 
with its white turned-back facing. 
1860 — THE GODEY BELLE 

This gown represented the tradi- 
tional six-yard wide skirt worr over 
a hoop-skirt and the requisite num- 
ber of petticoats to give the required 
silhouette and a fitted wasp-waisted 
basque. The material was a soft 
printed silk trimmed with innumer- 
able tiny ruffles edged with black 
“bebe” ribbon. The gown and all 
the dainty under-things were hand- 
made. With this costume was worn 
a printed cashmere shawl, the fash- 
ionable bonnet of the day and black 
lace mits, 
1880 — THE BUSTLE AND DOLMAN 

This costume conformed ‘to the 
tight-fronted skirt with back fullness 
known as the bustle. It was of hunt- 
er’s green cloth with ruffles of printed 
silk and fashioned to wear over the 
bustle which was an arrangement of 
reeds in the back breadth of the petti- 
coat. It had the traditional pointed 
basque with a postilion back. With 
this costume was worn a dolman of 
black velvet trimmed with black silk 
fringe and having a fur collar. A 
bonnet worn well back on the head 
and tied under the chin with wide 
ribbons completed this costume. 


1890 — THE GAY NINETIES 

The costume representing this pe- 
riod was a Tea-gown without which 
no lady’s wardrobe was considered 
complete in this day of organ-pipe 
skirts and balloon sleeves. The tea- 
gown for this “lady” was of blue 
brocaded changeable satin—with the 
regulation cream lace front and the 
train, lined and stiffened, to give the 
required effect of the pipes of an or- 
gan. As this was an inside costume 
there were no wraps but all the cos- 
tumes had their complement of care- 
fully selected accessories and dainty 
underwear as well as shoes and hose 
that each passing period demanded. 


1895 — CHILD'S COSTUME of 
THE GAY NINETIES 

Of white china silk with guimpe 
and bonnet of red silk this repres- 
ented the typical child’s fashion of

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this period but was as unlike the 
fashions for children of today as it 
is possible to imagine. 

1900 — THE TURN OF THE CENTURY 

This was a white satin bridal cos- 
tume made in the prevailing fashion 
—long skirt with a decided flare and 
a fluffy foot trimming to give a 
“bell” effect. The long Watteau train 
was lined and trimmed on the under- 
side to add to the effect of richness. 
Long sleeves and the traditional lace 
bertha (and lucky was the bride who 
had an old heirloom bertha of rose 
point lace that had been worn by her 
mother or perchance by her grand- 
mother) with which to adorn her own 
wedding gown. With this was the 
dainty hand-made underwear and tiny 
shoes made of white kid and tied with 
white satin ribbon bows. Nor was 
forgotten the 

’*Something old and something new, 

Something borrowed and something 

blue.’ 

This finishing touch consisted of the 
train-length tulle veil fashioned to 
hang from a Juliet cap of lace like 
the bertha, a shower bouquet of lilies 
of the valley, and her pearls (the gift 
of the groom). 

1905 — THE GIBSON GIRL 

As Charles Dana Gibson was noted 
for his creation of the “Gibson Girl” 
in black and white drawings this 
costume was carried out in those col- 
lors. The dress was white with a 
tiny black figure, trimmed with black 
edging on ruffles and waist. The long 
skirt was worn over a white taffeta 
petticoat with ruffles upon ruffles. The 
sash girdle was of black velvet as 
was the cape-wrap and the hat fash- 
ioned to sit upon her pompadour. The 
hat, turned up at each side, was 
trimmed with black plumes. 

1935 —- SUB-DEB or CAMPUS COSTUME 

Underwear conspicuous by its ab- 
sence, sox and saddle sandals, a 
Seotch plaid wool skirt, white blouse 
and hand-knitted sweater topped by a 
box-coat of red cloth and the regula- 
tion ’kerchief to tie over her curls 
made a famiiiar sight on any campus 
during this decade so Sally had to 
be in the fashion. 

1940 — COCKTAIL GOWN 

The long dirndl skirt of this gown 
was of a champagne colored crepe 
with a border of gay peasant colors 
and a waist of teal-blue taffeta. It 
was worn over a slip of self-tone and 
the hose were of fashionable “in- 
visible” type with Wedgies of ginger 
colored suede and the teal-blue taffeta. 
The hat was the off-the-face type of 
the same ginger colored suede with 
taffeta trimming. 

1940 — THREE MODERN GOWNS 

(continued for the Duration) a — 
A French blue knee-length street 
dress of soft crepe with self-trimming 
and to be worn with it a self-colored 
wool coat—full length and with trim- 
ming to match the dress. One button 
at the waistline and small revers and 


no collar. With this was worn a 
small flat-crowned sailor hat trimmed 
with two pink gardenias and a wisp 
of veil. 

b — A Kelly green dinner gown 
of silk jersey with a floor-length full 
bell skirt; high-necked waist trimmed 
with shirrings of the same material 
and finished with a gold leather belt. 
Gold slippers were worn with this 
costume. 

e—A formal gown of cerise silk 
poplin made with a fitted yoke to 
which was added a succession of ever- 
widening flounces to give the effect 
of a “billowy” bell skirt. The waist 
and very short sleeves are gathered 
to give the effect of puffs to conform 
to the skirt contour. The gown en- 
tirely without trimming depends upon 
its design and fine workmanship for 
its effectiveness. With this may be 
worn whatever jewelry best suits the 
personality of the wearer. 
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This doll is rich in family tradi- 
tion and dear to the hearts of Martha 
Kathryn’s parents and as the years 
go by its sentiments and aesthetic 
value will increase. They have found 
a beautifully carved chest in which 
to keep the costumes and have had 
made a set of dainty band-boxes for 
all the hats. They also plan to have 
it displayed at their state fair so 
that others may enjoy its beauty. Also 
it may stimulate the “hobby” idea 
in the minds of those who need some- 
thing to offset the sorrows of a war- 
torn world. Something beautiful and 
creative that will fill many an other- 
wise empty hour with sixty minutes 
of pleasure. Mrs. C. M. Beachy has 
offered the following toast to dolls: 

“They toil not, neither do they spin, 
but they afford cherished memories 
and give happiness. These felicities 
are sufficient justification for any 
doll’s existence.”

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“PAISLEY” BUTTONS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


I HAVE had several requests for 

information regarding the “Pine” 
motif, which is characteristic of so- 
called “Paisley” buttons. Pages could 
be (and have been) written about 
this figure, its source and its mean- 
ing; but I shall attempt only a con- 
densed account of it, for those who 
may be interested. 

The figure known to designers as 
“Pine,” “Palmette” or “Cone” is of 
Persian origin and is often seen in 
Persian designs, especially carpet de- 
signs. Though it resembles a crook- 
neck summer squash or gourd, its 
origin is uncertain; it is variously said 
to have derived from a pineapple, 
pear, lotus bud, leaf form, palm fruit, 
mango and river-loop. According to 
one authority*, it represents the chief 
ornament of the old Iranian crown, 


during the earliest dynasties; this 
jewel was a composite one, of pear 
shape, and wrought of many precious 
stones, to display a great variety of 
color. It has been claimed, also, that 
it originated in Kashmir, illustrating 
a loop in the river Jhelum, above 
Srinigar.t Some have held it to be a 
pineapple; others, a palm leaf or fruit. 
Still another authority contends that 
the device represents “neither more 
nor less than the cone of flame of 
the ancient Iranian fire-worshippers.” 
** Some writers believe that it began 
as a mere ornamental form, without 
any special meaning, until repeated 
religious and mystical affiliations gave 
it an acquired symbolism. 

In the early nineteenth century, the 
city of Paisley, Scotland, began the 
machine manufacture of woolen 
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shawls, which were creditable imita- 
tions of the wonderful hand-woven 
Kashmir shawls, made in India. The 
name of the Scottish city was thus 
eventually transferred to the typically 
Persian design and its units. The 
Paisley shawls achieved enormous 
popularity, and were fashionable as 
late as 1870-1880. I surmise that but- 
tons featuring the same type of deco- 
ration, (the lustred Jets in particular) 
were contemporary with the shawls, 
in most cases. Like the shawls, they 
are extremely attractive and pleasant- 
ly Oriental. 

No. 1 is a “Jet”? button entirely 

covered with gold and rose lustre, so 
that the black shows only as an out- 
line. 
No. 2. This intricate button has a 
back and border of light metal; the 
applied design being rendered in 
silvered brass against a pearl back- 
ground. Studs of cut steel hold the 
separate button parts together. 

No. 3 is of red glass, with incised 
design in gilt. Self-shank. 

Nos. 4 and 5 show how the Pine 
may be used successfully as an all- 
over pattern. In No. 4 the figures 
are simply outlined in gold on black 
glass; in No. 5 they are recessed and 
brilliant with gold, rose and a touch 
of turquoise. 

No. 6. This Pine has an elaborate 
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“tuft” (the name given to the pendant 
top part of the figure. There are at 
least nine recognized varieties of 
Pines, such as “monkey-pine,” “tiger- 
pine,” etc.!) As in so many Jet but- 
tons, this design is incised in gilt. Pine 
patterns seem to predominate on oval 
and rectangular Jet buttons. 

No. 7 is made of Clambroth glass, 
with design incised in gilt. Self-shank. 
e, 1850? 

No. 8 is of black horn, with mother- 
of-pearl inlaid. Self-shank. 

No. 9 is one-piece brass, with in- 
cised decoration. The button is tinted 
in several colors, and the Pine is set 
with steel facets. c. 1840? 

No. 10, of Jet with incised gilt 
pattern, exemplifies the use of Pines 
to form a set, conventional design. All 
the Jet buttons shown have self- 
shanks except No. 6, which has a brass 
shank and shank-plate. (Other “Pais- 
ley” designs may be found in “Button 
Parade,” on pages 12, 22, 76 and 82.) 

Buttons have been made of actual 
“Paisley-type” fabric, which is usually 
protected by celluloid. These would 
seem to qualify as “Paisley” buttons, 
though each may show only a frag- 
ment of the characteristic pattern. 

Like most designs which are based 
on old and tried decorative forms, the 
“Paisley” buttons are beautiful, ap- 
propriate and artistically satisfying. 
They are a bit of ancient Persia, and 
they retain its unique grace and 
charm.

concerned which is to rule up an 84%” 
by 11” sheet of cardboard into six 
oblong spaces. Then rule off a space 
about one inch above the middle divid- 
ing line and one inch above the bottom 
of the sheet. 

In each large oblong space mount 
a large size picture button, and a 
small matching one. This is particu- 
larly effective and stimulates interest 
in the smaller sizes. 

The small ruled space beneath gives 
room for the title of the button. I 
have typed the titles on gummed 
paper and then pasted them on the 
cardboard, but of course hand letter- 
ing would also be most effective. 

If you are fortunate enough to have 
some cellophane, a covering of this 
securely fastened at the back of the 
card safeguards your buttons and at 
the same time adds much to their 
appearance. 

Even people who never really looked 
at an old button will be very much 
intrigued when shown cards mounted 
in this way, and certainly they will 
get a much more intelligent idea of 
the various subjects covered by the 
picture buttons. 

In my own collection I have groups 
mounted together of mythological but- 
tons, operatic and theatrical buttons,

A UNIQUE CHARM STRING 


By ELLEN G. O’CONNOR 


CHARM STRING 95 yards long, 

made up of 10,900 buttons and 
charms, none of them alike, placed on 
exhibit in the Pioneers Museum in 
Colorado Springs, Colo., is probably 
one of the longest charm strings in 
existence. It belongs to Mrs. Ida La 
Mont C. Gann of El Paso, Tex., and 
Pueblo, Colo., who started it when she 
was eight years old, back in the days 
when all the girls were begging or 
exchanging buttons to make charm 
strings which were supposed to bring 
good luck. 

Unlike many of the girls of 60 years 
ago, Mrs. Gann did not discard her 
charm string, but turned it into a 
fine collection which is the envy of 
those who have seen it. But most 
important, it has become almost an 
authentic document of history, like the 
layers in archaeological diggings. For 
the buttons date back over 150 years 
and record the fads and fancies of 
button makers down to the present 
day and record happenings of history, 
deeds of bravery and romance. 





In her collection Mrs. Gann has 
buttons from the uniforms of soldiers 
in every war of this nation. There 
are fine types in tortoise-shell, crystal 
and jade buttons made from the petri- 
fied forests of old Mexico, from nuts 
that grew on the Red Wood trees 
in Yosemite Valley, and stencil but- 
tons in red, green and brown. 

One section of the string is occupied 
by 30 fancy jet and hand-painted 
buttons, picked up abroad by a friend. 
One button is made from a prickly 
burr that came from the Taj Mahal 
in India. It was once a part of a 
ritual group. 

The buttons are strung on strong 
fish line and even then, the strand 
sometimes gives way to the heavy 
weight unless the buttons are care- 
fully handled. The collector packs the 
string in large baskets, too heavy for 
one person to lift, and they are trans- 
ported in this way, without danger 
of breaking the strand. The largest 
button on the string is 2 inches in 
diameter, the smallest, % of an inch. 





Purple buttons are the most rare, red 
and brown the most.common, as the 
colors on this charm string indicate. 

With her collection fast nearing the 
11,000 mark, Mrs. Gann still knows 
every button and its history and has 
written a history of the collection in 
case her remarkable memory should 
at some time fail her. 

At the time this is being written, 
the collection is on special exhibition 
at the museum in Colorado Springs 
where it has attracted unprecedented 
interest. It is shown in the picture 
draped over the $3,000 vase which 
Winfield Scott Stratton brought back 
from the Paris exhibition, and spread 
out over the top of the huge piano 
that once belonged to Gen. William 
Palmer, founder of the city of Colo- 
rado Springs. 


CLUB NEWS 


Massachusetts State Button Society 


The winter meeting of the Massachu- 
setts State Button Society was held re- 
cently at the Hotel Bancroft, Worcester. 
About 100 attended. Hostess, Mrs. Alice 
Sanderson of Monson, Mass., served can- 
dies in the form of buttons, and arranged 
attractive place cards for the luncheon. 

Worcester was selected for the meeting 
place because it was the most centrally 
located city. Nineteen persons, most of 
them in the Worcester area, joined the 
club at this meeting. 

After the brief business meeting, Carl 
Crummett, president of the Society, spoke 
and outlined a program for local clubs. 
Massachusetts now has eleven active but- 
ton clubs and the presidents of six of 
them were present. Mrs. Edna Parker 
of Holyoke, president of the Crescent 
Button Club, was appointed chairman of 
a committee to work out a plan for 
helping local clubs with their programs. 

Cc. W. Brown, president of the National 
Button Society, and vice-president of the 
Massachusetts State Society, told about 
the last National Show in Chicago. 

Dorothy Foster Brown of Worcester 
gave an interesting review of her book, 
“Button Parade,’’ and showed many of 
the original drawings. 

Mrs. Edna Parker recited her original 
poem, ‘“‘The Saga of a Button Club. A 
parody by Mrs. Alice T. Tarbox, on the 
song, ‘‘All Hail Massachusetts,’’ was also 
prsented. Mrs. Rebe Murphy presented 
a short paper on ‘Boston Buttons.” 

The State Educational Exhibit, which 
consisted of buttons identified with Mas- 
sachusetts, historically and otherwise, 
was especially noteworthy. This exhibit 
now has 42 different buttons, all having 
Bay State association, ranging from the 
Charlestown police button, with its pic- 
ture of the Bunker Hill Monument, to 
one bearing a design of the Mayflower. 
There was one exhibited showing the 
state seal (made in London in colonial 
days). 

The exhibit of ‘Fakes and Reproduc- 
tions” from the National Button. Society 
collections also attracted much comment. 

Prizes consisted of buttons. Carl Crum- 
mett was awarded first for his tray of 
“best’’ buttons, a group of fine ship speci- 
mens. Gilbert Green, of New Bedford, 
was presented with a nice specimen for 
being present from the greatest distance. 
Mrs. R. E. Manson won the door prize. 

It was announced that the spring meet- 
ing would be held in Boston in May, with 
date and place of meeting to be decided 
upon later. 








Please mention HOBBIES when 
replying to advertisements 
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'HEN antique fiends fall heir to 

an old farmhouse which has been 
the home of members of the family 
for generations they are certain to 
have a succession of thrills, At least, 
this has been the experience of my 
husband and me since we acquired his 
ancestral home. We always enjoyed 
antiquing. We were especially inter- 
ested in the subject because of its 
connection with the early history of 
our country. We collected books on 
early American days and ways. The 
ones by Alice Morse Earle were our 
favorites, and we still haunt old book- 
shops seeking those volumes which 
have thus far eluded us. We have 
made a hobby of studying the way 
people lived in our country in past 
times because it makes history live 
for us. The dishes used by Colonial 
forebears, the furniture surviving 
Revolutionary War days, the carriage 
in which one of the family rode a 
hundred years ago are more than 
collectors’ items. They are fragile 
threads that link us to the past, and 
make it come alive for us. Our newly 
acquired farmhouse was filled with 
such treasures. 

There was much in our six farm 
buildings that was interesting because 
of its age and quaintness, but which 
did not fit in any collection of china, 
glass, furniture, prints or quilts. We 
sorted the more usual antiques from 
the others and put them in their 
rightful places in the house. Other 
antiques were relegated to the shed 
chamber to be looked over more care- 
fully when the task of fitting the 
house out correctly had been achieved. 
The shed chamber became crowded 
with all sorts of things. Dust gathered 
and spread a soft blanket over the 
odds and ends saved from other days. 
It was several years before we had 
the house in the condition which we 
desired, and we were at last free to 
apply ourselves to the task of doing 
something with the left-over antiques. 

It was a dismaying sight that 
greeted us when we at last went up 
to this storeroom. Old ox-yokes leaned 
precariously against a huge pair of 
blacksmith’s bellows. Sea chests were

OUR HOBBYLOFT

groaning with burdens of old tools and 
quaint costumes. I confess it looked 
pretty hopeless at that time, but to 
an antiquer nothing is beyond redemp- 
tion. We set to work with a will, and 
what fun we had! 

Our shed chamber is a high-studded 
room 20 by 40 feet. There are large 
windows in either end of it. The slop- 
ing roof is held in place by hand- 
hewn timbers fastened together with 
wooden pegs. The floor is made of 
broad pine boards that are the envy 
of our friends. The place has pos- 
sibilities! It looked good to us after 
we had cleaned away the dirt and 
dust, but the mess of unrelated 
antiques still cluttered it up. It did 
not take us long to decide what to do 
with our treasures. The chamber 
should become a museum of early 
Americana. Here we could display our 
household implements, the farming 
tools of other days, and the vari- 
ous items stored there. A pile of old 
Christian doors salvaged from an old 
house, which had been torn down, 
proved to be just what we wanted to 
use in panelling the sloping roof, As 
we sorted antiques we considered what 
would be a fitting name for our mu- 
seum. It had to be something just 
right for our new project! My husband 
suggested that we might call it the 
Loft, and I was inspired to add the 
word Hobby to his idea. Between us 
we evolved the name Hobbyloft. We 


think it is a mighty good name! 


The hours spent in arranging the 
Hobbyloft were happy ones. We 
gathered all the milking equipment in 
one place. There were churns, butter 
molds, paddles, and milk pails. In 
another place we had articles con- 
nected with the well. There was an 
old oaken bucket, the first crude pump 
used on our farm, and a part from 
a well-sweep. Among our collection 
of farming tools was an old flail, a 
pair of wooden ox-muzzles, a huge 
man-killer rake, and a graceful old 
scythe. Spinning and weaving articles 
have their place. There is a reel, a 
swift, looms, and huge old spinning 
wheels. We did not know what to 
do with several interesting navigation 
maps, dated over a hundred years 
ago, until my husband ran across an 
antiquated screen, minus a covering. 
The maps fitted the frame perfectly, 
and now the screen is put around 
a water barrel in one corner. This 
barrel, by the way, furnishes a water 
supply to my husband’s sink in his 
workshop below! Our many ship 
building tools are noteworthy. They 
were used by an ancestor about a 
hundred years ago. He must have 
been a man of might to wield the 
plane that is three feet long, and 
ply the two foot chisel! 

One of our choice pieces is a whee!- 
chair. It is made from an old Windsor 
rocker with large hand-made wheels 
on either side. There is a sturdy foot- 
rest on the front of the chair. The 
piece is both attractive and comfort- 
able. People used to be ingenious 
when it came to supplying a need in

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the home such as this one! We have 
a rare old wooden cheese press, and 
an old-time music stand. One of our 
treasures is a sign from an old Gen- 
eral store. It was once on a store 
owned by a member of our family. 
We are extra pleased to have this 
sign as it came from a famous house 
that is now preserved as a museum. 
This is the home of the poet, Edwin 
Arlington Robinson, and our relative 
had a store at this same house “once 
upon a time.” A niece of the poet 
kindly gave us the sign for our col- 
lection of things old and quaint. And 
speaking of quaint things, there are 
none more amusing than the group 
of display figures from a_ store 
window of the Gay Nineties. The 
figure of the small boy is correct even 
to his tightly buttoned shoes. The 
women’s figures have unbelievably 
small wasp-like waists, and billowing 
hips, One figure still wears the elab- 
orate corsets which were the last word 
in style 50 years ago! 

We have some delightful toys in 
the Hobbyloft. There is an old iron 
engine and a tiny iron cannon. There 


are bells of all kinds and sizes. A 
magic lantern is all ready for a show, 
even to the smal! kerosene lamp 
places inside it. The hand-painted 
slides are real thrillers. One sophisti- 
cated lad saw these slides and re- 
marked, in amazement, “Why they 
had technicolor back there!” Ancient 
old skates, and rude sleds, have their 
place in our toyland of yesterday. We 
have a complicated rawn game, called 
“La Circle” which was in vogue over 
a century ago. ven the printed rules 
are stil' preserved. 

When our frienas and neighbors 
learned about our new enterprise they 
came to us bearing gifts. Some were 
just what we wanted, some ordinary, 
and some downright comical. I recall 
the friend who toiled up the hill bear- 
ing a not-too-old brass bird cage. It 
was valuable because her “Chirpy” 
used to live in it! Another gift was 
a wool-carder. The donor wanted it 
back when she saw one similar in 
a famous museum. We were not so 
lucky when a relative had the oppor- 
tunity to sell, at a neat profit, a book 
she had presented to the Hobbyloft.

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She now has her cash and we have 
one less book in the chest of old books, 
newspapers and magazines. A woman, 
over 90 years old, gave me a graceful 
pair of iron fluting shears, that her 
mother had once used. Another elderly 
woman gave us a pair of button-hole 
scissors. 

Recently my 88 year old Aunt broke 
up the home in which she had lived 
for 60-odd years. One day she handed 
us the key to the house and told us to 
go in and take whatever we wanted 
for our museum. We went to the 
darkened house. We searched it from 
cellar to garret. We came away with 
a deep wooden chopping bowl, a glass 
slipper, and a pair of tiny wooden 
figures seated in stiff chairs. This 
was all. There were antiques galore in 
the house but we could not bear to 
take them from the place where they 
belonged. Now they have been sold, 
and we might have had them, but we 
are not sorry. 


Since we opened our Hobbyloft, 
attending country auctions has taken 
on new importance. Many things that 
are over-looked by the usual antiquers 
are just right for our museum. We 
have gathered together quite a good 
group of early lamps as we went from 
one auction to another, We have pur- 
chased old china crocks, numerous 
odd-shaped baskets, examples of the 
coppersmith’s art, measures of all 
sizes and shapes, and some primitive 
window shades. My husband once 
bought a huge old umbrella that could 
well shelter an entire family. Just the 
day before we left the farm last 
summer we acquired our last addition 
to our collections. It was a huge iron 
kettle that once hung in some ancient 
fireplace. I am eager to make a place 
for it among my iron ketties’ and 
pots, and pans. I wonder what I will 
find next to swell the treasure-trove 
in our museum. 

The Hobbyloft is not a commercial 
affair. It is our own place of amuse- 
ment. We do not charge admission, or 
have it open regularly. It is a sort 
of a game room, only the game we 
play there is collecting antiques of 
the sort that makes the past of our 
country live before our eyes. Life is 
worth living when you have 30 much 
to learn as we have about the things 
we have acquired, how they were 
made, what uses they were put to, 
and what sort of people first owned 
them.

Referring to the recent article un- 
der Antiquer’s Forum, “Ethics of 
Trade.” 

In any business of standing, and in 
social life, every letter received is 
answered, if possible, the same day. 
I do not see why the same business 
rule does not apply to the antique 
business, 

I consider it a great lack of cour- 
tesy to feel you are justified in not 
answering letters unless you care to 
do so. The penny postal costs so 
little, and can be written in a very 
short time. 

I keep a list of things people have 
requested me to find for them if pos- 
sible. When I find some of these 
things I am overjoyed, and expect 
they will be also. I immediately write 
them giving description and price. 
Are they justified in making no reply? 

I have met some wonderful people 
through correspondence, some _ to 
whom I write are most grateful and 
appreciative of any effort; but in 
some cases, even though I have been 
hunting for something at their re- 
quest, they do not answer. Do you 
call that courtesy in the antique busi- 
ness? 

I can understand the case of the 
man who asked each person to en- 
close a stamp to use in case the arti- 
cle had been sold and the check had 
to be returned. There would be only 
one check he would not have to re- 
turn, the one who bought it—amount- 
ing to only three cents. I do not 
consider that good business, but on 
several occasions I have had to re- 
turn so many checks the return post- 
age exceeded profit on the article, so 
you have to make your price high 
enough to take care of that. I have 
wanted to tear up the check, and send 
a post-card stating the check is de- 
stroyed as article had been sold. That 
would not be good busines either.

and descriptions have been used. Some 
are jewelled and have ornamental as 
well as practical value. In the poorer 
houses small wicker cages are often 
hung under the eaves and in the 
court yards, 

An old metal cage (7 in. by 1% in. 
wide), is among the oriental objects 
of interest at Mission Inn, Riverside, 
California. The sliding door at the top 
of the cage, as well as the sides, are 
decorated with cut out designs to 
afford ample ventilation to the song 
maker within. The Swastika cross is 
repeated many times in the motif. The 
Swastika or Flyloft cross has been 
used in nearly all ancient civilizations 
all over the world as a symbol of 
Good Fortune. In present times its 
revival as a Nazi emblem seems a 
contradiction. Another motif on the 
cage embodies nine stars, considered 
an auspicious number. Astrology plays 
an important part in the lives of most 
Orientals, as implied by the lines 
quoted from a Chinese classic, “On 
the eighth and eighteenth of the first 
moon all men should thank their 
Lucky Stars.” The poetic significance 
of the decorations surely ought to 
make more sweet the song of the 
cricket. True to Oriental subtleness 
the designs used on:a mere cage are 
indicative of the innate artistic con- 
ception prevalent in the minds of the 
craftsmen of yesteryear. 

Another object of utilitarian worth 
is a very interesting flint case with 
steel attached. It is of elephant hide 
(3 in, broad by 2 in. tall), not too 
cumbersome to be attached to a belt 
or saddle. Many years ago it was pur- 
chased from a vendor on the Great 
Wall of China. The flap of the pocket, 
which contains the flints, is adorned 
with a brass floral motif as well as 
Chinese characters translated “Good 
Health in the Four Seasons.’ Etched 
on the steel itself is the name of the 
owner of this useful pocket. As in all 
fire lighters of this kind, the spark of 
fire is produced by scraping the flint 
stone across the steel, and the spark 
thus ignited lights a small piece of 
cloth or dried leaves or anything easy 
to burn, which is provided at the time 
the fire is desired. This antique lighter 
is a very exceptional one and from 
the looks of the steel has had long 
years of use on the plains of China. 

The third object among the Oriental 
treasures at Mission Inn is of purely 
ornamental nature. It is an oval 
brooch (2 in. by 1% in.), of exquis- 
itely carved ivory mounted on silver. 
Commodore Peter Anderson, whose 


boats three generations ago carried 
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Curios from old Cathay. 


on trade with the Orient, brought it 
home to his wife, in whose family it 
has been a cherished treasure. The 
scene so delicately depicted on the 
ivory surface is laid in a garden court 
where willow trees hang their droop- 
ing branches against the eaves and 
dwarf pines are in the foreground. In 
the center sits Li Tai Pak renowned 
in the Chinese classics. He was a 
great poet and teacher of children, 
several of whom are grouped around 
him. The detail of this lovely brooch 
is hard to describe. The background 
seems nearly unlimited, especially 
through the grill of Chinese tile so 


delicately carved. As in the case of 
the wonderfully embroidered shawls, 
so called Spanish because they have 
been made for generations in China 
for the ladies of Spain, this brooch 
was made for trade outside of China, 
as such an ornament in brooch form 
would not be for Chinese wear. 

In this time of world upheaval 
“things” seem irrelevant, and of no 
consequence, but beauty and interest 
in the unusual should have a place 
in our daily existence and should 
broaden the horizon of better days 
to come.

Largest Mahogany Table

Mahogany Substitutes 
Many woods have masqueraded 


under the name of mahogany ever 
since mahogany became recognized as 
a fine cabinet wood. In the earliest 
days, no distinction was made between 
mahogany and cedar, both going under 
the name cedar. The name mahogany 
came inte use after the English took 
Jamaica in 1655 and thus was able to 
know the trees as well as the wood. 
Since then, prima vera has_ been 
called “white mahogany” although not 
a mahogany at all. The wood now 
goes under its real name prima vera. 
For many years, before the days of 
the Federal Trade Commission and 
Better Business Bureaus, padouk was 
known as “East Indian mahogany.” 
The most extensive poaching on the 
name mahogany has been under the 
misnomer ‘‘Philippine mahogany.” 
This name has been applied to a 
group of several kinds of trees of the 
Dipterocarp family that grow in the 
Philippines and are entirely unrelated 
to the trees that produce genuine

Because of these essential uses, 
large quantities of mahogany must 
continue to be imported into this coun- 
try. Not all of the mahogany imported 
will be put to war uses, however, as 
a substantial portion will not meet 
rigid government specifications for 
straightness of grain, Fortunately the 
specifications for war and civilian 
uses are not the same. Thus from the 
mahogany logs imported for war uses 
a substantial amount will be available 
for the manufacture of furniture and 
other customary civilian uses.

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Furniture During 
The Revolution 

Of all the great furniture designers, 
Robert Adam made the least impres- 
sion upon American design. This was 
because Adam design was at its 
height in England during the Ameri- 
can Revolution, w hen the colonies had 
other things than furniture on their 
minds, and certainly wanted no point- 
ers on home furnishings from the 
erstwhile Mother Country. Hepple- 
white and Sheraton, whose popularity 
came after the Revolution, were, how- 
ever, something else again. Both 
wrote books which were extensively 
used by American furniture makers 
and to which we can trace their great 
influence over the Federal American 
period.

What’s in a Name? 

When mahogany first came into 
general favor in England, early in the 
18th century, it was called “Spanish 
Mahogany,” apparently because it was 
imported from the Spanish colonies 
in the West Indies. By the end of 
the same century, however, when such 
masters as Chippendale, Adams, Hep- 
plewhite and Sheraton had made it 
the favorite of all fine furniture 
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woods, its source was more specifically 
allocated. In his book “The Cabinet 
Directory,” published in 1803, Thomas 
Sheraton refers, probably correctly, to 
“Honduras Mahogany.”

was held in 1783. 


A portrait of Samuel Verplanck by 
John Singleton Copley, painted in 
1771, holds an important place in the 
drawing room. Other paintings on the 
walls indicate the colonial taste for 
European paintings; there is a Noah’s 
Ark, a large and colorful Dutch work 
of the XVIII century; a pair of 
smaller paintings of Venus and Eros 
by Angelica Kauffman, presents from 
Lord Howe to Mrs. Verplanck. An- 
other of Lord Howe’s gifts is the 
Paris porcelain tea set decorated with 
corn flowers and gold bands, displayed 
on a tea table. 


The principle pieces of furniture in 
the room were all made, apparently, 
in the shop of a single cabinetmaker 
in Manhattan, and are done in a New 
York interpretation of the Chippen- 
dale style. There are a_ high-back 
settee, an easy chair, six side chairs, 
a gaming table, two stools, and a tea 
table made of mahogany and walnut 
with bold proportions and enriched 
curves which are traditionally Dutch. 
Imported luxuries supplement the 
American made furnishings. The most 
important are a red and gold japanned 
secretary of the Queen Anne period, 
a large gilded looking glass in the 
Chinese Chippendale style, and numer- 
ous pieces of the Verplanck dinner 
service of Chinese export porcelain 
with famille rose decoration. 

On a pier table is Samuel Ver 
planck’s diploma received from King’s 
College in 1758, upon his graduation 
in the first class of what is now 
Columbia University. Another docu- 
ment of human interest is the mar- 
riage contract of sudith Crommelin 
and Samuel Verplanck, signed and 
dated in Amsterdam in 1761. A cup- 
board at the right of the fireplace 
holds the brocaded wedding dress of 
Judith and the waistcoat of Samuel 
Verplanck. 

The furniture coverings and curtains 
of rich yellow wool damask, probably 
of Flemish origin, are rare family 
possessions which have been adapted 
to the need of the present room from 
authentic records of pre-Revolutionary 
upholsterers. 
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A RARE CLOCK BY JOSEPH IVES 


By C. D. COLLINS (Collins Museum, Georges Mills, N. H.) 


HIS rare clock was made by Joseph 

Ives of Bristol, Conn., about 1823. 
It is a wall clock 55 inches tall by 
1912 inches wide. The works are of 
heavy brass, and has an 8-day move- 
ment. Around the dial is a painted 
glass, and another painted glass, with 
an opening to show the swing of the 
pendulum, Between these two glasses 
is a mirror. The case is mahogany 
veneer. The top of the case is a scroll, 
with brass finials. Like all Ives clocks 
it is a reliable time keeper. 

Joseph Ives began making clocks 
with wooden works in 1811. He was 
a real mechanic, and had many pat- 
ents issued to him. You will remember 
he was the inventor of the famous 
“Wagon Spring Clock” which I wrote 
about in a previous article. He in- 
vented and obtained a patent on a 
“Rolling-Pinion” which he later sold 
to John Birge of Bristol, Conn., for 
$10,000 (a tidy sum for those days), 
He was the first clock manufacturer 
to use rolled brass for clock face 
plates. 

Joseph Ives was born in Bristol, 
Conn., September 21, 1782. There were 
six Ives brothers, all clock makers, 
but Joseph was the most ingenious of 
the family. He was always trying 
something different. Joseph Ives ob- 
tained the patent on his roller pinion 
in 1833. No doubt, he had tested this 
invention long before that date. He 
was a real genius. 

Joseph Ives really deserves credit 
for the process of rolling brass which 
enabled clock makers to turn out 
clocks at a much lower price; this 
method eventually revolutionized the 
clock making industry. 

Joseph Ives did the “pioneer work” 
but others cashed in on his ideas, The 
big boom came when Chauncey 
Jerome in 1838 brought out a cheap 
clock to sell for less than the wooden 
works clocks, and much less than Ives 
8-day clocks. Incidentally, this kept 
Uncle Joe in hot water for the rest 
of his life. 

The clock shown in the illustration 
has what is known among collectors 


Check bearing endorsement of Joseph Ives 
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as the “Looking Glass Clock Case.” It 
was patented in 1822. This type of 
clock is eagerly sougnt by clock col- 
lectors, and is growing rarer all the 
time. 

Joseph Ives was in the clock busi- 
ness in Brooklyn, N. Y., for a short 
time, but went back to Bristol. There 
is positive proof that Joseph Ives was 
in business in Brooklyn, N. Y., in 1829, 
for I have in my possession a check 
signed by him. The bank was known 
as the LONG ISLAND BANK. This 
was sent me by a reader of HOBBIES 
in Bristol, Conn. And believe me I 
did appreciate it much. The check is 
in good condition and the signature 
very plain. The gentleman who sent 
it to me I have never met, but he 
plans to visit me when the gas is 
available again.

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WHY NOT COLLECT BRISTOL? 


By THELMA SHULL 


he opaque glass made in Bristol, 

England, during the latter part 
of the 18th century is no longer 
available to the average collector; but 
the term Bristol glass is also applied 
now to that opaque, blown glass made 
during the 19th century in France, 
Bohemia, England, Holland, Germany, 
Italy and the United States. 

Victorian Bristol glass always has 
a smooth, shiny surface; it is never 
dull looking. It is always blown glass, 
for it imitates to a degree the origi- 
nal Bristol opaque ware which was 
made before glass pressing machines 
were invented. Bristol glass is not 
usually opalescent, for the original 
was very opaque; and it is not to be 
confused with the granular-looking 
and somewhat transparent Alabaster 
glass, or with Camphor glass, or with 
pressed pieces of Milk Glass. 

Some of this later Bristol is of 
one color; some of it is of cased glass 
— that is, one color on the outside 
and another on the inside, although 
one of these layers must be opaque 
glass if the piece is to be called 
Bristol; and a few pieces are shaded 
from a light tint at the base to a 
darker hue at the top. 

Bristol glass which was made in 
Bohemia is distinguished by bright- 


colored enamel decorations so char- 
acteristic of Bohemian decorative de- 
sign. As a nation, the Bohemians have 
been light-hearted and gay, making 
much over their fete days; and their 
fun-loving characteristics manifest 
themselves in their art. 

French Bristol glass was ornately 
decorated with gold. The lavish use 
of gold has been noticeably present 
in fine French manufactured articles 
since the days of Louis XIV, when 
rococo decorations held sway. 

The Bristol glass made in America 
is the most interesting to collectors 
now because this is the kind most 
often found. While an ever-watchful 
connoisseur can gather in his display 
cabinets examples of early English 
Bristol pieces, perhaps choice pieces 
painted by Edkins, the average col- 
lector is well pleased to add to his 
collection some of the American-made 
Bristol, such as a pair of bulbous 
white yases with rose-colored lining 
showing along the ruffled top edge, 
or a pair of blue opaque vases with 
enameled floral decoration. 

Occasionally one sees a salt, of 
colored opaque glass, lined with white, 
or white on the outside and lined with 
rose or blue or some other richly- 
colored glass. They usually have a

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slightly crimped top edge. These salts 
may be used on modern tables for 
nut dishes or individual servings of 
jelly or jam. 

Other possible finds for present- 
day seekers of Bristol glass are finger 
bowls, some yellow on the outside and 
lined with pink, or pale blue lined 
with yellow, and similar combinations. 
Goblets, bowls, rose bowls, bulbous 
water pitchers, tumblers, and mugs 
with crimped, applied handles are 
occasionally seen. But the pieces most 
often found in Victorian Bristol are 
the vases which were made in a wide 
variety of colors and sizes. A pontil 
mark is usually found on these blown 
pieces, although sometimes it was 
ground off, leaving a smooth sur- 
face. Hand vases in Bristol glass were 
made in white, pale green, pink, blue 
and other colors. 


The original Bristol glass was made 
with good lines and plain top edge. 
Later Bristol pieces are more ornate 
for, about 1880, when the demand 
for frills in clothing and home deco- 
rating became insistent, the glass- 
blowers obliged the public by placing 
ruffled, crimped, or fluted edges on 
many of the pieces they made. 


The cologne bottles which were 
made in pairs for dresser or bureau 
sets often had petal-shaped top edges 
and a stopper with a corresponding 
petal edge. Most of the Bristol vases 
were also sold in pairs and sometimes 
the pairs may still be found. How- 
ever, if only one vase of a pair is

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found and it is especially attractive, 
one should buy it and hunt for the 
mate to it, even if it takes several 
years of seeking. That uncertainty is 
part of the strong appeal which the 
collecting of antiques has for many 
people. Money cannot buy the desired 
piece if it cannot be found, but perse- 
verance usually wins out. 

Decorations on Victorian Bristol 
vases are of several kinds. Enameling 
was often used as was also applied 
glass flowers, fruit and leaves. A 
sprig of red cherries or a large purple 
plum seemed to be especially popular 
decorative objects with the glass- 
blowers. Sanded flowers were oc- 
casionally applied to the glass. The 
New England Glass Company at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., in operation from 1818 
to 1888, made Bristol glass for the 
express purpose of its being decorated 
at home by the purchaser. Transfer 
prints by means of decalcomania pic- 
tures were commonly used, and when 
applied at the glassworks the colors 
were made permanent by being 
burned in the kiln. 

There were two reasons why the 
original Bristol glass made in Eng- 
land gained such wide favor in the 
world markets. In the first place, 
porcelain imported from China was 
purchased by the wealthy people, but 
the middle classes could not afford it. 
The glass-blowers at Bristol at- 
tempted to supply a demand. They 
made an opaque glass which looked 
a lot like china but sold for much less. 
Another reason for its popularity was 
the light weight of this glass in con- 
trast to the heavier glass formerly 
made. The Glass Excise Act, passed 
in 1745 in England, which came into 
operation the following year, set a 
duty of nine shillings and four pence 
on every hundred weight of materials 
used in the manufacture of flint glass. 
Naturally, the glass companies made 
the most from the materials available 
and they blew it much thinner than 
had formerly been done in order to 
keep the taxes down. Brightly-painted 
decorations helped to enhance the 
beauties of the glass and further its 
likeness to the porcelain from China. 

Expert decorators were employed, 
among them Michael Edkins, an artist 
of no mean ability. For about 24 
years, from 1762 to 1788, Edkins 
painted figures, flowers, landscapes 
and birds for the different glass 
companies operating at Bristol. Ex- 
amples of his work are in the larger 
museums in various parts of the 
world. 

Between 1760 and 1780, enamel 
painting on glassware, which flour- 
ished at that time in all parts of 
England, was generally in mono- 
chrome white. At Bristol, however, 
various colors were used, and these 
against the white or a blue back- 
ground were often strikingly beauti- 
ful. Rococo scrolls, leaves and flowers, 
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sporting and idyllic scenes were used 
in profusion on the glassware. Some- 
times, too, Chinese scenes were prom- 
inent, just as they were on the im- 
ported porcelain of the period. 

Although the glass from Bristol, 
England, was made in different colors 
as well as in clear and in opaque 
white, it was the opaque ware which 
gave to the city its world-wide fame 
in this field of art. Eventually, the 
name Bristol began to be applied to 
opaque, blown glass regardless of its 
probable origin. A cabinet filled with 
beautiful pieces of lustrous Bristol 
glass is a collection which any lover 
of old glassware should be proud to 
own.

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SMOKE BELLS 


By MARGARET PERRYMAN 


HEN I asked about the use of 

an old glass bell of mine in the 
March issue of HOBBIES, little did 
I dream of receiving so many nice 
replies to my question. 

From New Hampshire to California, 
came these letters, all of which gave 
me very definite and conclusive proof 
that my glass bell was a smoke bell. 

Smoke bells were used over hanging- 
type oil lamps to keep the smoke from 
soiling the ceiling. Sometimes the 
bell was hung by a stout cord, wire 
or chain, above the lamp. Others were 
made into the lamp fixture itself, as 
shown in the picture sent to me by 
Miss Dorothea Benson of New Hamp- 
shire. 

These bells came in many different 
sizes, colors and shapes. Some were 
even hand decorated to match the 
decorations on the lamp itself. 

Carlton R, Wood, of Taunton, Mass., 
wrote me that about 40 years ago, 
he worked in a large crockery store 
and that he sold hundreds of these 
smoke bells. He said he sold them to 
be used over the old Welsbach gas 
light for the same purpose they were 
used over the oil lamps. Most of my

ing the different potteries is not to 
be taken lightly. Picture for a moment, 
the colorful personalities gathered 
around a tea-table of long ago, at 
which the very cup before you, may 
have been daintily held by no less a 
personage than Horace Walpole, who 
cherished old china with an abiding 
love. The Chinese first used tie 
handleless cup, in which they brewed 
their tea. A saucer-like cover was 
placed over the cup, and when ready 
for consuming, the tea was sipped 
through a narrow opening between the 
two, that none of the precious leaves 
might be lost. Later when tea-pots 
became more plentiful, the covers 
were sometimes discarded, though 
many Chinese still cling to the old 
custom. 

While other countries dispensed 
with the saucer-like cover, they added 
an interesting accessory, called a cup 
plate. These were tiny doll-size plates, 
from three to three and a haif inches 
in diameter. Their purpose was to hold 
the empty tea cup after its contents 
had been poured into a large deep 
saucer, and protect the tea cloth or 
table against stray drops. Fashion 
decreed that tea or coffee should be 
carried to the mouth in a saucer. 

In gathering a collection, perhaps 
you will want to specialize, and prefer 
cups with floral patierns, In this 
branch you can bring a _ veritabie 
flower garden to your table, for 
Dresden, Sevres and Staffordshire 
items are gay with bright sprigs, and 
full bouquets of old time beauties. 

Many of you may choose Lowestoft 
cups, which, besides a tiny rose and

spray more commonly found on this 
china, also carry family monograms, 
crests, and individual designs. This 
china is as fragile looking as a tear 
drop, but its locks belie its strength. 
Much of this ware has come down to 
us from the 17th century. Whether it 
was made in Lowestoft, England, and 
decorated in China, or made and deco- 
rated in China for the English and 
American trade, make no mistake as 
to its importance. Its very name car- 
ries an aura, together with the stamp 
and approval of the connoisseurs. 

Tea time with me is variable. I brew 
my favorite blend whenever the spirit 
moves, and invariably sip it from one 
of the delicate handleless cups I have 
been fortunate to gather. If a visitor 
is present, so much the better, for 
sharing the hospitable tea-table is 
always a happy experience. But when 
partaking of a solitary cup, I have 
discovered a magic key which can 
unlock the doors of imagination, for 
here, the tea-tray becomes a tiny 
stage, across which move people and 
scenes of other days. 

Before me at this moment, is an 
“old blue” Staffordshire cup and 
saucer, handleless type. Velvety soft 
in texture, light in weight, of a rich 
deep shade of blue, it represents the 
best period of this ware, the early 
1800’s. Upon its side is depicted “Barl- 
borough Castle,” Derbyshire. House 
guests stroll leisurely through the 
stately grounds, discussing, no doubt, 
current topics of the day. When I 
pour my tea from a blue jasper tea- 
pot, George Washington and Benjamin

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Franklin become my guests. Their 
portrait medallions grace either side 
of this tea-pot, which brings Josiah 
Wedgwood into the picture, for these 
likenesses were modelled at _ the 
famous Wedgwood pottery as a 
friendly and business-like gesture to 
the American trade. A number of 
jugs, tea-pots, and mugs, bearing this 
embellishment, were turned out at 
various times. 

My black and white handleless cups 
are of scenic Staffordshire china, of 
the late 1830’s or 1840’s. They re- 
semble very much those turned out 
by Jackson, or Enoch Wood & Sons. 
Above their title is the letter “R.” 
Also they have “no 24,” so we know 
they are one of a series turned out in 
light blue, pink, green, lavender and 
black, produced by one of the better 
potteries, so perfect are they as to 
detail. Their title “Guitar” implies a 
romantic scene. 

A tiny black and white Stafford- 
shire cup bears the crest of Napoleon 
inside the cup. One cf outer panels 
shows Napoleon mounted upon his 
charger, among his generals. Another 
panel pictures long files of troops 
with bayonets fixed, seemingly wait- 
ing for the word to advance. 

These are only a few of the many 
desirable patterns that have come 
from fabled old potteries. Today, with 
many of them threatened with de- 
struction, it is comforting to know 
that numbers of these fragile little 
cups still remain to us. They bear 
mute witness to old time customs of 
a leisurely, colorful past, that will 
all too soon become but a memory. 

Aside from the frequent use of 
these cups and saucers, is the ease 
with which they fit into many decora- 
tive schemes. A wall shelf can become 
gay and colorful with a few pieces 
to intrigue the eye. A plate ledge takes 
on new atmosphere, displaying pairs 
of cups and saucers fn various colors 
and patterns. The tea-table assumes 
added dignity and charm, adorned 
with choice specimens. So start the 
search today for just one of these 
treasures, and like a magnet, it will 
soon attract many others.

15, 1918, between Washington, D. C., 
and New York City. Planes and 
pilots were loaned by the War De- 
partment until August 12 of that 
year, when the Post Office Depart- 
ment took over the entire operation 
of the route, furnishing its own 
equipment and personnel. The first 
flight attracted great national in- 
terest, and President Wilson wit- 
nessed the take-off of the plane from 
Potomac Park bound for New York.

Know Your Values 
EVERAL countries in Europe are, 
for the moment, off the market. 
Some of our younger collectors are 
digging out old accumulations and 
selling them in the hope of raising 
enough funds to complete some pet 
idea. 

This is foolish if the material has 
cancellations which are of value to 
specialists. 

Examples are the steamship routes 
of Norway. These are unknown to 
most Norwegian collectors. More, 
some of them are of quite unusual 
value. 

They are not well known because in 
Europe they are commonplace, the 
reasons for their existence known, 
and the “rare” routes, or the “rare” 
cancels pretty well in mind. Of 
course, the information is printed in 
Norwegian or Swedish stamp papers. 
Of course, too, the reason for ship 
cancels is known there, and not 
thought of here. 

The deep fjords that serrate the 
coast require ship routes to reach the 
towns at their heads. Only a few 
of these towns have any mail route 
other than the water borne carriers. 

Railroads are not the common place 
routes because of rocky hills, moun- 
tains and the cost of building and 
upkeep. 

Such cancellations have identify- 
ing marks and names, and either a 
few or as many letters as space will 
allow of the words meaning steam- 
boat or mail route. (DMPSK or 
POSTEXPED) and with similarly 
abbreviated town names, which up- 
sets the U. S. collector who cannot 
read any Scandinavian Language. 
But, where you have readable and 
clear cancels, don’t sell them off in- 
discriminately. Many are valuable, 
expecially the older ones, the dis- 
continued or changed routes, the 
“clerk letters” and the town abbrevia- 
tions. 

That means you'll have to do some 
work-but it may distinctly pay.

A Letter from New Zealand 


This letter from New Zealand may 
intrigue some. “And these boys want 
stamps, and they are surprised that 
we have them, and more they are 
surprised that the catalogue we use 
lists many things they “never heard 
of,” and that our down under col- 
lectors specialize, very carefully, very 
highly, very generally. 

One chap from just outside Mel- 
bourne, here on a duty trip, said to 
a high ranking officer standing by 
my counter. “You chaps think Aus- 


tralian Commonwealths are just some 
few items. Did you ever think that 
either the kangaroos or the first 
Georges can be run into a volume each 
and still be incomplete, just like these 
things marked U. S. Postage?” 

It does not say what happened, 
but the dealer remarked: “They were 
like kittens in a basket and the four 
striper paid for the digger’s lunch, 
and I made a swell sale.” 

But, of course, specialism has to 
march with financial ability, and in- 
terest has to be gained by learning 
that difficulties of watermark, per- 
forations papers and issues exist. 
And the old collector who “liked” 
difficulty is still alive-maybe more 
so than in 1918.

Perfection 


So a “Millbury and some inverts” 
come back onto the market, and 
another collection of “immaculate per- 
fection rarities” is disseminated. And 
believe me, the quality, the impeccable 
centering, the color and shade selec- 
tion, and the coverage of that match- 
less group was worth thinking about. 
It is not wrong to specify that the 
Brigham collection bore no relation 
to “mere accumulation.” And to point 
out that if a copy no matter what 
its background or cost got into that 
book, it was as nearly “PERFEC- 
TION” as existed. In fact likely to 
be the top of the heap and definitely 
“unmatchable.” Eight volumes of 
wonders. And this is not advertising 
anyone, only approving the collector’s 
great patience and interest.

Topicals 

That the recent issue for General 
Roca in the Argentine series must 
have given urge to the “Topical” 
collectors again. Strangely, three 
letters in as many days, ask this: 
“Has anyone ever set up a topical 
on “equestrian statues” or on “eques- 
trians?” Offhand one would think 
either subject or both together was 
rather a slim bit of picking. The fans 
tell me it is not only not slim, but 
rather broad and difficult picking. 

The third asked: “Would you call 
the ‘Death of Gustavus Adolphus is- 
sue’ a statue or an equestrian item?” 
No amount of research here can 
establish that subject being a statue, 
but somehow there is a feeling it is. 
Who knows? (Sweden 230 to 235- 
Scott). 

Such a collection would run to 
considerable Simon Bolivar in various 
countries. Simon did “get round” 
plenty. 

It is strange how this topical in- 
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terest ebbs and flows. The list of 
titles is well over a hundred and 
rarely a month passes that someone 
does not discover a new, or interesting 
new subject, which like this eques- 
trian thing, may run into many items, 
or only a few. I believe the religious 
topical is still holding its own as to 
the greatest number of possible items, 
especially since the Hungarian Saint 
Stephen set, (a 950th anniversary, 
one Reverend collector points out, 
still 50 years short of the 1000th of 
Iceland). 

And to minds of most older col- 
lectors-retired ones, infirm ones—the 
religious topical is a comfort as well 
as a major interest. While Monsig- 
nor Ferd. Cech of Racine, Wis., 
seems to have started the publicity 
and to have taken the first prize for 
a religious grouping, there must have 
been prior ones. Who can date the 
beginning? 

It is strange, too, that despite the 
proximity of Vatican City, so few of 
the European Mediterranean issues 
should be usable in a religious topical. 

Recently seen—a religious topical 
that really filled two Rapkin “Su- 
perb” post albums. Sub-divided with 
a “religious statue” section in one, 
and “Saints and Madonnas” in the 
first part. 

Very thought inspiring and to its 
owner—comforting.

Questions 

The customary grist of questions 
bulks the spindle. A few are direct 
results of the War. A few more of 
the men, their location and not a few 
want to know who will furnish stamps 
from such areas. But again, one or 
two are funny, not to say distinctly 
tough.

FOREIGN STAMP OUTLOOK— 
Collectors of foreign stamps, who for 
years have enjoyed an almost un- 
limited supply, are fast awakening 
to the fact that stamps are becom- 
ing harder to obtain and prices are 
going higher. Very few dealers are 
receiving any stock from their usual 
sources of supply in Europe and Asia, 

Those who favor Latin American 
stamps are facing the same situation, 
but some stock is coming through 
in spite of increased difficulties, such 
as uncertain transportation and gov- 
ernmental red tape. Some countries 
to the south have, until now, been 
almost entirely overlooked by collec- 
tors, but there are some wonderful 
opportunities for specialization. 

Last month one of America’s 
largest stamp wholesalers, H. E. Har- 
ris and Company, announced that 
until further notice they would be 
unable to supply foreign sets or single 
stamps in wholesale quantities—con- 
fining their dealing only to such items 
as U. S. and British North American 
stamps. 

CANADA—A new 4-cent stamp 
will be issued according to Minister 
of Finance J. L. Isley. The Dominion 
has placed a 1-cent excise tax on all 
first-class mail. The new stamp will 
replace the 4-cent pictorial issued as 
a war stamp in 1942 and will bear a 
portrait of King George VI. The 
new excise tax will become effective 
April 1 and all mail, including air- 
mail, special delivery and registered 
mail will bear the tax, domestic and 
foreign mail, 1 cent for the first 
ounce. It is expectel that a change 
in color and denominations of the 
current series will be announced 
shortly as there are no stamps in 
the present series to cover the in- 
creased postage charges.

aid the retirement fund for employees 
in the Department of Communications 
will be issued. One design, showing 
aging workers walking toward the 
“Rainbow of Contentment,” will be 
used for all three denominations— 
1-cent green, 2-cent red and 5-cent 
blue. The word “Cuba” is at the 
upper left and the value in the lower 
right corner, 

EAST INDIES—Four stamps de- 
picting an Indonesian farmer are re- 
ported to have been issued by Japan 
for use in the Dutch East Indies as 
part of a program to “Nipponize” the 
conquered islands. 

GREAT BRITAIN—British stamp 
collectors are setting themselves to 
the task of raising through donations 
and stamp auctions the sum of L 
14,400 ($58,104) equivalent to the 
probable cost of the whole of the 
prisoners-of-war parcels to Europe 
for “Stamp Day,’ May 6. This is 
the third campaign sponsored by the 
philatelic section of the Duke of 
Gloucester’s Red Cross and St. John 
Fund. 

One rare contribution to the fund 
is an 1851 U. S. A. 1-cent blue un- 
used Franklin, Scott 30 ($7,500) 
which is the fine copy from the Fer- 
rari and Hind collections, one of the 
three known unused copies. King 
George VI donated an album con- 
taining unused Japanese stamps from 
the first issues to 1912. 

SWEDEN—About six tons of can- 
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celed postage stamps received by 
Swedish government officers in 1942 
have been sold for $15,000 by Uno 
Soderberg, director of the Swedish 
philatelic agency, according to “Sven- 
ska Dagbladet” of Stockholm. Sweden 
is one of the few countries whose gov- 
ernment saves all postage stamps 
sent to its various offices and sells 
them as mixtures to dealers and col- 
lectors. Formerly most sales were 
made to dealers, but now collectors 
are given the opportunity to purchase 
stamps in 2-pound parcels, and ac- 
cording to the length of the waiting 
list, it must be a popular service.

UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS LIBRARY 
Reveals Keen Philatelic Interest 


Urbana - Champaign, Ill. — Fifty 
shelves of volumes of interest to 
stamp collectors are included in the 
1,306,561 books in the University of 
Illinois Library, the largest of all 
state university libraries and the fifth 
largest American university library, 
according to a survey just completed. 

This representative collection com- 
prises catalogues, books on stamp col- 
lecting, bound and single copies of 
philatelic magazines many of which 
are now out of print, auction cata- 
logues with valuable reference mate- 
rial, the postal histories of a dozen 
countries and official United States 
postal publications and guides. 

The number of philatelic items in 
the library probably reflects unusual 
interest shown in stamp collecting 
by many members of the university 
faculty. Those who are showing ac- 
tive interest in the hobby include 
Roger Adams, one of the country’s 
foremost authorities on organic chem- 
istry and Head of the Department 
of Chemistry; E. G. Young, Profes- 
sor of Railway Mechanical Engineer- 


ing; Dr. L. L. Steimley, Associate in 
Mathematics; Thomas E. O’Donnell, 
Associate Professor of Architecture; 
Elmer F. Heater, Resident Assistant 
Professor, Engineering Experimental 
Station; William F. Schulz, Associate 
Professor Physics, Hmeritis; Max 
Suter, Engineer, State Water Survey. 

The Library’s philatelic collection 
is unique in that it represents gifts 
by many faculty members. The ear- 
liest copy of Scott’s postage stamp 
catalogue on file (1898) was the gift 
of the late President Edmund Janes 
James of the University, who served 
from 1904 to 1919. 

Other intersting items in the col- 
lection include a first edition (1923) 
of Scott’s Specialized Catalogue of 
U. S. Postage Stamps; Vol. 1 (1892) 
of the London Philatelist, Vol. 1, No. 
1, Gibbon’s Stamp Weekly; Volume 
1 of the American Journal of Phila- 
tely, Publication of Scott Stamp and 
Coin Company in 1888. 

Another early item is Volume 1, 
No. 1 of the Collectors Journal 
(1910-11). 
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PRECANCELS 
News of the Month 


and Comment 
By ALBERT L. JONES 


A‘ THE time of writing this, the 

last of March, no announcement 
has been received of the issuance of 
any Bureau Precancels on the “Four 
Freedoms” or ‘‘United Nations’’ 
stamps. 

The set of three stamps replacing 
the Defense issue is now usually and 
appropriately referred to as the “War 
Issue.” ie 


There are contradictory reports 
about the bicolored stamps that 
Rumor had it would be issued. Some 
say yes and some say no. Guess we 
will just have to wait and see. 

There are trial balloons being sent 
up to see what the reaction would 
be if a half-cent would be added to 
our present postage rate. 

This probably would necessitate new 
stamps of the denominations of 2%4c, 
3%4c, 7¥%c, 10%4c, and probably others. 

If this should develop we would 
expect to see precancel collections of 
fractionals become quite popular. 

As the record now stands there have 
been issued for postage three %4c 
stamps—five, if dues are included— 
and four different 14%4c stamps and 
a4i%c stamp. _ 4 

Berton Hoover, who does the pric- 
ing for the Official Bureau Catalog, 
makes the following interesting ob- 
servations on “Precancel Collecting

Precancels as a hobby are keeping 
pace with regular U. S. There is, 
however, a sign which is more grati- 
fying. While recent published prices 
of U. S. indicate an inflationary 
tendency, Precancels aren’t sharing 
that condition. 

I don’t know whether you know it 
or not, but being in this hobby, you'll 
not have to worry about inflated 
prices. The things we’re so much in- 
terested in (new issues) have a price- 
at-the-source which serves as the price 
basis and the only factor which will 
increase their retail prices are our 
wholesale sources which isn’t likely in 
view of most of these being collectors, 
themselves, And although the earlier 
issues do not have that control we 
have found they are pretty well 
standarized by the Part I Catalog 
prices. 

As time goes on we shall see items 
here and there take on value because 
of natural causes. Because of the 
speed with which the President and 
Defense issues came to market there 
are bound to be certain numbers which 
were missed. There are sure to be 
numbers which weren’t gotten in 
sufficient quantity to go around. The 
competitive feature will bring about 
a natural and permanent increase in 
the value of these. This is something 
we can’t control and I do not think 
it is related to inflation. 

The catalog will continue to try to 
place values as accurately as it can 
without inflationary tendencies so that 
a value placed on a stamp today will 
not later have to be reduced to meet 
a changed economic condition. Let us 
remember that stabilized values are 
conducive to confidence.”

The most valuable Bureau Precancel 
is the 14%4c denomination from Liberty, 
Mo., one of the stamps precanceled in 
the early large type. A beautiful copy 
of this stamp was sold for $575. The 
companion stamp of the 1c denomina- 
tion catalogs at $60. 

The reason these stamps are so 
valuable is because the entire issue 
was not used. They were ordered by 
the Post Master of Liberty, Mo., for 
the use of Strong’s Laboratories. The 
postal authorities put a stop to the 
selling of their product by mail. There 
being no other permit holders in the 
town at that time, the remaining pre- 
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canceled stamps were returned to the 
Post Office Department at Washing- 
ton for credit. 

There have been some similar re- 
turns of Bureaus for credit with con- 
sequent increases in prices but none 
so spectacular, as more stamps were 
used and saved than was the case with 
the Liberty precancels. 

Two of these and probably the best 
known were the Ic sheet stamps of 
Kingsport, Tenn., which now catalogs 
at $2.00, and the Ic coil stamp from 
Plainview, Texas, which catalogs at 
$1.50. 

The 2c Bureau coil from Sheboygan, 
Wis., in the large type has a catalog 
value of $30.00 for a single copy and 
is unknown in a pair. This is due to 
the greater part of the stock of this 
stamp having been part of the loot 
in a post office robbery and probably 
destroyed in a furnace when the dis- 
appointed thieves discovered the coils 
of stamps to be already canceled and 
so thought to be of no value. 

In 1939 the Post office of Rahway, 
N. J., was robbed. The stock of 1c 
large type Bureau coils and the 1%4¢ 
front view small type coils were part 
of the spoils. These stamps are cata- 
logued at 15c and 12c respectively as 
a plentiful supply had been used be- 
fore the robbery occurred. However, 
the 144c stamp is considered under- 
catalogued by many. 

Of late many small cities have 
ordered Bureau Precancels. Some of 
these, for one reason or another, are 
sure to become scarce. Why not start 
collecting Bureau Precancels? You 
not only will have a lot of fun but, 
if you make a serious effort to attain 
completeness in the new issues as 
they come out, you probably will come 
out ahead financially. 





Venezuela Now Has 
“Fonopostal System 


The Republic of Venezuela inaugu- 
rated recently the system of “Fono- 
postal” — the practice of sending, 
through the mail, special phonograph 
records bearing messages. Venezuela 
is the fourth of the American repub- 
lics to make Fonopostal a part of the 
postal system of the nation. This 
method of sending messages was 
adopted by Argentina in 1939, by 
Brazil and Mexico in 1942. 

The charge for the blank disk, the 
recording of the message by the in- 
dividual, and the packing and postage 
within Venezuela is 2 bolivars (about 
30 cents) per record. For the present, 
records can be made only in the main 
post office in Caracas, the capital, 
but it is planned to establish stations 
for making recordings in other cities 
as well. 

As an incidental advantage, Fono- 
postal makes it possible for the blind 
and for illiterates to make and send 
messages through the mail. — For- 
eign Commerce Weekly. 
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Philatelic Curios 

In the Hall of Stamps of HOBBIES 
MUSEUM are several frames of curi- 
osa that attract more attention than 
the stamps themselves. One is a dis- 
play of metal Internal Revenue stamps 
marked “Patented 1844.” These metal 
revenue stamps had a flat handle with 
a long thin piece of metal, probably 
twelve inches long. These were in- 
serted into cotton bales. A hook on 
the end, holding the stamp in place, 
kept it from being lost out in ship- 
ment. There are different types of 
them; one stamped “U. S. tax paid”; 
the others stamped “United States In- 
ternal Revenue.” In addition to the 
patent, each were stamped the years 
they were used which were 1862, 1863 
and 1864. This was, of course, the 
stamp that showed the Internal Reve- 
nue had been paid on bales of cotton. 

Another curio is a booklet that was 
issued early in the 1880’s giving the 
names of philatelic dead-beats. A few 
names later became more or less 
prominent in stamp collecting. Any- 
thing like that issued today would, of 
course, be against the law; although 
some will think that it is much needed. 

Still another curio was the series 
of give-away cards issued by Jas, S. 
Kirk & Company, each card given with 
a bar of soap. These showed pictures 
of different national costumes, to- 
gether with a stamp of the country. 
This also later became unlawful as 
the stamps were regular size and some 
probably in the colors they were 
officially used. A still better item was 
the picture post cards made to be 
mailed. On the opposite side were 
scenes from the various countries of 
the world giving the description: “The 
Mail in China”; “The Mail in Austria”, 
etc. In all four corners of the cards 
were four different stamps in natural 
color of each country. This also later 
was prohibited by the law that was 
intended to stop the ‘practice of re- 
producing each country’s securities, 
including stamps.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


Collectingly 
irom DEALERS are complaining, 
not that they can’t sell coins, but 
that they can’t buy them; many 
buyers but few sellers. This is a 
healthy condition; it proves collectors 
think more of their collections than 
they do of their profits. Coin clubs 
are the hubs of learning; they make 
numismatists out of casual collectors; 
join a coin club and get, as well as 
learn your money’s worth. Urge the 
boys over there to bring home a purse 
full of emergency money as well as 
an armful of victories. We are vice- 
versa-ing Washington’s “in time of 
peace prepare for war’; leave it to the 
coin collectors amongst our boys, 
swapping with those of foreign 
nations, to so cement friendships that 
future wars will be unthinkable. 

The greatest handicap to coin col- 
lectors is the shortage of numismatic 
literature; clubs should stock up on 
books. Be sure to put aside a dollar 
rol! of the newly metaled cents and 
nickels; and get at least five uncir- 
culated coins of each of the other 
denominations. 

Don’t hoard your poor conditioned 
pennies and nickels; put them in cir- 
culation and help win the war; a 
collection of premiumful war bonds 
is better than a collection of premium- 
less pennies. Add books to your li- 
brary and clippings to your scrap- 
books. 

HOBBIES furnishes a recruiting 
ground for new members to join your 
Club, a camping ground for the older 
ones; help HOBBIES hobbyize your 
hobby, 

One of the most showy collections 
is a type set of a certain sized coin 
of each country; nickel sized will do 
as well as a dollar sized one. To those 
of a combative nature, if you must 
scrap, scrap-book your news items.

Peppercoins 

A peppercorn is the dried berry of 
a pepper plant. Anything small or in- 
significant may be referred to as a 
peppercorn. In Colonial days pepper- 


corns were sometimes used as a form 
of money. In most cases it was used 
as a “token” term, much as we today 
use the wooden “dollar,” in certain 
deeds, ‘“‘one dollar and other considera- 
tions.” Albert Ulmann in the New 
York Sun speaking of the famous 
Bowling Green says: “It was not 
until March 12, 1733 that Bowling 
Green came into official existence. 
The tablet imbedded in the sod near 
the southern end records the fact 
that the common council ‘Will lease 
a piece of land lying at the lower end 
of Broadway fronting to the Fort to 
some of the inhabitants of the said 
Broadway in order to be inclosed to 
make a Bowling Green thereof with 
walks therein for the beauty and 
ornament of said street as well as 
for the recreation and delight of the 
inhabitants of this City.” The rental 
was one peppercorn per annum and 
the lease was for 11 years.

“Rag Picking” 

When you call a collector of folding 
money “Rag Picker,” smile. With 
limited space and strict regulations 
as to designs, coins do not give de- 
signers the lee-way of paper-money. 
A “long green” collection is an art 
gallery featuring pictures of famous 
personages, important events, and his- 
torical shrines. Produced by artists 
contemporary with the lives and inci- 
dents depicted, the illustrations are 
authentic, not conceptive. 

Colonial state currency and Conti- 
nental notes furnish an index to those 
stirring times; fractional bills of the 
Civil War era give an insight into the 
financiering difficulties of those 
troublesome days; the different grades 
of paper and workmanship of the Con- 
federate notes panorama-ize the shift- 
ing, ever ebbing, fortunes of the 
Southern Confederacy. The different 
types of notes issued by the govern- 
ment are necessarily limited as they 
are changed only infrequently, and all 
emanate from the same source; it is 
the old state bank notes and those 
issued by business concerns and rail-

ways (long ago obsolete) that furnish 
the great “middle class” of paper 
money currency. 

Railroad history in the making is 
illustrated on the notes issued by our 
Railway Companies. Notes issued by 
early business enterprises are plenti- 
fully represented in money’s art 
gallery, The old state bank notes are 
the most prolific and diversified; states 
had many banks, and each bank had 
its own choice of designs, and the 
choices were many and varied but all 
artistic and historically instructive. 
Archimedes, Jenny Lind, Tecumseh, 
Dolly Madison, P. T. Barnum, Chief 
Washtenaw, Napoleon, and Countess 
of Huntingdon are a few of the odd 
photos found on these bank notes. 
On the scenic side of the notes we 
find, amongst many other, St. George 
and the dragon, Samson and the lion, 
Launch of the Adriatic, Marion’s 
sweet potato dinner, and William Tell 
shooting the apple. Connecticut pays 
its tribute to Phineas T. Barnum with 
not only a picture of the showman, 
but also a picture of his home. 

“Rag Picking,” numismatically, is 
a pleasant and interesting pastime.

Club Topics 

Don’t make a Mart of your Club. 
Meetings should be gathering places 
for coin collectors to discuss and 
learn about coins, not a mart for 
speculators to talk shop and make 
money out of their coins. A Club 
should not be a money making con- 
cern for a few, but co-operative insti- 
tution for the many. Nothing will 
deter a visitor from becoming a mem- 
ber more than being waylaid by a 
half dozen coin speculators trying to 
“hawk” him some “bargains.” 

The valuable member is he who is 
being benefitted, not he who is making 
profits from the Club. 

Coins are the fruit of family trees; 
begin at the roots and study the tree; 
a coin’s heredity is more interesting 
than its present environment. Coins 
are not of certain ingredients, certain 
denominations, with certain designs 
“Just because,” they don’t just happen 
that way; it is “because of” good and 
specific reasons; Club officers should 
impress on lay members the difference 
between “just because” and “because 
of”; that the statistical record, “num- 
ber coined, date, premium value,” is 
just a minor detail in the life of 
coins. Members should be encouraged

War’s Emergencies 

“There’s many a good man beneath 
a shabby hat,” and there is many a 
good specimen beneath a phoney ap- 
pearance, Take war money seriously; 
emergency money records war-time 
history. The Colonial notes issued by 
the states and the Continental cur- 
rency issued by the government give 
an insight into the financial modus- 
operandi of Revolutionary times; frac- 
tional currency, tokens and encased 
stamps tell the story of Civil War 
times; emergency money of Germany 
gives us an insight into World War I 
financering. The various forms of 
emergency, or war-time monies, put 
out by our own United States as well 
as most of the warring countries will 
be a sequence diary of the progress 
of the war. Anticipatory success of 
an intended invasion of another coun- 
try has required countries like Ger- 
many and Japan to print invasion 
money to be used in the invaded 
countries. The United States has 
“marked” some of its currency which 
is used in Hawaii, North Africa, and 
other places to prevent its being of 
benefit to our enemies in case it falls 
into their hands. Like most nations, 
in war or neutral, this government 
has had to change the metallic ingre- 
dients of some of its coins, even 
changing from silk to rayon in its 
paper money, as war measures. Emer- 
gency money is not phoney money, 
not stage money; it is the real stuff, 
even if it is shabbily dressed; the 
apparel of money oft proclaims the 
emergency. Emergency money often 
performs queer quirks. An article in 
the Kansas City Star gives an incident 
of the other war: “Krupps had got 
all its labor that summer at virtually 
no cost. It wasn’t intentional. There 
was such a demand for currency that 
the supply ran out and Essen could 
get none from Berlin for several 
weeks. So Krupps printed scrip in 
denominations equivalent to mark 
notes. By the time the scrip was re- 
deemed the marks were virtually 
worthless. The scrip had been spent 
by the workmen as fast as they re- 
ceived it, so the losers were the shop 
keepers at Essen who had sold their 
wares for money that had no value, 
and the landlords who had accepted 
it for rent. 

In years to come this War’s emerg- 
ency money will be in great demand; 
every collector will be thirsting for 
it; “dig your well before you are 
thirsty,’ begin collecting it now.

Artificial money. Numismatists have 
their academic definitions of money, 
but to the man-on-the-street “money 
is something you can buy something 
with.” To the street-man a baseball 
rain-check is money, for it will “buy” 
another game; but should there be no 
more games on the home-grounds the 
rain check would change from money 
to a souvenir. The merchant’s coupon 
“this is good for $1.00 in trade” is 
“money” to the buyers because they 
can buy something with it; but if the 
merchant bankrupts the coupons be- 
come mere souvenirs. Rain-checks and 
trade-coupons are “money” just so 
long as they can be spent. To all 
practical purposes to the man-on-the- 
street a nation’s money is money just 
so long as he can spend it; when it 
becomes unspendable, to him it be- 
comes a souvenir. Confederate bills 
are good examples. Numismatically, 
money issued by a government, re- 
gardless of its circulative qualities, 
is money, but to the general public 
it is artificial money if unspendable, 
good looking but only make-believe. 
Hiram Motherwell in Harper’s Maga- 
zine puts it aptly: “Europe’s money 
today is totally and deliberately arti- 
ficial. It is essentially only an arbi- 
trary measure of value for writing up 
book-keeping accounts on barter deals. 
When the police controls are removed 
Europe’s entire monetary system will 
explode.”

When the average person reads of 
pig tusks being used as money by the 
South Pacific Islanders he thinks of 
it in the past tense, as a custom of 
long ago barbarous days of the 
natives, not one of present day up-to- 
dateness. Our soldier boys are learn- 
ing that there are other “coins” be- 
sides coppers, nickels and _ silvers. 
Amongst some souvenirs sent back 
from a far-away South Pacific island 
by one of our Pearl Harbor avengers 
are “ivory pig tusks made into brace- 
lets that the natives use for currency.”

1873 was the year of big families. 
It takes 17 coins to form a type set 
of this year. It includes three sets of 
twins, nickel and silver three cent 
pieces, nickel and silver five cent 
pieces, standard and trade dollars. 
Takes in six gold coins. 


Our new metaled nickel is still a 
patriotic experiment; its permancy is 
still a question mark. Will it retain 
its lustre, or will time drab it? Will 
it hold its proof condition? Will it 
tarnish easily? In other words, will 
it stand up under. the wear and tear 
usual to the life of our regular coin- 
age? However there is an honest 
difference of opinion about the de- 
sirability of the large Mint marks. 
Some say they mar the beauty of the 
coin, while others maintain this is 
offset by the time saved in locating 
the marks, and that enlarging the 
mint mark should be applied to all 
other coins. Minute mint marks are 
hard to locate by inexperienced col- 
lectors; the least friction makes them 
illegible. Large mint marks conspicu- 
ously placed like the ones on the new 
nickels will make it almost impossible 
for slickers to remove them, thus 
changing a valueless mint - marked 
coin to a valuable mintless marked 
one of same date. Considering the 
convenience and safety, the large 
mint marks may prove blessings in 
disguise.

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Recollections of an Old Collector

War and Gold Dollars 


TL VERYTIME a big war strikes us 
44 U.S. gold dollars mount in price. 
This was proven during the first 
World War. Gold dollars had, around 
1912, been sold and were offered 
around $2. for the common dates. But 
they rapidly shot up to $2.40 to $2.50 
wholesale and $3. retail during that 
war. During the war two large 
hoards of thousands of these coins 
came from Europe, through a big 
international bank at New York and 
this writer secured both lots, totalling 
something like 7,000 pieces, though 
there was no break from the $2 price 
for all kinds, good bad and indif- 
ferent, damaged, holed, looped and so 
on. The buyer had to take them as 
they were, of course. He immediately 
turned over most of them in thousand 
lots to a local speculator-dealer and 
made about 10 cents each on them, 
surely a small profit for such a turn- 
over. 

At this moment gold dollars have 
become very scarce and it is not be- 
lieved any one dealer has 100 such 
coins. The result has been frequent 
inquiries for gold dollars by dealers 
who are unable to replenish their 
stocks. 

The finest collection of gold dollars 
ever offered was at the Woodin Sale, 
which I held in 1911, but viewed at 
today’s prices they seem low as a 
rule for that was 32 years ago, which 
makes considerable change in coin 
values. Top prices at Woodin’s sale 
were: 1854, proof $65; 1856 proof 
$30; 1857 proof $25; 1858 proof $19; 
1859, same $20. 

The 1860 D. sold for $41, a low 
price, but the 1861 D. sold for $170, 
not a bad price for today’s records 
on that rare item. The 1863 proof 
sold for $46, a low price in compar- 
ison with today; 1864, uncirculated 
sold for $30, only a fair price; 1865, 
a brilliant proof, sold for $47; an 
1866 for $15; 1867, a proof, $32; 1869, 
a proof, $23; 1870 S. mint sold for 
$100, about what is asked today. The 
1875, a brilliant proof, sold for $86 
a low price for this big rarity. The 
1880 sold for $8, also low. So many 
gold dollars got into circulation, were 
worn out, holed and mounted for 
jewelry purposes, that any uncircu- 
lated gold dollar may be considered, 
scarce or rare today.

Market Cleaned Up 
For Common Coins 
DUE to various conditions, the war, 
and absence from the field of 


many seasoned collectors, now in war 
service, etc., the prices of some not 


very scarce U. S. minor coins have 
greatly increased, due to the demand 
on the part of young, new collectors. 
The writer notes particularly a re- 
cent demand for things like 1794, 
1795, 1796 and 1797 cents, which have 
not been considered at all rare in 
good to very good condition. What 
has happened to these coins is not 
immediately apparent to those who 
are searching for them among deal- 
ers’ stocks, and the coins mentioned 
are noticeable for their absence. Or- 
dinary 1794 cents have not been con- 
sidered hard to obtain for many years, 
yet today, well, the various leading 
dealers write: “We don’t have any,” 
or, “we are all sold out of 1794, 1795 
and 1796 cents.” This means the 
prices of such coins will rapidly 
advance. The old proof U. S. Dollars 
like 1836, 1839, 1851, 1852 1854, 
1855, and 1858 have been rapidly 
marked up, where they are obtainable, 
and well known price-lists have 
marked up the 1858 dollar from $60 
to $90. The first U. S. dollar, viz, 
1794, is seldom met with especially in 
nice shape and is one of those U. S. 
silver coins struck when they did not 
know how to strike perfect coins. This 
writer has seen more than one 1794 
dollar, not badly worn. It is one 
of the rarest and most desirable 
U. S. coins. Henry Chapman once 
said nobody ever brought in a 1794 
dollar off the street and offered to 
him for sale and the only ones he 
ever got were in collections or from 
private collections. The absence of 
these and others of the above coins 
from the market at present poses the 
question of where are the 1794, 1795 
1796 and 1797 cents to come from, 
since the whole market for such com- 
paratively common coins seem swept 
away from dealers’ stocks. The same 
may be said of paper money. Back 
in the days of the Chambers sale, I 
remember a lot of 1200 Confederate 
$5 notes of 1864, perfect, being offered 
and Chapman had a hard time getting 
about 1% cents per note for them. 
The tens brought about the same 
price in large lots. Today, as in the 
case of 1794, 1795 and 1796 cents, 
these notes are not to be had in any 
quantity. I don’t know of any dealer 
who has more than 25 or 50 of them, 
certainly not over a few hundred 
pieces. 

The big collections are not coming 
onto the market as formerly while 
young collectors are being added to 
the fold rapidly, and they are en- 
thusiastic and enterprising, looking 
for new coins and notes. With the 
foregoing considered, it does seem as 
if coins and bills would continue to 
advance in price. The writer has had 
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a report that in New York, at a 
recent small sale, small cents brought 
over catalogue prices, which he be- 
lieves to be significant, and hints at 
things to come. Collectors should not 
be discouraged over their coins or 
their prospects. They seem good in 
spite of war and bombings. 


The First Indian Medal 


Executed in America 


iets writer has seen an original of 
this very rare medal of George II 
in silver. It had a hole at the top 
and had undoubtedly been presented 
to an Indian chief in the interest of 
the Colonial government of Pennsyl- 
vania, then under the rule of Eng- 
land. Tancred describes and _ illus- 
trates the medal, also Betts, on page 
179 of his History of Colonial Medals. 
The obverse. A rather crude head 
of King George II. The inscription, 
Georgius II, Dei. Gratia. The re- 
verse shows a man sitting beneath a 
tree presenting a pipe of peace to 
an Indian, also seated opposite him. 
Between them a council fire burns. 
The inscription. ‘Let Us Look To 
The Most High Who Blessed Our 
Fathers With Peace.’ In exergue, the 
year 1757. The medal was issued 
just six years before Pontiac’s war, 
which disturbed the peace of Penn- 
sylvania, New York and Ohio for 
several years but which resulted in 
the crushing of the Indian power in 
those regions. Their object was to 
overthrow and exterminate the Eng- 
lish, a carefully laid plan, partially 
executed under the direction of that 
most noted of all Indians, Pontiac.” 
The George II Indian medal comes 
also in restrikes, also with a broken 
die; it is known in silver, copper and 
pewter. One authority states the In- 
dian medal was presented by the 
“Friendly Association for Regaining 
and Preserving Peace with the In- 
dians by Pacific Means.” The dies 
were engraved by Duffield, the same 
man who made the Kittanning medal. 
The striking was done by Joseph 
Richardson, a member of the afore- 
said society. It is distinctly of Penn- 
sylvania origin. Only one original has 
come into my hands. It is indeed a 
Quaker medal of peace to the Indians.

ae collector has stated that many 

seasoned collectors have gone into 
the armed forces leaving only the 
older collectors. and the very young 
ones, and states that the latter are 
interested chiefly in one, two, three, 
and five cent pieces and half dimes 
only. This is partly true, but not 
entirely so. This brings to notice the 
rarity of proofs of the Indian head 
cents. Looking back over an experi- 
ence of fifty years with such coins, 
this writer believes, after having 


watched sales catalogues for 40 years 
that proof Indian head cents are just 
as scarce as some of 1858 and 1859 
cent pattern cents. Some years how- 
ever stand out from the others, among 
these things like proof cents from 
1858 to 1885 inclusive, which in view 
of the number struck must all be 
considered rare today. Indeed, the 
cents of 1891, 1892, 1893 and 1894 
are also rare, when in proof state. 
It took two and three cent coins 
longer to start up in price, but they 
are up now, as are three cent silver 
coins and half dimes, yes very much 
up. When I was about to leave 
Pittsburgh in 1903 I used to buy 1873 
two cent pieces from a Mr. Hepner 
of that city at $2 per coin. They 
had cost him less. Wouldn’t some 
like to get a few at $2 now? The 
price is up around $20 today. How 
times change. In 38¢ nickel coins the 
1878s are now bringing far more 
than the rarity 1877 sold for 25 years 
ago, and are not considered nearly as 
rare. It shows how demand changes, 
as well as time. 
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New Canadian Nickels 


According to information received 
by this department, Canada has re- 
called its new nickel. The plan is to 
change the coin’s design. It is stated 
that the revised coin will make use 
of the “V” for victory symbol on one 
side, and the head of King George VI 
on the other side. 

Collectors who were fortunate to 
obtain any of the first coins of the 
issue are apparently holding on to 
them as very few seem to be in cir- 
culation.

hemes are many collections of 

medals that have accumulated over 
a period of years. The original col- 
lector of these metallic souvenirs was 
in the most cases a person who might 
have become a numismatic enthusiast 
if he had the time and the opportun- 
ity to associate himself with other 
collectors in the same field and to 
have learned the fine points of coin 
and medal collecting. Now and then 
a second-hand furniture dealer ac- 
quires a cigar box full of brass and 
copper tokens, bronze and silver coins 
and medals which were once the 
prized possessions of a lone collector. 
In the following paragraphs we will 
attempt to describe specimens from 
such a miscellaneous collection made 
thirty years ago. 

It will be noted that most of these 
medals date back a score and ten 
years and nearly all are similar in 
type having a loop at the top which 
was no doubt for the convenience of

the gentleman of the day who used 
them to ornament his watch chain 
which was looped across his vest. 
Most of the medals described were 
the products of that great firm of 
medal and badge makers, Whitehead 
and Hoag of Newark, N. J. That 
firm seems to have had a monopoly 
in the medallic art business and this 
may account for the form of the me- 
dals of that period. 

In 1912, the Taft administration 
was drawing to a close. William 
Howard Taft, hand-picked by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt as his successor, had 
easily defeated William Jennings 
Bryan in the campaign of 1908. In 
actual accomplishment the Taft ad- 
ministration made an excellent rec- 
ord. The civil service was greatly 
extended; the eight-hour day was 
granted to all government employees; 
postal savings banks and the parcel 
post system were established. The 
Sixteenth Amendment to the Constitu-

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tion, authorizing an income tax, was 
submitted to the states in 1909, and it 
was ratified by three-fourths of the 
states by early 1913. The Seven- 
teenth Amendment, providing for the 
election of senators by popular vote, 
was also a measure initiated in the 
Taft period. However, in the year 
1912, we find that the historic Roo- 
sevelt-Taft friendship had drifted on 
the rocks and the Republican party 
was splitting badly at the seams. A 
new ard potent political personality 
had come upon the scene. From the 
classic halls of Princeton came Wood- 
row Wilson to lead the Democrats to 
victory. Roosevelt faced with the 
choice of Taft or Wilson tried to be- 
come a third term candidate, but, 
the country was not ripe for such a 
violation of tradition and Wilson was 
elected when the Republicans split 
their ticket, some following T. R. and 
others Taft. The Republicans polled 
nearly one and a half million votes 
more than the Democrats but their 
votes were divided 4,126,020 for Roo- 
sevelt and 3,483,922 for Taft, while 
Wilson polled 6,286,724. It was an 
exciting campaign, in the course of 
which Roosevelt was shot by a luna- 
tic. Such was the history of the per- 
iod during which our cigar-box col- 
lection took its start. 

Picking from the cigar-box at ran- 
dom we find a brass loop type of 
half-dollar size with an obverse only. 
The image is that of an odd-shaped 
building, probably an old powder 
house of the Revolutionary period and 
around the edge is the inscription: 
KINGS COUNTY HISTORICAL SO- 
CIETY 1911. This was from Kings 
County, New York, no doubt and 
probably issued to members of that 
worthy organization. Another medal 
of the same size shows the old Ford 
Mansion at Morristown, N. J., and is 
inscribed WASHINGTON’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, MORRISTOWN, N. J. 
This was no doubt a souvenir for 
visitors to the historic shrine. 

In 1912 the average American was 
a great joiner and a convention -goer, 
which accounts for many of the me- 
dals in this collection. An oxidized 
silver specimen of the loop type, half- 
dollar size bears on the obverse a 
strange looking cat in black enamel 
and the inscription CONCATEN- 
ATED ORDER OF HOO HOO and 
the reverse tells us this token com- 
memorates the 21lst ANNUAL 
MEETING ASHEVILLE, N. C. July 
18-20, 1912. Another of the same 
form and size has a heart surrounded 
by a wreath on the obverse. This is 
the seal of Worcester, Mass., and the 
inscription reads) WORCESTER A 
TOWN JUNE 14, 1722. A CITY 
FEB. 29, 1848 and the reverse tells 
us this piece commemorates the DE- 
MOCRATIC CITY COMMITTEE 
OUTING AUG. 21, 1912. Another of 
silver in the same size and shape has 
on the obverse the Lone Star of Texas 
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surrounded by a wreath and the re- 
verse tells its story: 15th ANNUAL 
CONVENTION TEXAS HDW. & 
IMPL. ASSOC., DALLAS, TEXAS, 
Feb. 11-12-13, 19138. In the same 
year the Fraternal Order of Orioles 
held their third annual convention at 
Springfield, Mass., and the seal of 
that city appears on the obverse of 
a brass, dollar size medal, issued for 
the occasion. It was during this 
great election year that the United 
Confederate Veterans held their 22nd 
Reunion at Macon, Georgia. A loop 
type medal in oxidized silver was the 
official reunion medal. On the ob- 
verse General Robert E. Lee sits 
astride his famous horse. The date 
is May 7 & 9, 1912. On the reverse 
the Confederate Laboratory at Macon 
is depicted beneath the monogram of 
UCV and 1861-1865. A double-looped 
bronze specimen, dollar size, has on 
the obverse an industrial scene and 
the legend: THE IRON AND STEEL 
CITY OF THE MAHONING VAL- 
LEY. The reverse tells us that it 
was issued by DEUTSCH-AMERI- 
KANISCHER (STATTSVERBAND) 
YOUNGSTOWN, 0O., Sept. 21-22-23, 
1912. 

The year 1912 was also a jubilee 
and centennial year and among the 
souvenir medals struck were the oxi- 
dized silver type showing on the ob- 
verse a strange combination of the 
exterior and the floor plan of the same 
building which was the SEAL OF 
UNION TOWN. BOROUGH and the 
reverse tells us it was struck because 
of the OLD HOME WEEK CELE- 
BRATION (136th ANNIVERSARY) 
1776--1912. This was probably Union- 
town, Pa. Another of the same type 
has an old stone-house on the ob- 
verse, the KELLY HOMESTEAD, 
and the inscription reads: 25th AN- 
NIVERSARY (WILKINSBURG, PA. 
The reverse has only the name of the 
Newark maker of medals. Another 
looped silver medal of dollar size 
bears on the obverse the bust of Col. 
James Poage. This was struck, so 
the reverse states, 1812-1912. (100th 
ANNIVERSARY) RIPLEY, OHIO. 

Church jubilees were many in that 
year and the following and for ex- 
ample we choose, a silver loop type 
which has for an obverse St. Patrick 
with bishop’s mitre and crook. On 
the reverse are a church and school 
and the inscription tells us that this 
medal was struck in observance of 
the 40th anniversary of St. Ann’s, 
Cleveland, (Ohio), 1873-1913. Another 
of the half-dollar size with loop in 
bronze, has on the obverse a church 
and the dates 1863-1913, while the 
reverse tells the story: 1863 GOLD- 
EN JUBILEE, Oct. 10, 1913, ST. 
FRANCIS XAVIER’S CHURCH, 
BALTIMORE, MD. 1913. 

Among the campaign souvenirs of 
1912 is a brass medal, looped, of dol- 
lar size graced by the bust of THOM- 
AS R. MARSHALL, the running 
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mate of Woodrow Wilson, who also 
achieved fame because of his declara- 
tion that what America needed was 
a good five cent cigar. During the 
declining period of Wilson’s career, 
the then Secretary of State, Robert 
Lansing, was accused of taking too 
much power during the illness of the 
President. Vice President Marshall, 
when interviewed by reporters, said, 
the President was ill, the Vice Presi- 
dent didn’t amount to much, so what 
was the poor Secretary to do. 

Just what value should be placed 
on this type of medal. They are 
plentiful as a type. Nearly every 
miscellaneous collector has some of 
them in his collection which are gen- 
erally found in odd lots at sales and 
are often thrown in with the pur- 
chase of more historic pieces. The 
writer has at least five hundred ac- 
quired by buying pig in the bag items. 
However, it is strange that there are 
few duplicates in the many odd lots 
examined. There seems to be hun- 
dreds of kinds but not so many of 
each kind. The number issued in 
each instance would depend upon the 
number of delegates attending a con- 
vention or the number of parishion- 
ers in the case of a church jubilee. 
Many of these were given to children 
to play with when the thrill of the 
convention trip or the local celebra- 
tion had passed. There was no rea- 
son for preserving dies or moulds 
for this dated merchandise and it is 
doubtful whether more than a fifty of 
any one of the medals described 
could be located if one had the time 
and inclination to make the search. 
Of course this would not apply to 
the Marshal campaign medal. How- 
ever, it would seem that medals of 
this type have little monetary value 
and could only be appreciated by local 
historical societies or by someone who 
had a relative identified with the 
event commemorated. Yet these are 
the things that future numismatists 
cut their teeth on and it has always 
been the writer’s policy to set his 
duplicates of these minor medals aside 
to give to some deserving boy who 
shows an interest in coin collecting. 
They help to give bulk to his collec- 
tion until he is able to pick and spe- 
cialize.

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McGUFFEY 


By CARRIE B. WILLIAMS 


SMALL advertisement in 
HOBBIES calling for copies of 
McGuffey’s School Readers was the 
prime mover in a search for old books 
which proved as interesting as it was 
informative. Exploring a shelf of 
school books and consulting all avail- 
able sources of information relating 
to them afforded convincing evidence 
that the McGuffey-ites have a hobby 
with exhaustless scope of account and 
delight. 

More than one hundred years ago, 
to be exact, in 1836, a little textbook, 
McGuffey’s First Reader appeared on 
the market, revolutioning methods of 
teaching, and by emphasis on the 
“simple, kindly, moral virtues” was 
a potent influence on morals and 
ethics of that day and for years to 
come. 

The author, William Holmes Mc- 
Guffey, was a young teacher living 
at Oxford, Ohio. He took a group of 
small children into his home for the 
purpose of studying their reaction to 
his methods of teaching. Beginning 
with the alphabet, he led them through 
plain, simple lessons suited to their 
young minds, corrected their errors 
and watched their progress. These 
lessons were afterward incorporated 
into the famous textbooks known the 
country over as McGuffey’s Eclectric 
Readers. 

So far as is known, only one copy of 
the First Reader is in existence and it 
is a prized collector’s item. The First 
Reader in the same year was followed 
by the publication of a Primer and 
Second Reader; a Third and Fourth 
came soon after. They went through 
many editions, the last in 1901. Of the 
revision of 1879, more than eight 
million copies of the First were sold. 
It is said that if the author had been 
paid one cent for every book he sold 
he would have received more than one 
million dollars. Under the contract 
with the publisher, he received one 
thousand dollars in royalties. But he 
was more concerned with promoting 
the welfare of his kind than with the 
accumulation of wealth. 

Copies of the first edition are rare. 
The Library of Congress contains one 
copy each of the Second and Fourth; 
the First and Third are missing. 


Although alterations and additions 
were made, the general plan of the 
originals was adhered to. History and 
fable, pathos and humor, poetry, 
drama, Scripture, orations and general 
information went into these books. 
Subject matter was chosen for en- 
during worth on the principle that 
mind shapes character, and only as 
the higher sentiments are instilled in 
the mind of the student, can the foun- 
dation of true education be laid.. 

No autobiography of William Holmes 
McGuffey exists. A short article writ- 
ten by him and published in Clark’s 
School Visitor, Philadelphia, January, 
1866, gives some insight into his life 
and labors. He calls himself the son 
of a Scotch Presbyterian farmer, 
whose ancestors came to this country 
in 1774 and settled near Philadelphia; 
he also refers to his work as teacher 
and minister of the gospel. 


He was born in Washington County, 
Pennsylvania, September 23, 1800, the 
son of Alexander and Ann McKittrick 
McGuffey. 


Years later, Henry Ford bought the 
ruins of the old house where he was 
born for the purpose of erecting it 
in his Dearborn Village as a memorial 
to the great teacher. 

When he was two years old, the 
parents, with their young son 
journeyed to what is now Trumbull 
County, Ohio, where they had bought 
a small tract of land. Here they 
established their home in a clearing 
in the forest, and here William Mc- 
Guffey grew up amid the hardships 
of pioneer life. When he could be 
spared from helping his father, he 
attended short terms of school. But 
the foundation of his education was 
received from his mother, for the 
schools of that day were hardly worthy 
of the name. 

There was one man who saw the 
great need and supplied it. A Presby- 
terian minister, Thomas Hughes, 
founded the Old Stone Academy at 
Darlington, Pa. This was a prepara- 
tory school for young men; board was 
seventy-five cents per week, and tui- 
tion was three dollars per year. He 
maintained this school by soliciting 
money and provisions as he rode 
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horseback from the wilderness of the 
Ohio country east as far as Massa- 
chusetts, 

One evening in the summer of 1818 
as he was riding along in the stillness, 
his attention was drawn to the sound 
of a woman’s voice in prayer as she 
asked God to open the way for her 
children to receive an education. He 
went to the home. To make a long 
story short, as someone has said, “the 
doors of the Old Stone Academy were 
opened to William McGuffey.” He be- 
gan the study of Latin with borrowed 
books, and each week walked several 
miles to the home of the clergyman 
to recite the lessons he had prepared. 


He was graduated from Washington 
(now Washington and Jefferson) Col- 
lege in 1826 and was offered a place 
on the faculty of Miami College, at 
Oxford. He made the trip on horse- 
back, as there was no other way. 
After ten years he resigned to accept 
the presidency of Cincinnati College. 
Some years later, he was professor 
of moral philosophy at the University 
of Virginia. Here he passed away in 
1873 and was buried in the University 
Burial Ground at Charlottesville. 

While he rendered distinguished 
service as an educator, he is best 
known as the author of the textbooks 
which bear his name. Writers, states- 
men, columnists, industrialists, as well 
as a multitude of people in the more 
common walks of life pay homage to 
the great humanitarian and teacher. 
There may not have been great num- 
bers who knew him personally, but 
there are millions whose lives were 
enriched by his labors. 

His Readers taught sound morality 
and an appreciation of the best in 
literature, and have never been sur- 
passed in all the vaunted progress 
of the schools of today. 

The success of the first four books 
was phenomenal. The publishing house, 
to meet the demand, brought out two 
more advanced readers, but based on 
the same plan as their predecessors. 


Alexander McGuffey, a young 
brother of William, had already pre- 
pared the manuscript for McGuffey’s 
Eclectic Spelling-book. He was pro- 
fessor of modern languages at Wood- 
ward College, now Woodward High 
School, of Cincinnati, and was well 
versed in English literature, He was 
chosen to collect material for a new 
book, which was called McGuffey’s 
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Rhetorical Guide and became the Fifth 
Reader of the series of 1841. 

In compiling this book, the best 
selections from outstanding authors 
were combined, and special stress was 
placed on elocutionary reading. In the 
Preface is a “Note to Teachers: ‘An 
eminent orator being asked what was 
the first requisite in a public speaker 
replied: Enunciation. ... this quality 
is of so great importance in public 
speaking, reading and conversation, 
that all other excellencies dwindle 
into comparative insignificance. Noth- 
ing can compensate for an indistinct 
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or deficient utterance’. 

Fifty pages are given over to ex- 
ercises for developing the voice, and 
perfect control of the organs of 
speech. 

The need for this indentical practice 
was never greater than it is now, with 
the voice of the radio penetrating the 
farthest corners of the earth. We 
shudder at the careless jargoning 
which frequently greets our ears when 
we listen. On the other hand, the clear 
and impressive enunciation of some 
of our announcers and commentators 
gives added interest to their message 
and can only be attributed to years of 
practice of exercises such as those 
recommended by McGuffey’s Readers: 

He thrusts his fists 
“Amidst the mists 
And still insists 
He sees the ghosts.”

Dec. 31st. This last day of 1856 
has been an unlucky one for the for- 
ward hands on the Baltic. Someone 
scratched an image and the initials 
“T, H.” on the wheelhouse. The Old 
Man (captain) is out of humor and 
has taken the wheelhouse, leaving 
those obliged to take wheel out in the 
cold snow, hail and wind. Men have 
taken their Death cold under much 
less exposure but all hands must 
suffer two and a half hours for one 
man’s scratching. The Captain says 
the house will not be replaced until 
the man who done the deed is found 
out. 

Jan. 1, 1857. The Old Man is in 
awful humor. Says he intended to 
give us the same grub as last New 
Year’s Day, viz., ginger cake, plum 
duff and cheese—today, nothing more 
than common and he has stopped our 
butter which we have had since New 
Bedford. Instead, muffled in our don- 
keys and oils freezing. The most un- 
pleasant New Year’s Day I ever 
spent. I can imagine the merry jingle 
of sleigh bells and young couples 
riding gaily along chatting of the gay 
time they intend to have a tripping 
the light fantastic toe. Oh, if only 
I was once again on my own dear 
American soil, I’d think twice before 
leaving. 

Jan. 2nd. This is the most severe 
gale we have had—and out in the 
open for every turn at the wheel. The 
Old Man says no one could have made 
those figures on the wheel house but 
an educated man (for he allows it is 
a great deal better than he could do 
it) and the consequence is that the 
deed is laid to your humble s’vt. 

Jan. 3rd. Gale increases. Decks 
ankle deep, scuppers full all the time. 

Jan. 6th. Wind dying when we 
hear the familiar Thar she blows. 
Have two right whales on starboard 
but sea so high we didn’t dare lower 
until after 10 A.M. Waste and Bow 
boats lowered and started for whales, 
the sea washing and all drenched. Got 
close and missed and went back on 
board. The whales not gallied stayed 
close and the Old Man ordered our 
dinners at once. Half finished, “come 
on there” and off we went. Black 
Hawk struck one and fastened and 
the way we went through the waves 
was asin. We rode 3 or 4 miles and 
then the whale came up lashing and 
Mr. Stevens put the lance (Uncle 
Ben) to him and down he went. We 
were anxiously watching for him to 
come with his chimneys on fire but 
soon found he had gone down to come 
up no more. We finally gave up and 
the line parted—better luck next time. 






We must take 1800 bbls. or stay out 
two years more and there isn’t one 
of us but wants to press foot on 
American soil. 

Jan. 7th. Mr. Marshall gave us 6 
hour watch, and six hours below, is 
right good for a whaler. I am sleepy. 

Jan. 8th. Lowered again and 
Blackhawk fastened and the mate 
killed the whale. Calm as anything. 
Got him alongside. 4th Mate went 
after more but no success. Cutting 
in till 1 P.M. Tired. 

(There are several pages of com- 
plaint in along here. Mr. Marshall 
gives the other Watch quarter 
watches and holds us to our full time. 
We look at him as “compatiently as 
the lamb at the butcher” but to no 
effect. We are fed on half cooked 
salt junk with boiled potatoes and 
still have no butter since the wheel 
house affair.) 

Jan. 21st. “A] Larbardians, Ahoy” 
and we are off again. We fastened 
to a whale before the dew is off his 
eyes (the idea of dew being on the 
eyes of one of these monsters is right 
enough for Mr. Pendleton, the 2nd 
mate threw two harpoons into one 
small right whale before he had time 
to get under). 

Jan. 26th. Got all oil in the hold 
and those two whales made us a

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“right smart chance of oil” as a 
Southerner would say—170 bbls. To- 
morrow we all wash our clothes with 
the ash from the scraps; these are 
put in a cask and with water added 
do as well as soap to take out the 
grease, etc., without any soap. If 
any one had told me two years ago 
that I should be obliged to wash my 
own clothes, say nothing of mending, 
I should have thought them fools— 
now I can do as good as any wash 
woman. Also scrub the ship from 
stem to taffrail with the same. Anxi- 
ous to get to Pitcairn’s Island again 
to get our fill of fresh fruit. 

Feb. 6th. Still beating our way to 
Piteairn’s for fruit and sweet pota- 
toes. This Island was settled some 
35 years by 10 mutineers from a Brit- 
ish merchant man; these men killed 
the captain and officers and sunk the 
ship, then embarked for an island 3 
degrees off called Otihitti, each got 
Ranaka women, come back to Pit- 
eairn’s and settled—since there has 
been missionaries on the island and 
these mutineer sailors was converted 
into the holy and rightous ways of 
God. They are dead now but their 
descendants are living there in per- 
fect peace and harmony. 

Feb. 9th. Land Ho from the mast- 
head this morning at 9 and by 11 we 
were close to Pitcairn’s. The sea was 
heavy and the wind a gale. The 
captain told Mr. Stevens to take his 
boat and try to find a safe landing. 
We rowed about two miles and it 
seemed as though we should make 
more leaway than headway most of 
the two or so hours. Finally with 
in some boat lengths but the moun- 
tainous waves made it madness to at- 
tempt beaching—the breakers high 
and the rocks over 200 ft. high. We 
soon found the island uninhabited and 
setting sail returned to the ship. 
After reporting, the captain squared 
the yards and we were off from Pit- 
cairn never to return. We saw a 
flock of goats feeding on these rocks 
and all was green and thrifty and I 
should think the soil good after get- 
ting beyond the rocks. The captain 
thought the inhabitants had emigra- 
ted to Norfold Island some 15 degrees 
South on account of there being no 
place to land except on a calm day. 
No fruit—a good maxim for all whale 
ships—“Growl you may but go you 
must.” 

(Pages ramble on with bad weather, 
sails blown away and mended, food 
getting worse and termed “Dunde- 
funct”—“it would make a defunct 
make some wry faces if they had 
to eat it,” says young Haviland.) 

Feb. 20th. Had considerable sport 
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in the morning watch. Turned out at 
3 A.M. at the call, all except one of 
our number who says afterwards he 
did not hear the call. It is the fashion 
when this happens to let him lay. 
After a little, while one of us goes 
into the forecastle with a long rope, 
leaving an end on deck, and making 
the other fast to the leg or foot of 
the fellow so innocently sleeping in 
his bunk, then all hands on deck haw] 
with might and main, endongering 
life and limb—out he comes and if 
he does’nt foul anything, is dragged 
on deck hollering bloody murder. Had 
it tried on me the first week out of 
New Bedford. Got one leg jammed 
in the door and thought they would 
pull my leg from my body. Woke 
everyone on the ship with my cries 
and couldn’t for the life of me think 
what it was had me by the leg. After 
what seemed like an hour, they gave 
up and though I could hardly walk 
on the leg, I went on deck bent on 
revenge when who should I walk into 
but the officers, laughing at me—I 
guess I had a sickly grin and said 
nothing. I still carry a scar but since 
have hawled many a poor fellow out,

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INDIAN LORE — Ancient and Otherwise

Noah Smithwick in “The Evolution 
of a State, or Recollections of Old 
Texas Days,” (p. 247), presents the 
following story about the Tonkawa 
Indians: “ The friendly relations be- 
tween the whites and Tonkawas was 
never seriously disturbed, the only 
cause of dissension being the pecan 
crop, from which the Indians derived 
quite a revenue, but with reckless 
prodigality they persisted in killing 
the goose that laid the golden egg, 
in chopping off the limbs of the trees 
to facilitate the gathering. This the 
owners of the land on which the trees 
grew objected to. The objection not 
being regarded, it was found neces- 
sary to sustain it with a shotgun 
in one or two instances, a proceeding 
that might have been productive of 
serious consequences had not the old 
chief, Placido, stood in the breach. 
It was old Placido’s proudest boast 
that he had ‘never shed a white man’s 
blood.’ ” as

One hundred and forty-nine years 
ago the United States, through 
George Washington, made a pledge, 
known as the Canadaigua treaty, with 
the Six Nations of the Iroquois, the 
annuity was stipulated to be paid in 
yards of calico. This pledge has been 
met each year since that date, al- 
though for many years a check for 
cash has been substituted for the 
calico. The Oneida Indians, now re- 
siding in New York and Wisconsin, 
each received a check for 52c, their 
prorata of the annuity appropriation 
of $4,500. 


A recent issue of the Kansas City 
(Mo) Star carried the following story 
anent J. G. Braecklein, the dean of 
Missouri Indian relic collectors: “A 
war granddad, J. G. Braecklein, vet- 
eran architect and archaeologist, 
terms himself. Although perhaps he 
might be identified more specifically 
as the last surviving end man of the 
U. S. Epperson Megaphone Minstrels 
of forty years ago. Champion of the 
bones he was. Mr. Braecklein was 
an ‘in between wars’ man himself, 
although he suffered impaired hear- 
ing from a gun exploding near his 
ear in 1885 when a member of Kansas 
City’s 7th regiment. His father, 
Oscar Braecklein, pioneer druggist, 
was a Civil War captain, and his own 
son, carrying the grandfather’s name, 
was in World WarI... Now the 78- 
year-old, never defeated bones cham- 
pion follows the war efforts of four 
grandsons.” 

Clark B. Firestone in “Flowing 
South” (pp. 38-39) mentions the 
Yazoo River, and says it is “the 
River of Death, which is the mean- 
ing of its perhaps uncouth Indian 
name.” 


While reading “Texas, The Marvel- 
lous,” by Nevin O. Winter (1936), 
we chanced upon this little known bit 
of Indian lore (p. 154): “A dozen 
miles from E] Paso is one of the old- 
est settlements in Texas. This village 
began as a refuge for a band of 
Tigua Indians, who had been driven 
from a pueblo of the same name not 
very far from Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, by an anti-Christian uprising. 
These friendly and christianized In- 
dians were colonized here in 1682 by 
the Spanish governor. Although two 
and a half centuries old, Ysleta has 
had little part in the development of 
Texas. Until quite recently it was 
almost a pure Indian town. The in- 
tention of the priests was to found 
a mission like those in California, 
but in this they were not successful. 
Mexicans now dwell all about the few 
Indians who still linger within the 
shadows of the old church, which is 
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well preserved. The outside walls 
have been replastered, but the black- 
robed priests still conduct their cere- 
monies before the same altar where 
the Spanish padres intoned their pray- 
ers in the long ago. The hand-beaten 
bells of bronze ring out joyously as 
they did in the seventeenth century 
when ‘The Priest was Lord of the 
Land,’ summoning the faithful to 
worship. Ysleta is one of the only 
three or four places where any In- 
dians still remain in the great state 
of Texas, once the home often of 
thousands of the most savage of the 
red men.” 


Kinship or family relation of the 
American Indian is practically beyond 
the comprehension of the average 
white man. A most baffling case was 
presented by the Waco (Texas) News 
some years ago, viz.: “As a maker of 
matrimonial tangles the noble Red 
Man has the gay divorcees of the 
effete East ‘backed off the boards,’ 
as witness this mix-up now before the 
Indian agency at Muskogee: Long ago 
when Indian marriage rites were per- 
formed under tribal laws a Seminole 
man married a Seminole woman who 
had three grown daughters. From 
this marriage several children were 
born. Growing tired of the woman the 
man married her oldest daughter. 
Other children were born, Then the 
man left the first daughter of his 
wife and married the second. This 
union was also fruitful. Finally the 
man took as his wife the third 
daughter of his first wife. They also 
became parents of children. Then the 
last wife of the much-married Semi- 
nole left him and wed another Indian. 
Her mother and two sisters followed 
the example of the youngest and like- 
wise married again other men. Not 
long ago the man first mentioned 
died. The question before the agency 
at Muskogee — passed up by the 


’ secretary of the tribe — is to arrange 


the heirship. And the estate is worth 
the trouble it will take to fix it up.”

Ethnology of Natives of New Caledonia 


F  onirsipichemaae occupation of New 

Caledonia, one of the richest and 
most prosperous French possessions 
in the Pacific, will bring Uncle Sam’s 
soldiers in contact with one of the 
least known, ethnologically, of the 
earth’s peoples. 

This is the consensus of ethnologists 
of the Smithsonian Institution, whose 
collections throw some light on the 
strange ways of life of the inhabi- 
tants. 

The native of New Caledonia is a 
curious mixture, both in physical 


character and culture, of the black, 


small statured, primitive Melanesian 
and the brown, robust, relatively ad- 
vanced Polynesian of the Maori type.

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Melanesian. The island, discovered by 
Capt. James Cook in 1774, lies well 
within the area of these dark little 
people who include some of the least 
advanced of the human race. The Poly- 
nesian mixture, however, came long 
before the first white contacts. It is 
especially apparent on the east coast 
but has permeated to some extent the 
whole New Caledonian stock. 

Up to the time of white colonization 
there was little cohesion among the 
New Caledonian natives. In 1930 the 
Rev. Maurice Leenhardt, agent of the 
Societe des Missions Evangeliques who 
had spent a quarter century among 
the natives of this island, reported 
to the French Institute d’Ethnologie 
that there were vestiges of at least 
20 different languages spoken among 
them. Most of these he found, were 
much more distinctive than dialects of 
a common basic tongue. 

The differentiation of the tribes 
was aided by the geography of New 
Caledonia, split by a range of high 
mountains with many spurs extending 
nearly to the coasts. These formed 
deep, fertile valleys through which 
swift rivers ran seaward. This led 
not only to separation, but to hostility 
among the different groups. 

Much of this now has been broken 
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down, and the languages themselves 
are disappearing into an extremely 
degenerate French. New Caledonia is 
an excellent example of French 
colonial administration. Reserves, 
densely forested areas, have been set 
aside for the natives for their own 
protection. Many native schools, pub- 
lic and private, have been established. 
There has been, however, no deliberate 
program either to force on the native 
the white man’s way of life or to pre- 
vent him from adopting it. He has 
the same rights as a French citizen. 

Unfortunately, the New Caledonians 
have been little studied by the pro- 
fessional ethnologist. M. Leenhardt’s 
notes, gathered in the course of a 
missionary’s busy life, contain the 
most complete information on the 
native ways of life. 

The characteristic dwelling is a 
beehive-shaped, grass-covered hut 
usually occupied by a single family. 
To such a structure may be attached 
several outbuildings for storage. Each 
village usually has a large hut or 
group of huts, somewhat removed, 
which serve the community as a social 
center, especially for social gatherings 
of the men, Also, M. Leenhardt re- 
cords, each village usually has a 
hidden retreat in the mountains to 
which the people can retire in time 
of danger or attack. 

New Caledonians, he found, still use 
a curious type of shell money in eco- 
nomic dealings with each other. This 
consists of shells ground down labori- 
ously to form small globules. The 
value of a piece is determined largely 
by the amount of labor which goes 
into its preparation. Highest in value 
is the so-called “black pearl,” so fine 
and delicate that it can be moved by 
blowing the breath against it. French 
convicts early learned to counterfeit 
this money, thus causing considerable 
confusion in native economics. Up to 
the outbreak of the war French mer- 
chants would accept these “pearls” at 
a standard rate of exchange. 

The tribal and clan organization, as 
described by M. Leenhardt, is ex- 
tremely complex. The New Caledonian 
recognizes at least 21 degrees of re- 
lationship, each designated by a dif- 
ferent term. 

The religious life of these people 
is complex and somewhat secretive. 
A basic feature consists of great cere- 
monies of propitiation in which all 
members of a tribe take part. Such a 
ceremony, which continues for days, 
is known as the “pilou pilou”—a name, 
the derivation of which M. Leenhardt 
was unable to determine. There are 
a great number of native gods and 
they differ from tribe to tribe. 

Like many other primitives, the 
New Caledonian believes in a personal 
spirit — his “ko”? — which dwells in 
his body but which can act inde- 
pendently, sometimes to the great 
peril or embarrassment of the 


physical partner. This “ko” is blown 
into the ear of a new-born infant, as 
soon after birth as possible, by the 
maternal uncle. During slumber it 
has a habit of leaving the body and 
wandering about — sometimes on 
nefarious business, When a native is 
accused of a crime he never can 
plead innocent with an entirely clear 
conscience. He never knows what his 
ko has been dceing while he was un- 
conscious. 
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One of the most rigid taboos is 
against waking a sleeper. The ko may 
not be able to find its way back if the 
man moves and this might be fatal. 
One interpretation of serious illness 
is that the ko has wandered away 
toward the tomb. The job of the medi- 
cine man is to lure it back. The ko is 
apparently not affected by the death 
of the individual except that it loses 
its dwelling place. Natives believe that

THE LAST BATTLE 


By FRANK JAMES ENGLES 


FEW MILES northeast of the 

town of Trenton (Nebr.), formerly 
called Trail City, as it was where the 
old Ogalalla cattle trail crossed the 
Republican River, is the site of the 
last battle between strictly Indian 
tribes on the North American conti- 
nent. In 1930 our government erected 
a monument costing $7500 to mark 
this historic spot. 

This battle occurred on August 5, 
1873, between approximately 1,200 
Sioux warriors and about 400 Pawnee 
Indian buffalo hunters, men, women 
and children. The Pawnees left their 
reservation in eastern Nebraska with 
their Agent’s permission to go on 
their buffalo hunt as they had done 
annually for hundreds of years. They 
well knew the danger, as they were 
going into country claimed by their 
enemies, the Sioux. 

They were accompanied by one 
white man, John Williamson to act 
as mediator should any trouble occur 
between them and the white settlers. 

As they moved westward up the 
valley of the Platte, people still living, 
who saw them, say they made a long 


caravan. They had upward of 1200 
horses. They left the Platte at Fort 
McPherson and headed south for the 
Republican, which had always been 
one of the finest buffalo ranges in 
America. Doc Carver alone is said 
to have killed 30,000 buffalo for the 
hides in that part of the country. 

Without doubt, word was carried to 
the Sioux under Spotted Tail at 
Whetstone Agency D. T. as soon as 
the Pawnees left the Platte and 
headed south for the buffalo country 
for what was destined to be the last 
grand buffalo hunt of the Pawnee 
tribe. No doubt they had observed all 
the sacred ceremonies relating to the 
great buffalo hunts as practised by 
themselves, the Poncas, the Omahas, 
and similar tribes for centuries, but 
their medicine was bad. Few of them 
were destined ever to return. 

They had a very successful hunt, 
securing upward of a thousand 
buffalo, the meat of which the squaws 
jerked off and sun-dried for winter 
use, and with their ponies heavily 
laden, started for home. They reached 
the site of the battleground late the

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evening of August 4, and made camp. 

I will tell the story of what hap- 
pened as given by Frank Gannon, an 
old Texas cowpuncher, who helped 
drive a herd of Longhorns up the trail 
that year, taking them to Chief 
Spotted Tail’s camp, being supplied 
with beef by the Government. He said 
a few days before the battle, they met 
a large party of Sioux all painted 
for war, who said they were looking 
for Pawnees, They noticed these Sioux 
had a number of freshly killed buffalo 
hides and these had all been skinned 
leaving the horns still on. They 
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wondered what this was for, as they 
had never seen anything like it before. 
A few days later they learned. The 
Sioux, locating the Pawnees’ camp 
without being discovered themselves, 
had tied these »:ffalo hides on some 
of their own ponies and tethered them 
around on the prairie where from a 
distance they looked like real buffalo. 
The Pawnees seeing these buffalo 
couldn’t pass up such a good chance 
to get more meat and so rushed pell 
mell into the trap the Sioux had set. 
Although surprised at first, the Paw- 
ness put up a good fight, both sides 
being nearly equal, but soon the main 
body of Sioux appeared and the 
Pawnees fled for their lives. The Sioux 
swept down the canyon like an ava- 
lanche, putting old men, women and 
children to the tomahawk. Few es- 
caped. The white man, John William- 
son, jumped on his horse and with 
the Sioux at his heels fled for his life. 
A few Pawnees escaped down the 
river. The Sioux captured most of the 
best horses the Pawnees had and all 
the great store of meat and hides and 
what camp equipment they didn’t 
want, they burned. This battle is 
known today as the battle of Massacre 
Canyon. 

I first saw the battle field twelve 
years after it happened. Where the 
earth had been disturbed in digging 
the two long trenches to bury the 
dead, wild sunflowers grew as if 
nature in pity for these poor Pawnees 
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had marked the spot. Fifty years 
after, the prairie winds still played 
their sad requiem over these lonely 
graves and the wild sunflowers still 
grew. 

Southwest Nebraska at that time 
was a beautiful land. When I went 
there in ’85, the buffalo paths criss- 
crossed the country in every direction. 
I followed these trails miles on end, 
grieving more than the Indians did 
over the passing of the buffalo. That 
summer I picked up over two hundred 
horns. Probably some of these buffalo 
had been killed by the famous Doc 
Carver himself. 

Soon the great land rush began and 
the country was soon settled and the 
prairie grass plowed under. The 
lagoons and buffalo wallows that were 
always full of water dried up. The 
hot winds began to blow and for me 
the country was ruined. The old cattle 
trail from Texas ran just a few miles 
west of the battle ground. As a boy 
I watched the last herd that ever 
went up the trail. First was the trail 
herd of perhaps three thousand cattle, 
and then the heavy chuck wagon. 
This old chuck wagon, its sides covered 
with the brands of lots of the old 
cattle men of Texas can still be seen 
on the Fort Berthold Reservation in 
North Dakota. I watched them dis- 
appear in the sunset not realizing 
that I was witnessing the last act of 
a drama that will never be seen on 
this earth again. 


FLINT RIDGE ARTIFACTS

HOSE readers who read the article 
on Flint Ridge in HOBBIES, 
January, 1936, will remember the de- 
scription of the wealth of relics to 
be found or purchased in that area. 
The natives, however, have found a 
ready market during the ensuing 
seven years for everything from mul- 
ticolored flint to fine points and cores, 
a fact which has resulted in a com- 
parative scarcity of fine Flint Ridge 
artifacts. 

Just a brief description of the Ridge 
for newcomers. Flint Ridge consists 
of outcroppings of flint extending 
over an area approximately eight 
miles long and one mile wide. It lies 
in Licking County, Ohio, between 
Newark and Zanesville on U. S. Route 
40. 

First the Mound Builders, then the 
Indians used this vast store of flint 
during untold centuries as a source 
of materials for their weapons and 
tools. They laboriously quarried the 
flint from huge open pits 20 feet or 
more in diameter — some of which 
are still visible, then after selecting 
suitable pieces they chipped out their 
leaves, points, cores, and knives. A 


‘leaf: is merely a rough arrowhead in 


which the notches were to be added 


later, while a core is a block of flint 
from which razor-sharp knife flakes 
have been struck. These cores are of 
exceptionally colorful flint ranging 
from cream to pink and deep purple. 

A friend and I recently made a 
weekend trip to the Ridge with the 
two-fold purpose of finding flint relics 
ourselves, and purchasing some from 
the farmers thereabouts. We found 
only one man who had anything to 
sell — a few cores and two or three 
rough leaves mixed in with a handful 
of chips and flakes. We felt that these 
did not measure up to the price he 
asked, so we picked out a cornfield 
which had been plowed last summer 
for the first time in eight or ten 
years. We spent about six hours in 
this field and together we found a 
total of nine cores, two rough leaves, 
and three hammer stones. 

A trip such as this should not be 
measured merely in terms of relics 
found though, for there are other joys 
tangible and intangible which help to 
make it interesting. We filled a bag 
with beautifully colored flint, took 
several interesting nature pictures, 
and brought back enough memories 
to last us until we take to the field 
again.

it finds itself a new home in a tree 
gall. It may, however, continue to 
wander about for a time and, blessed 
with invisibility, do much mischief. To 
his ko the native attributes the intui- 
tions which largely govern his life. 

Each village has its own protecting 
divinity whose dwelling is well known 
— a large, fantastically shaped stone 
or some other prominent natural ob- 
ject. 

Many attributes of Polynesian cul- 
ture have been introduced into the 
basically Melanesian way of life of 
the New Caledonians, but the his- 
torical progress of this development is 
completely unknown. It apparently 
occurred several centuries before the 
first white contacts. 

Notable curiosities of the island are 
the stone works, found especially on 
the east coast. There are stone walls 
which may have been intended as 
fortifications. There are also grotesque 
carvings of animals, trees, and gigan- 
tic human forms which recall vaguely 
the statues of Easter Island. This art 
almost unquestionably was brought in 
by Polynesian invaders.

Ethnogeographic Board 
Will Aid War Effort 


HE present war seems likely to 
involve eventually every race and 
every land on earth. 

The economic life of primitive In- 
dians on the Upper Amazon, the 
food habits of the Eskimo, the religi- 
ous practises and prejudices of a tribe 
in the West African jungle may be- 
come important factors in the world 
struggle. 

It may be essential at any time to 
have exact geographical information 
on remote and little-known areas, to 
know in as great detail as possible 
the ways of life, the elements of the 
language and the pattern of thinking 
of any of the peoples of the world. 
Some of them are small out-of-the- 
way groups who have remained up to 
the present on the far fringes of 
civilized life. But others are great 
peoples who have built up civilizations 
which are in many ways different 
from our own but which represent 
some of humanity’s supreme achieve- 
ments. 

In order to expedite the gathering 
and correlation of such information, 
there has recently been established 
in Washington an Ethnogeographic 
Board, under the joint sponsorship 
of the American Council of Learned 
Societies, the Social Science Research 
Council, the National Research Coun- 
cil, and the Smithsonian Institution.

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It is quite possible, for example, 
that the Army or Navy might have 
immediate need for detailed informa- 
tion on the languages, population, and 
living conditions in some remote Paci- 
fic Island known to only one or two 
specialists in the United States or 
Great Britain. One function of the 
Ethnogeographie Board is to contact 
these specialists at once. It will serve 
as a clearing house between the spon- 
soring institutions, with their numer- 
ous affiliated societies outside of 
Washington, and the government civil 
and military agencies. 

Basie anthropological, economic and 
sociological problems are constantly 
becoming more and more interrelated 
and complex, it is explained by Dr. 
William Duncan Strong, now on leave 
of absence from Columbia University, 
who is director of the Ethnogeogra- 
phic Board, with headquarters at the 
Smithsonian Institution building in 
Washington. 

There are, for example, more than 
a thousand distinct languages now 
spoken on earth, without considering 
fairly diverse dialects. In the major- 
ity of cases, the speaker of any one 
of these tongues has little or no com- 
prehension of any other. The motives 
which activate his actions and re- 
actions can be fathomed and in- 
fluenced only through his own tongue. 

There are a vast number of distinct 
religions, each of which is the most 
potent force in the lives of thousands 
of individuals. Confusion between the 
diverse practises of two neighboring 
peoples often results in failure to 
gain the sympathy or co-operation of 
either. 

Many anthropologists are available 
in this country who have intimate 
personal knowledge of these peoples 
through residence, and a vast store of 
information, largely unexplored, oc- 
curs in the literature of anthropology 
and other related sciences, Dr. Strong 
explains. But all this, to be of value, 
must be interpreted and correlated, 
and to that end experts are already 
engaged on numerous projects re- 
ferred to them by the Ethnogeogra- 
phic Board.

which wreathed the face. This wedding 
bonnet is preserved in Kensington 
Palace. 

In 1901 Queen Victoria passed away 
and her son, Edward VII, ascended 
the throne. In the album we see quite 
a number of fine photo-pictures of the 
King and Queen Alexandra. The first 
of these are two delicately tinted 
cards, which show in high relief, the 
crown and jewels of the Queen and 
medals and regalia or the King. These 
are very life-like, and a beautiful 
work of art. We also see the King in 
three generations, King Edward VII, 
George V, then Prince of Wales, and 
the Duke of Cornwall. In this picture 
all three are wearing naval uniforms. 
We see the King and Queen walking, 
a gracious smile on their faces, as 
they greet the people along the way. 
The King is doffing his hat, and his 
cane is hooked over his left arm, The 
Queen carries an umbrella in her left 
hand. We see the King in business 
suit, his companion, “Caesar,” a wire- 
haired terrier, by his side. We see 
him in full dinner dress, and in the 
regalia of state, full length picture. 
In May, 1910, the King suddenly 
passed away, and again we see two 
remarkable pictures of him as he lay 
on his bier in Windsor Castle. We see 
still another picture of the heavily- 
draped casket, two cushions surmount 
the casket on which rest a sceptre and 
crowns. Following the King’s death, 
Queen Alexandra issued her message 
of sorrow to their subjects who had 
held the Majesties in fond and loyal 
regard. This message is too long to 
repeat here. We see a picture of Queen 
Alexandra, with the message on one 
card, and this is a beautiful example 
of the photographer’s art. George V 
was crowned in Westminster-Abbey, 
June 22, 1911, and he enjoyed a reign 
of twenty-five years. Here we have a 
picture of King George V, and Queen 
Mary. He is wearing the uniform of 
Admiral. We also see Queen Mary in 
her Coronation gown, a beautiful bro- 
cade, princess style, and her crown 


and jewels. And there are other pic- 
tures of King George V, and Queen 
Mary, as they were when Prince and 
Princess of Wales. In these we see 
them with many other dignitaries, 
strolling about the grounds of the 
Franco-British Exhibition in London, 
1908. 

Now I give you a aescription of the 
funeral procession of ex-King Edward 
VII as shown by post-card views. The 
procession is led by the Royal Mourn- 
ers. In this picture are the Royal 
Monarchs of all the nations of Eu- 
rope, They are in full regalia and are 
all easily recognized here. This picture 
includes King George V, the young 
Duke of Cornwall, and the young 
Prince of Wales, later King Edward 
VIII, and now Duke of Windsor. These 
two are wearing naval uniforms. Fol- 
lowing this group is the royal carriage 
of Queen Mary, and next is a large 
group of sailors drawing the casket 
through the streets of Windsor. We 
also get a close-up view of the Caisson 
on which the casket rests. The sailors 
are wearing wide-rimmed, slightly 
rolled, sailor hats, and along each 
side is a line of Royal Guards. The 
procession is many miles long and 
eventually it arrives at St. George’s 
Chapel for services. We see the casket 
being borne inside, followed by the

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Minute Plants 


Wherever life can get a toe-hold on 
earth it has established itself. 

Some of its strangest manifesta- 
tions are minute plants—single-celled 
organisms which belong to one of the 
most primitive groups of living things 
—that appear to live in infinite num- 
bers on perpetual snow and ice. 

Glaciers and snow fields “bloom” 
with vivid reds and violets. Perhaps 
this is the most inhospitable of all 
the realms life has invaded. The 
phenomenon naturally is quite rare. 
Only a peculiar environmental com- 
plex make it possible. A report of an 
intensive study of the manifestation 
in Alaska, made in 1936 by Erzsebet 
Kol, Hungarian woman scientist, has 
just been published by the Smithso- 
nian Institution. Miss Kol worked 
under a Smithsonian fellowship. 

She collected the snow and ice algae 
from snow fields and glaciers in 
widely separated Alaskan mountain 
ranges and found nearly 50 examples 
of the phenomenon. Specimens were 
obtained from each for taxonomic 
study and Miss Kol had planned to 
cultivate them at a laboratory estab- 
lished at an altitude of 11,382 feet 
in the Jungfrau Pass in Switzerland. 
What effect the war has had on those 
plans is unknown since it has been 
impossible to communicate with her 
since the United States entered the 
conflict. Material which she had pre- 
served alive was lost in 1940. 

Life of any kind in such an inhos- 
pitable environment requires an ex- 
tremely delicate adjustment. Its foot- 
hold is tenuous at best. In accordance 
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with this, Miss Kol found that some of 
the minute plants could grow only on 
ice and others only on snow. They 
had no choice of habitat. 

The algae can hardly be said to live 
on pure ice or snow—if such things 
exist in nature. They are confined to 
the surface where minute particles 
falling from decomposing and shat- 
tered rock, and wind-carried dust dis- 
solve slowly in the moisture more or 
less continuously present on the sur- 
face, This alters the chemical com- 
position of the environment and pro- 
vides the plants with the minerals 
essential for life. There are striking 
changes in type, Miss Kol found, 
depending on whether surrounding 
mountain slopes are acid or alkaline 
in their geochemical composition. 

The snow and ice plants presumably 
play an important role in the economy 
of life in the Far North and perhaps 
serve as the chief food for some other 
form of life which in turns supports 
higher forms. The life cycle of the 
minute organisms remains unknown 
and the possibility of determining it 
for the present seems to have been 
ended by the loss of Miss Kol’s living 
material. 

Among the types found was one 
which appears only as a purple 
“bloom” on ice and another which 
makes isolated snow fields the color 
of red pepper. 

Miss Kol also found on the snow 
fields nests of “snow fleas”—minute, 
lively little insects which find a tenu- 
ous habitat on dirty snow. They occur 
also on Canadian snow fields and in 
Europe.

Ten Recreational Areas 


Transferred to States 

The President has approved the 
transfer to the respective states of 
ten Recreational Demonstration Areas 
involving 16,500 acres in Oklahoma, 
Illinois, Indiana and Virginia, Secre- 
tary of the Interior, Harold L. Ickes 
announced recently. 

“This is the first step,” Secretary 
Ickes said, “in a program of decentral- 
izing management and control of 
Recreational Demonstration Areas 
which were established by the Nation- 
al Park Service in 1984 and 1935 and 
which were improved with relief and 
Civilian Conservation labor. 

“These Recreational Demonstration 
Areas have already proved their worth 
in many ways and I am confident that 
under state management they will 
continue to provide playgrounds for 
millions of people in the future. These 
areas were purchased and developed 
originally by the Federal Government 
in order to provide work during the 
depression years. When the program 
of development was in full swing by 
the National Park Service it occupied 
8,500 relief workers. The placement

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now of these areas in the control of 
the states is in accordance with the 
good public policy of decentralizing 
the powers and controls of the Federal 
Government.” 

Most of these Recreational Demon- 
stration Areas are situated within 
such short distances of heavily popu- 
lated districts that, in ordinary times, 
they offer valuable recreational oppor- 
tunities to millions. They have been 
extensively developed by the National 
Park Service, and were selected orig- 
inally by that service in cooperation 
with state planning boards and with 
those state agencies which administer 
parks. 

One of the principal features of the 
development of these lands has been 
the establishment of facilities for 
organized group camping. Nearly a 
hundred camps with accommodations 
ranging from 50 to 150 campers, have 
been built, with total accommodations 
for 7,500 campers. During the summer 
season of about 12 weeks, they are 
normally occupied to capacity. In 
addition to group camps, their de- 
velopment has included facilities such 
as picnic grounds, bathing beaches, 
nature trails, ski runs, hiking trails, 
and a variety of other facilities which 
have attracted to them in normal 
years more than a million non-camp- 
ing visitors. 

Secretary Ickes said, “The act which 
authorized the transfer of these areas 
requires that the accepting agency 
be able to manage and protect them 
competently, that is assume full re- 
sponsibility for the costs of admini- 
stration, and that it use them for 
park, recreation and conservation pur- 
poses. 





Reminiscences

M* own taste never went in the di- 
rection of stuffed animals, though, 
as a child, I often spent awesome 
moments in the library of a great 
uncle, where all the beasts of forest 
and field were standing stiffly about 
on shelves and pedestals, and at a 
very early age I gathered up courage 
to advance into this mysterious realm 
alone, on a long Sunday visit to this 
house. Nothing happened at first, and 
I might have developed a _ pleasant 
taste in animal study at close range, 
except for the distant closing of a 
door, and a resultant jar, which dis- 
lodged a specimen of the monkey tribe 
who fell promptly on my youthful 
head. 

Not knowing the cause for this 
sudden onslaught, I felt as if the 
stuffed animal had made a _ personal 
attack -upon my defenseless person, 
and I left so hurriedly that even the 
stuffed monkey must have had a re- 
sulting look of amazement on his wilt- 
ed features. For some years after 
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this small adventure, I had little in- 
terest in the art of taxidermy. 

I think that is the way with most 
hobbies, the heart of the person who 
pursues any branch of this fascinat- 
ing art must have a real interest in 
the subject. The world of science 
that unfolds under a microscope in a 
quiet laboratory is extensive indeed, 
and often of far reaching help to the 
world at large. The dreamer who 
walked the fields at Walden had a 
world at his feet. Walden Pond was 
to him a universe. 





Strange Creatures of 


The Eocene Period 


The Bridger Basin in Southern 
Wyoming is a classic hunting ground 
for those seeking mammal fossils 
from the Middle Eocene period. This 
was the time when ancestral lines of 
many extant animals were differenti- 
ating into something like their pres- 
ent forms. Not so long ago when 
Smithsonian Institution personnel 
were excavating in this region they 
found a fragmentary skeleton of a 
stylinodont, an animal very similar 
to a sloth in general appearance. It 
belongs, however, to an entirely dif- 
ferent line of development and is not 
ancestrally related to the present-day 
sloths of South America or to the 
ground sloths which survived in North 
America through the last ice ages. 

The stylinodont line became entirely 
extinct in Bridger time. Its remains 
are among the rarest of Eocene fos- 
sils. 

Another strange animal fossil found 
in this region is a paramys, or giant 
“squirrel.” With a skull three to four 
inches long, it probably was about 
the size of a woodchuck. Paramys 
was not a direct ancestor of the 
squirrels of today but belonged in the 
same general line of development. It 
apparently became extinct in Oligo- 
cene time while some of its smaller 
and more alert relatives went on to 
perpetuate their line. 

Here in the Bridger Basin, also, 
paleontologists have found fossil re- 
mains of hyrachyus, a small member 
of the general rhinoceros family with 
limbs adapted for swift running. One 
of the most common mammals in the 
Bridger deposits is the palaeosyops, 
one of the great and long since ex- 
tinct titanothere family which in- 
cluded the giants of the age. The 
titanotheres were vaguely like rhinoc- 
eroses of the present but are not in 
the same line of evolution. 





Mere Midgets 


Compared to the great Arizona 
meteorite, the biggest bombs dropped 
in the present war are midgets. The 
meteorite would have wiped Berlin or 
London off the map.

Royal Mourners, and a little later 
borne away for burial at Windsor 
Castle. 

Next is Westminster-Abbey. Enter- 
ing, we see, first, the Sanctuary, in 
which we see the Coronation chair, 
the Recognition chairs,. the Thrones, 
and the State chairs. 

The Cornation chair is supported by 
the Scottish Coronation Stone on 
which the old Scottish Kings were 
crowned. It was brought from Scone 
in 1226, by Edward I. Here every 
king, since William the Conqueror, 
has been crowned. We see the Coro- 
nation Theater. The Processional Car- 
pet in the nave, the Royal Box, and 
the High Altar. In the annex we see 
the bench for the Regalia, and above 
this the famous Royal tapestries. The 
Coronation of the king is performed 
under the direction of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. 

I would like to mention that all the 
cards described here, with the excep- 
tion of Westminster-Abbey and part 
of the funeral procession, are fine 
photographic cards, 





Churches of Spain 
(As noted by the post card album) 


The Churches of San Salvador and 
San Martin at Teruel are among the 
most beautiful in Spain, and afford 
examples that are perfect of the ap- 
plication of the delicate Arabic art to 
Christian uses. They date from the 
13th century. Both towers are 
pierced at the base with pointed 
arches, and in that of San Martin a 
street leads through the arch. The 
ornamentation is evidently the work 
of Moorish craftsmen—those delicate 
artists who were able to carve needle- 
work on stone. 

The Castle at Zaragosa has some 
traces of Moorish work. The gilded 
ceilings are traceable to the 13th cen- 
tury. One is said to be overlaid with 
the first gold which Columbus brought 
from America. There is a dungeon 
here, where, the unhappy lover of Le- 
nora, the heroine of “Il Trovatore,” 
languished in confinement. 

La Seo at Zaragosa is an ancient 
and sombre pile, whose beginnings 
antedate 290, when there was a 
Christian bishop in Zaragosa. When 
the Berbers came they turned the 
cathedral into a mosque, and it was 
reconsecrated to Christian worship in 
1119. Here, all the kings of Aragon 
were anointed and crowned. At one 
end of the choir is the statue of a 
canon, to whom tradition declares the 
Virgin spoke on this very spot.

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TANTALUM—A New Critical Mineral 


By VICTOR A. CROLEY 


INERAL collectors and _ pros- 
pectors can make a worthwhile 
contribution to the war effort and, 
incidentally, enrich themselves by 
making an intensive search for tanta- 
lum minerals: Tantalite, columbite, 
blomstrandine, and samarskite. 


Experimental research work with 
tantalum alloys indicate that here 
may be the best material yet dis- 
covered for making the wires, plates, 
screws, bars, and braces needed for 
support in mending broken bones. 
Silver, nickel, chromium plate and 
stainless steel alloys have all been 
tested in the past but found to be 
not wholly satisfactory. Since every 
foreign substance introduced into the 
body tissues causes some reaction, 
the great need in bone surgery has 
been the development of a metal 
that would not corrode in the flesh 
and bone, and would be free from 
irritating effects which probably 
cause boney lumps, and deforming 
or crippling scar tissue to grow around 
the mending bone. Some bone surgeons 
also have vague notions about harmful 
“iso-electric” effects which may be set 
up by the metallic implantations that 
have been used in the past. 

At present the most satisfactory,

widely used and completely “inert” 
material is a patented alloy called 
“vitallium.” This material, however, 
is very costly, and has an additional 
and serious drawback in that it must 
be cast. It can not be successfully 
drawn or machined. 


About three years ago, Dr. Gerald 
L. Burke of Vancouver, B. C., secured 
metallic tantalum from the University 
of California and conducted some very 
promising experiments with it. Dr. 
Robert H. Pudenz of the United States 
Navy became interested and did some 
further experimental work in repair- 
ing skull defects with plates of tanta- 
lum. His reports have just been pub- 
lished in the February 13, 1943, issue 
of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

The use of tantalum in bone surgery 
has not yet reachea the commerical 
stage but all possible speed should 
be exercised in this development be- 
cause of the large number of severe 
bone injuries resulting from the war. 
The lives of many of our wounded 
soldiers and their freedom from dis- 
abling after effects demands that our 
skilled bone surgeons be_ supplied 
with the finest and best materials 
available. 

Dr. Charles D. Humberd of Barnard, 
Mo., has had the foresight to point 
out that the necessary additional work 
with tantalum and its employment in 
bone surgery will depend to a con- 
siderable extent upon the discovery 
and commerical devetopment of an 
adequate supply of the mineral.

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Tantalum is not an unusually rare 
element. It is found in pegmatite 
dikes in many sections of the country, 
but unfortunately it seldom occurs in 
sufficiently large deposits to make 
commerical mining of it practical. 
Usually it is found associated with 
feldspar, beryl, etc. Dana’s Manual 
reports that the most abundant source 
of tantalum is the famous old Etta 
Tin Mine at Keystone, S. Dak., but 
most of the feldspar mines and work- 
ings throughout the Black Hills min- 
ing district contain the tantalum ores 
—tantalite and columbite in small 
quantities, but still sufficient to be 
profitably hand-picked by the opera- 
tors. 

Tantalite and columbite are so 
similar in structure and mineral con- 
tent that some mineralogists list them 
as one and the same. The ore is un- 
attractive, heavy, and dull black, but 
rich in tantalum. Blomstrandine and 
samarskite are more attractive miner- 
als but contain smaller percentages 
of tantalum. 

Before the experiments with tanta- 
lum in bone surgery, almost the sole 
use of this mineral was as an alloy 
for making the filament wires of in- 
candescent lamps. For this use, the 
market was limited and the demand 
and price uniform. 

New uses for this mineral will 
greatly increase the demand and price, 
and prospectors and mineral collectors 
on their field trips this year should 
be on the look-out for new deposits. 
Since it is most often found in small 
quantities, the necessary supply for 
surgical use in repairing the wounds 
of our soldiers will probably have to 
come from many collectors and pros- 
pectors each turning in a few pounds, 
rather than shipments in large quan- 
tities from producing mines. 

Most likely places to look for co- 
lumbite and tantalite are feldspar 
quarries, dumps, and even abandoned 
feldspar prospect holes. Feldspar is 
a common mineral and its value de- 
pends very largely upon the nearness 
of good highways or adequate trans- 
portation facilities, and also upon the 
freedom of the feldspar from iron and 
silicas which interfere with the milling 
of the feldspar ores. For this reason, 
many likely feldspar prospects have 
been abandoned when a few test blasts 
disclosed too much quartz or iron 
mixed with the feldspar. In at least 
one instance an inexperienced miner 
abandoned a feldspar prospect because 
he made the mistake of confusing 
columbite with iron ore. The mistake 
was an easy one since the heavy, 
black tantalum ore had a coating of 
rusty oxidation very much like iron 
ore. 

Be on the watch for tantalum ores 
on your field trips this summer. The 
mineral you find may help a wounded 
soldier’s bones to knit in a better, 
safer, more complete rehabilitation. 
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Egyptian Porphyry 
By W. C. ENGLISH 


O*% E of the noblest colored materials 
the world has ever known is the 
Egyptian Porphyry. Though popularly 
classed as a marble it is really a hard, 
volcanic rock capable of taking a bril- 
liant polish, and is one of the most 
durable decorative materials known. 
It was called porphyry (Greek por- 
phra-purple) because of its reddish- 
purple color which was very much 
like the Imperial purple of Ancient 
Rome. It has a fascinating history. 
It has been sought after from the 
earliest times, as one of the most 
precious building stones. Ancient 
writers differed as to the location of 
the ancient quarries which produced 
this stone. In recent years the quaries 
have been rediscovered at an altitude 
of 3650 feet. Arrangements are being 
completed to work them again. The 
blocks were formerly carried to the 
Nile, a distance of 96 miles, 


Fluorescent Formations 
in Arkansas Cave 


During the past 25 years over 
100,000 persons have visited Arkan- 
sas’s famous Diamond Cave in New- 
ton county according to the Arkansas 
Gazette, but it was not known until 
recently that a florescent chamber 
with fairy-like formations of yellow, 
blue, purple, violet and pink, was hid- 
den among its intricate passages. 

Richard Buhlis, mineralogist for 
the Arkansas Museum of Natural 
History and Antiquities, during a 
recent investigation of the cave found 
this chamber of spectacular beauty. 
An ultra violet ray electric torch 
known as the “mineralight” was used 
by Mr. Buhlis in this investigation. 

It was Mr. Buhlis, who in October, 
1927, first mapped out the cave pas- 
sages, and made several important 
discoveries. The last research, which 
he made, assisted by Cave Guide 
Searle A. Reynolds, was sponsored by 
the Arkansas Mineralogical Society.

Myrtle wood 
from Oregon which is the only place 
in the world where it is found, except 
the Holy Land. Teakwood from China, 
Koa wood from Hawaii. Among the 
beautiful woods I have catalogued are 
buffalo berry, lilac, Philippine mahog- 
any, black willow, osage orange, yew 
and inlays of mahogany, cedar and 
pine. Some unusual and clever shapes 
are snails, mushrooms, milk bottles, 
lamps, sawbucks and logs, axe stuck 
in log, the State of Idaho and the 
word, Ohio (the 2 “O’s” in the name 
form the shakers). I even have a pair 
made of sage brush from Old Wyom- 
ing. These are only a few of the most 
interesting ones in my collection. If 
any one, like myself, loves beautiful 
woods, I know of no better way to 
acquire specimens than in salt and 
pepper shakers.

“MNHERE were three brothers by the 
name of A------ , came from Eng- 


land at the same time!—and we were 


descended from one of them.” 

How many time we genealogists 
hear this exclamation from those tell- 
ing us of their ancestors, as though 
it were very strange and unusual! But 
we often speak of the “tradional three 
brothers”! 

Sometimes the name of one does not 
appear in printed records — perhaps 
even his first name was not known. 
He may have moved on to another 
section of the coast, or perhaps re- 
turned to England. And the records 
are sadly confused. 

And the reason for these three sons 
coming together? There are various 
theories on this, and all may be right. 
The families were large in those days 
and several sons might be maturing 
about the same time, and equal to 
carrying responsibility and going out 
“on their own.” Two might have been 
old enough to go alone and a younger 
one wanted to go and his father could 
trust the other two to look after him. 
But always the father could feel there 
was more safety in sending three to- 
gether instead of twd. 

This leads us to the Clap boys. 
There were two brothers in Devon- 
shire, Eng., Richard, and one whose 
name is not known. Edward and Roger 
were sons of the latter, and the 
“traditional three’ were Thomas, 
Nicholas and John, sons of Richard. 

Roger and probably his older 
brother came in “the good ship Mary 
and John,” arriving May 30, 1630. 
Their cousins came about the same 
time. 

In the Mary and John came also 
Thomas Ford and family, and some 
time after their arrival Roger Clap 
married Johanna, daughter of Thomas 
Ford, who was only 16% years old 
at the time of her marriage. 

The celebrated ministers, Rev. John

CLAPP Coat-of-Arms

in this boat, and all the passengers 
first settled in Dorchester, and were 
first settlers there. 

Later the Claps and Fords went 
with others of the church to Windsor, 
Conn. Edward was deacon of the 
ckurch for 25 years. The others were 
also deacons, Thomas and Nicholas, 
in Scituate, Mass. 

Nicholas was a juror. His sons were 
Nathaniel, Ebenezor, and Noah. 

Naturally one thinks of all the 
Clapps across New York state and the 
middle northwest, as descendants of 
these five young adventurers, 

But George Gibson Clapp, born in 
England, came to America in 1666 and 
settled in South Carolina. Later the 
family moved to Westchester Co., 
New York, and have descendants in 
many states. 

Roger Clapp, of the New England 
quintet, was perhaps the most promi- 
nent, at least most has been printed 
about him. 

He was Captain of “The Castle,” 
the strongest fortress of the province 
of Conn. 

Sydney Strong, a descendant of 
Elder John Strong, who was a friend 
of the Claps, edited Roger Claps’ 
“Memoirs,” and this book may be 
found in some libraries, usually in the 
rare book section. 

In this Memoirs, Roger Clap had said 
he was born in Alleorn, England, 
April 6, 1609, that his “outward estate 
was not great — not above 80 pounds 
a year.” 

The Claps, Strongs, Newberrys, 
Fords, and others, came to America 
to start a religious community free 
from persecutions of the “established 
church.” 

You will enjoy his quaint language 
in the relating of the days of the 
journey: 

“T gave you a hint toward the be- 
ginning, that I came out of Plymouth 
in Devon, the 20th day of March, 
and arrived at Nantasket (now Hull) 
the 30th day of May, 1630. Now this 
is to further infomu you that there 
came nany Godly families in that 
ship. We were passengers many in 
number (besides seamen) of good 
rank. Two of our magistrates came 
with us, viz.: Mr. Rossiter and Mr. 
Ludlow. These Godly people resolved 
to leave together; and therefore they 
had made choice of those two servants 
of God, Mr. John Warham, and Mr. 





Warham and Rev. John Maverick wereJohn Maverick to be their ministers, 
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so they kept a solemn Day of Fasting 
in New Hospital in Plymouth in Eng- 
land, spending it in preaching and 
praying; where that worthy man of 
God, Mr. John White of Dorchester 
in Dorset, was present and preached 
unto us the Word of God, in the fore 
part of the day, and in the latter part 
of the day, as the people did solemnly 
make choice of and call those Godly 
ministers to be their officers, so also 
the Revd. Mr. Warham and Mr. 
Maverick did accept thereof and ex- 
pressed the same. So we came, by the 
good Hand of the Lord, through the 
deep comfortably; having preaching 
or expounding of the word of God 
every day for ten weeks together by 
our ministers.” 

Mr. Strong sums up some of Roger 
Clap’s philosophy as follows: “Watch 
your hearts, your ears, your eyes, 
your tongues, your family worship 
that it not be neglected, and especially 
not to neglect secret prayer.” Finally, 
“Live in love and peace among your- 
selves.” 

Sydney Strong also writes, “Roger 
Clap left the Castle in 1686 and re- 
moved to the South End of Boston, 
and associated with the South Church 
there. He died, after a fortnight’s ill- 
ness, Feb. 2, 1690/1, in his 82nd year, 
and was buried in the old burying 
place in Boston; the military officers 
going before the corpse, and next to 
the relations, the Governor and the 
whole General Court following after; 
and the guns firing at the Castle at 
the same time.” 

The Clapp or Clap family is trace- 
able to Vermondois in 544 A. D. There 
was an Osgood Clapa who was a 
Danish noble in the court of Comte, 
France. There is then a possibility of 
intermarriage at that time, accounting 
for the family moving from France 
to England. 

COAT-OF-ARMS 

Vaire gules and argent, a quarter 
azure charged with the sun in its 
splendor, or. Crest—A pike naiant 
proper. 

This Coat-of-Arms is registered 
under the name Clapp in Burke’s 
General Armory and confirmed in 
Fairbairn’s Book of Crests. It is also 
to be found in a Clapp genealogy and 
in other publications featuring this 
family. 

This picture was not drawn with the 
color code as usual, but comparison 
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with the next paragraph will make 
the coloring clear. 

Translated in non-Heraldic terms: 
A vaire-fur shield (represented by 
tiny shields placed alternately) of 
red (gules) and silver (argent). The 
upper right quarter of the shield 
is blue, charged with a gold sun. The 
crest is a pike in swimming position 
(naiant), and of natural color (prop- 
er). 

Robes of nobility were often fur- 
lined, and the fur worn by different 
ranks was also represented in painting 
on a shield. Vaire was a little gray 
squirrel-like animal, and usually was 
colored blue and silver to simulate 
gray, in which case no color descrip- 
tion after the word was necessary; 
but here the colors are described as 
red and silver. 

More often we find a canton, (or 
1/3 of the area of the shield bearing 
a symbol) than the quarter shown 
here. The ‘sun in its splendour” is a 
very significant symbol, and is always

War Memorabilia 


A, well as being the largest manu- 

facturer of candy in the Middle 
West during the Nineties, the late 
Charles F. Gunther, was owner of 
one of the largest collections of Civil 
War relics in the country, according 
to some recent findings of Marcia 
Winn, feature writer, for the Chicago 
Tribune. 

For a while, according to Miss 
Winn, he used the four upper floors 
of his Chicago retail candy store as 
a free museum where he _ housed, 
among other things, the first Egyp- 
tian mummy brought to the United 
States. Finally, his collection became 
so large that he built the Chicago’s 


original Coliseum, then called Libby . 


prison; it’s exterior was a _ perfect 
reproduction of the Civil War prison 
at Richmond, Va. It even contained 
a facsimile of the secret tunnel 
through which hundreds of Union 
soldiers burrowed their way to free- 
dom. 

Later Mr. Gunther gave the col- 
lection to the Chicago Historical So- 
ciety, and private enterprise bought 
the building, renaming it the Coli- 
seum.

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_ two generations after the 
development of printing from 
movable type, enterprising printers 
realized the possibilities of publishing 
news. The earliest form of news- 
paper was the news-book, a type illus- 
trated in the Newe Zeytung, printed 
at Nuremberg in 1515. At the great 
commercial fairs, such as those held 
at Frankfort and Nuremberg, book- 
sellers offered for sale these little vol- 
umes of news, which were sometimes 
bought by foreign merchants, carried 
home, and translated into the lan- 
guage of the country. Thus began 
the first printed dissemination of 
news in Europe. From the beginning 
the subject matter of these books was 
the spectacular, the strange, and the 
wonderful, themes dictated in part by

public taste and in part by necessity, 
since printers dared not meddle in 
political and state matters even in 
the mildest way. 

Akin in theme to the early news- 
books were the news-sheets known as 
broadsides, sometimes in prose but 
more often in ballad verse, which re- 
counted sensational events such as the 
birth or appearance of strange mon- 
sters, blazing comets seen in the skies, 
fires, murders, and other untoward 
happenings. The editorial was faint- 
ly foreshadowed by the broadside- 
author’s commentary upon, and inter- 
pretation of, the events recorded. Oc- 
casionally b ballads of good advice and 
counsel added to the variety. Broad- 
sides were distributed by ballad-ven- 
dors—the counterpart of modern 
newsboys—who wandered through the 
streets with a pile of the news-sheets 
on their arms, singing their wares 
to a tune frequently designated in the 
broadside ballad offered for sale. 

With the increase of travel and 
exploration, in the late years of the 
sixteenth century, came a renewed 
interest in news-books and a multi- 
plication of relations of voyages; 
these pamphlets were frequently pub- 
lished as letters from a returning 
traveler or ship captain. Early in the 
seventeenth century Nathaniel Butter, 
a printer, adopted the idea from the 
Dutch of printing news-books in a 
numbered series. These books were 
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known as corantos, and purported to 
give foreign news of those countries 
most intimately connected with Eng- 
land by commerce and politics. What 
passed for political news was still, 
for safety’s sake, vague and noncom- 
mittal. 

With the relaxation of a strong 
central control in government, which 
followed the outbreak of the Puritan 
revolution in the 1640’s, came a new 
development in journalism — the 
growth of a controversial press. Peri- 
odicals bearing the title of Mercurius 
this and Mercurius that emerged to 
express the opinions of the particular 
party which they represented. Free- 
dom of the press was not yet a reality, 
but it was foreshadowed in the in- 
ability even of Cromwell’s government 
to control the press and in the voices 
of men like Milton raised in behalf 
of free speech. 

After the Restoration of Charles 
II to the throne the first regular 
newspaper, in the modern sense, was 
established, originally as the Oxford 
Gazette (1665), later changed to the 
London Gazette. The Gazette, a bi- 
weekly, voiced the political views of 
the government and published such 
news as the authorities saw fit to 
release. Parliament’s temporary re- 
fusal in 1679 to re-enact stringent 
legislation to curb the publication of 
newspapers resulted in the rapid 
multiplication of journals, some of 
which were critical of the government, 
but freedom of the press was not 
finally secured until 1695. 

In the light of modern journalistic 
development, several of the papers 
founded at the end of the seventeenth 
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century are of unusual interests. 
Domestick Intelligence (1681), a pa- 
per given away to subscribers, was 
one of the earliest attempts to pub- 
lish a paper chiefly as an advertising 
medium. A journal devoted to what 
today would be called “features,” 
was the Athenian Gazette (1691), 
changed after its first issue to the 
Athenian Mercury. It included a 
question-and-answer service that was 
conducted with much spirit and 
humor. 

The Revolution of 1688, which in- 
creased the constitutional rights of 
the people, brought greater freedom 
for the press. From that time on- 
ward, newspapers as organs both of 
news and opinion multiplied. The first 
daily newspaper worthy the name, 
the Daily Courant, was founded in 
1702. Seven years later came the 
establishment of the Tatler, followed 
by the Spectator in 1711. The essays 
by Richard Steele and Joseph Addison 
which graced these journals became 
the models of urbane editorial opinion 
of that day, and begot many journal- 
istic imitations. 

One of the most famous journalists 
of the early eighteenth century was 
Daniel Defoe, editor of the Review 
(1704) and of Mist’s Journal (1717- 
20). His Robinson Crusoe, which ap- 
peared in the London Post (1719), 
has the distinction of being one of 
the first books to be reprinted as a 
newspaper serial story. 

Throughout the eighteenth century, 
English journalism was bitter with 
the acrimony of party strife. News 
was subordinated to the political 
battles of the Whigs and Tories. One 
forward step was made, however, 
which helped to establish the rights 
of the press to publish news in the 
public interest. In 1771 George III 
was baffled in his efforts to prevent 
the publication of the proceedings of 
Parliament, and the press was victor 
in one more effort for free expression. 
By the end of the eighteenth century, 
the emphasis was slowly shifting 
from editorial expression to news, 
and, though the process was very 
gradual, the development in the nine- 
tenth century of news interest and 
news-gathering facilities resulted in 
the modern newspaper. 

Journalistic history in America 
closely paralleled tendencies in Eng- 
land in the same periods. Benjamin 
Harris made an attempt to establish 
a paper in Boston in 1690 under the 
title of Publick Occurrences Both 
Foreign and Domestick. After the 
first issue the authorities, fearful of 
such unusual proceedings, suppressed 
it. It was not until fourteen years 
later that a paper was successfully 
launched in Boston, by John Camp- 
bell, under the title of the Boston 
News-Letter, which ran for seventy- 
two years. James Franklin, brother 
of Benjamin Franklin, was succes- 
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sively publisher of the Boston Gazette 
(1719) and the New England Courant 
(1721)—the latter a journal to which 
his sixteen-year-old brother contribu- 
ted. Benjamin Franklin himself be- 
came part owner of the Pennsylvania 
Gazette in 1729, less than a year after 
it was begun. This paper was one of 
the most important of the early 
American journals. Throughout the 
colonies newspapers sprang up in in- 
creasing numbers in the last half of 
the eighteenth century. The political 
agitations preceding the Revolution 
were stimulated by the newspaper 
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controversies on both sides. After the 
Revolution the newspapers rapidly 
grew into party organs, as they had 
done in England, and developed in 
the nineteenth century the pictures- 
que personal journalism of Dana, 
Greeley, Bennett, and, later, of Henry 
Watterson. The personalities of such 
editors preserved an interest in edi- 
torial opinion in America long after 
the publishing of news had become 
the predominant function of news- 
papers. — Henry E. Huntington Lib- 
rary and Art Gallery, San Marino, 
Calif. 





WHEN OUR COUNTRY WAS YOUNG 


| “jesester a book published in 1836, 

entitled “Book of the United 
States,” we take these extracts de- 
scribing the various cities of the coun- 
try. Some of the larger cities such 
as Chicago, Cleveland, Minneapolis, 
Kansas City and others are not even 
mentioned. In Illinois one of the larg- 
est cities is a town by the name of 
Brookville which is described, and 
of course, Kaskaskia, now almost ex- 
tinct, and Galena. It is hard to realize 
the country has made the advance in 
107 years that is shown by these 
descriptions. 


Detroit, the capital of Michigan ter- 
ritory, is situated on the bank of the 
river of the same name. During the 
French jurisdiction, it was the farthest 
post on the lakes except Macinac. 
Since 1815, this town has rapidly 
improved; before, it was small and 
of no importance except in a military 
view. It is famous for the siege here 
sustained by Major Gladwyn against 
the united tribes of Indians under 
Pontiac, and for its surrender to the 
British forces in the year 1812, by 
General Hull. The ground plan of the 
city of Detroit is laid out like that 
of Washington, and the buildings are 
very much scattered. The jail, state 
house, and two churches, constitute 
the chief public buildings. The Erie 
canal has done much to increase the 
prosperity of this town, and the Ohio 
canal will give it an additional im- 
pulse. Population about two thousand 
five hundred. 

The streets of Detroit are generally 
crowded with Indians of one tribe or 
other, who collect here to sell their 
skins; at night, all those who are not 
admitted into private houses, and re- 
main there quietly, are turned out -of 
the town, and the gates shut upon 
them. The French inhabitants em- 
ployed upon the lakes and rivers are 
very dexterous watermen, and will 
navigate a small bark in a rough sea 
with incredible skill. They have noth- 
ing like enterprise in business, and 
are very fond of music, dancing, and 
smoking tobacco; the women have 
generally lively and expressive coun- 
tenances. 

The fort stands on a low ridge, in 


the rear of the town, at the distance 
of about two hundred vards. From the 
summit of this ridge, the country 
gradually subsides to a low swampy 
plain, from five to nine miles across, 
covered with thick groves of young 
timber. Beyond this plain commences 
a surface moderately hilly. 


Natchez, a city of Mississippi, and 
much the largest town of the state, 
stands on a bluff, upwards of one 
hundred and fifty feet above the sur- 
face of the river. The houses have 
an air of neatness, though few are 
distinguished for elegance or size. To 
enable the inhabitants to enjoy the 
evening air, almost every house has 
a piazza and balcony. The soil of the 
adjoining country is rich, and vegeta- 
tion of most kinds attains to un- 
common luxuriance; the gardens are 
ornamented with orange trees, figs, 
plums, peaches, and grape-vines. 
Natchez is the principal town in this 
region for the shipment of cotton to 
New Orleans, and at the business 
seasons the streets are almost barri- 
caded with bales. In this place is the 
Planters’ bank, with a capital of three 
millions. 

The reputation of Natchez in regard 
to morals seems to be rather at a 
discount. The lower town is said to 
have a worse character than any other 
place on the river; and, particularly 
in the spring, to present a congrega- 
tion of the most abandoned and des- 
perate. The following picture by a 
recent traveller is probably over- 
charged: “In the evening a steamer 
stops at Natchez to land or take in 
goods, the passengers observe several 
houses lighted up, and hear the sounds 
of fiddles and merriment, and they 
run up to see what is going on; they 
find men and women dancing, gamb- 
ling and drinking; the bell of the 
steamboat rings to announce that she 
is about to continue her voyage, the 
lights in the houses of entertainment 
are immediately extinguished, and the 
passengers run out, afraid of being 
too late for the boat, and run down 
toward the landing; ropes are drawn 
across the road, the passengers fall 
heels over head, a number of stout 
ruffians throw themselves upon them, 
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and strip them of their money and 
watches, and they get on board in 
doleful plight, and of course never 
see or hear more of their plunderers!” 
Population, three thousand. 

New Orleans, is called the “wet 
grave,” because, in digging “the nar- 
row house,” water rises within 
eighteen inches of the surface. Coffins 
are therefore sunk three or four feet, 
by having holes bored in them, and 
two black men stand on them till they 
fill with water, and reach the bottom 
of the moist tomb. Some people are 
particular, and dislike this immersion 
after death; and, therefore, those who 
can afford it have a sort of brick 
oven built on the surface of the 
ground, at one end of which the coffin 
is introduced, and the door herme- 
tically closed; but the heat of the 
southern sun on this “white sep- 
luchre,” must bake the body inside, 
so that there is but a choice of dis- 
agreeables after all. The plan on 
which penitentiaries are built, has 
suggested to the Louisianians a new 
plan for interment: a broad brick wall 
is built with rows of cells on each 
side, and in these the dead are laid 
to wait for the awful blast of the 
angel Gabriel, when the dead shall 
burst the crements of the tomb, and 
come forth to judgment. 

Though it was the season of dis- 
ease and death, yet the gamblers still 
continued to reap their harvest in the 
city. Night after night I was kept 
awake by the roulette table in the 
neighboring house; and it is said that 
a revenue of thirty-five thousand dol- 
lars a year is derived by the city from 
licensed gambling houses, which sum 
supports a hospital. Cock-fighting is 
a favorite amusement with both 
whites and colored, and vice in every 
shape seems to hold high carnival in 
this city of the great valley. How- 
ever, let no one judge of America 
from New Orleans, for it is alto- 
gether sui generis; and, above all, 
let no future traveller visit it in 
autumn, unless he wishes “to shake 
off this mortal coil,” and save the 
coroner some trouble. 

Cincinnati, the largest town in Ohio, 
is handsomely built, and, surrounded 
by a range of fine wooded hills, which 
command a beautiful prospect. The 
plain on which it is situated occupies 
about four square miles; the height 
of the rising ground above the alluvial 
plain is about fifty feet. The popula- 
tion is much mixed, being composed 
of emigrants from atl parts of the 
union, and most of the countries of 
Europe. Its progressive increase has 
been most wonderful. In 18138, Cin- 
cinnati numbered about four thousand 
inhabitants; in 1820, ten thousand; in 
1832, more than thirty thousand. 

It has extensive flour and sawmills, 
worked by steam, and various manu- 
factures. The public buildings are 
twenty-four churches, the College, 
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Athenaeum, Medical College, Me- 
chanics’ Institute, four market houses, 
a theatre, two museums, a famous and 
tasteless bazaar, a bank for the 
United States branch, court house, and 
other edifices. The charitable and 
religious associations are numerous. 
There are sixteen periodical publica- 
tions. There are three city insurance 
companies, and two branches of com- 
panies at Hartford, Connecticut. 
Water is furnished for the inhabitants 
from the Ohio River, and is distributed 
over the town at an average expense 
of eight dollars for a family. 

Vast remains of ancient fortifica- 
tions, embankments, stone walls, 
earthen mounds, the latter containing 
rude stone coffins filled with human 
bones, have been discovered within the 
precincts of this town; and many 
curious articles dug up, composed of 
jasper, rock crystal, cannel-coal, cop- 
per, sculptural representations on 
different substances, altogether tend- 
ing to prove that this country was 
formerly inhabited by a race of men 
very different from the present 
American Indian, 

Buffalo, delightfully situated near 
the margin of lake Erie, three hun- 
dred and twenty-seven miles from 
Albany, and twenty-two from the falls 
of Niagara, is a place of considerable 
importance, and the emporium of the 
lake commerce. The principal streets 
are from sixty-six to one hundred feet 
wide; these are intersected by others 
of equal width, and as many of the 
houses are of brick, two and three 
stories high, they make a neat and 
handsome appearance. Buffalo, stand- 
ing on the great road leading from 
Albany to Ohio, possesses natural 
advantages for trade, equal to any 
internal place in the United States. 

Its harbor is singularly fitted for 
the two kinds of navigation that are 
here brought together, the entrance 
from the lake being sheltered by the 
point on which the light-house is 
erected, and the two small rivers 
which here unite their waters afford- 
ing every convenience for landing and 
re-shipping goods; a number of basins 
and lateral canals communicate with 
the great canal. This harbor is 
thronged with steamboats and every 
kind of water craft; it is one of the 
most busy and bustling places in the 
country. 

“In Buffalo,” says a recent writer, 
“the miserable descendants of the 
Iroquois or Six Nations may constant- 
ly be seen in the streets. The Senecas 
have three villages within nine miles. 
If any man wishes to observe the 
effect of an intercourse between 
whites and Indians, let him go to 
Buffalo. There he may see red men, 
reeling drunk in the streets, begging 
in the most abject manner for liquor, 
and the women in the lowest stage of 
moral and physical degradation. They 
are in some measure civilized, some

of them having adopted the costume 
of the whites, and living by the cul- 
tivation of the soil. Should they con- 
tinue to reside in their present dwell- 
ing-place, it is hoped that the change 
will be complete. When the chase will 
no longer afford them a subsistence; 
when they are completely hemmed 
in by the whites, they must of neces- 
sity have recourse to agriculture for 
the means of living, and knowledge 
must be the attendant of industry— 
but as long as they are able to live, 
no matter how wretchedly, in idleness, 
they will not work, and will continue 
to retrograde.” Population, eight 
thousand seven hundred. 

Bangor is a flourishing town of 
Penobscot county, Maine, situated 
thirty-five miles above Castine. It is 
built upon the banks of the rivers 
Kenduskeag and Penobscot. The in- 
crease of this town within a few 
years has been very surprising. Build- 
ing-lots near the centre of the town, 
that in 1832 were held at three hun- 
dred dollars, are now valued at eight 
hundred or a thousand. Woodlands at 
three, four, five miles distance, that 
were then sold at five, seven, or ten 
dollars the acre, are now selling from 
twenty to fifty. Rents and all market- 
able commodities are proportionably 
high. 

“Bangor,” says a correspondent of 
the Portland Advertiser, “has much 
the appearance of a hundred villages 
springing up on the non-slave-holding 
side of the Ohio, with this difference, 
that the buildings there are chiefly 
of wood, cheaply built, and hastily 
thrown up; and here they are fine 
blocks of brick with granite fronts, or 
handsome white houses that would do 
credit to any estate in Virginia or 
Carolina. I do not remember seeing 
what can be called a miserable house 
in Bangor. The Exchange is a building 
that would do credit to many of our 
large cities. The churches are numer- 
ous, and often elegantly built. Already 
they are numerous for a city; and 
it is such a spectacle that distin- 
guishes New England; for no where, 
not even in the middle states, are such 
churches, and so numerous to be seen, 
as any village in New England of any 
size can exhibit.” 

The water power in this vicinity is 
said to be superior to that of any 
town in the United States. Its present 
great source of wealth is the lumber 
business, which has been carried on 
to a very great extent. Thirty years 
ago, Bangor was a wilderness; ac- 
cording to the last census, its popula- 
tion was two thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-seven; but it has much in- 
creased within three years. 

Hartford, city, the capital of Hart- 
ford county, and, jointly with New 
Haven, the seat of government of 
Connecticut. It stands on the western 
bank of the Connecticut, at the head 
of sloop navigation. It is handsomely 
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built, and contains many fine public 
edifices, among which are a Gothic 
church, much admired for its archi- 
tecture; a state house, a deaf and 
dumb asylum, a retreat for the insane, 
and a seminary called Washington 
college, This institution was founded 
in 1826. Hartford enjoys a consider- 
able commerce with Boston, New 
York, and the southern cities. The 
bookselling trade is carried on here 
extensively, and there is much inland 
traffic with the towns on the Con- 
necticut, and in the neighborhood. On 
the opposite bank of the river is East 
Hartford, which is connected with the 
city by a bridge. The inhabitants point 
out to the stranger an ancient oak 
tree which bears the name of the 
Charter Oak, and is interesting on 
account of its connection with our 
early history. Population, nine thou- 
sand eight hundred. 

Norwich, a city of New London 
county, Connecticut, situated at the 
head of navigation on Thames river, 
contains three compact settlements; 
Tucket and Yantic rivers, is the 
principle. Its location is peculiarly 
romantic; and it is a place of much 
enterprise and business. What is called 
the town is two miles northwest of 
Chelsea, containing the court house, 
and some other public buildings; and 
the third settlement is Bean Hill, in 
the western part of Norwich. The city 
contains a bank, four or five churches, 
and several manufacturing establish- 
ments. The Yantic falls, one mile 
from Chelsea, are beautiful, and afford 
facilities for mills and manufactories. 
From a rock seventy or eighty feet 
in height, which overhangs the 
stream, tradition says a number of 
Narragansetts once precipitated them- 
selves when pursued by the Mohegans. 

On an elevated bank, north of what 
is called the cove, and near the Yantic 
falls, is the burying-ground of the 
royal family of the Mohegans, com- 
monly called “the burying-ground of 
the Uncasses.” Many of their graves 
are still designated by coarse stones; 
on some of which are English in- 
scriptions. Uncas was buried here, and 
many of his descendants; but his 
family is now nearly extinct. There 
are one or two living who claim a 
kindred, but who have very little of 
the magnanimity or valor for which 
he was so conspicuous. Population of 
Norwich, about five thousand two 
hundred. 

Rochester, in Monroe county, in the 
western part of Now York, is the most 
populous and important village in the 
state. Its growth has been wonder- 
fully rapid. Twenty years ago there 
was a wild uninhabited tract, where 
now is a flourish population of more 
than twelve thousand people. This 
growth has been owing to the passage 
of the Erie canal through the town, 
thus furnishing a conveyance to the 
numerous manufacturers which the 


great water power of the Gennessee 
enabled them to carry on. The canal 
crosses the river three hundred yards 
above the falls. For the distance of 
three-quarters of a mile in the village, 
the river is walled with hammer- 
dressed stone, to the height of from 
ten to twenty feet. The power which 
is furnished by this river, in the 
course of two miles at this place, at 
low water, is equal to that of six 
hundred and forty steam engines of 
twenty horse-power each. The manu- 
factories are very numerous; they 
consist of sixteen flour mills, four 
woolen factories, two of cotton, three 
marble, and others of almost every 
description. There are twelve religious 
and seventeen benevolent societies; 
the literary institutions are numerous, 
and there are many well-conducted 
schools. The receipts of the canal 
toll office of this town are larger than 
those of any town in the state, except 
Albany. Population in 1815, three hun- 
dred and thirty-one; in 1832, thirteen 
thousand.* 


*Rochester is a place worth seeing. 
Twenty years ago there was not a 
house in the neighborhood, and now 
there is a town, containing thirteen 
thousand good Americans and true, 
with churches, banks, theatres, and 
all other oppidan appurtenances to 
match. Such growth is more like 
forcing in a hot-bed, than the natural 
progress of human vegetation, For a 
great deal of its prosperity, Rochester 
is indebted to the Erie canal, which 
brought its advantageous proximity to 
lake Ontario into full play. The canal 
runs through the center of the town, 
and crosses the Gennessee by an 
aqueduct, which, according to the 
Northern Tourist, “cost rising of 
eighty thousand dollars,” whatever 
sum that may amount to. There are 
several streets in Rochester which 
might be backed at reasonable odds 
against any in Hull or Newcastle, to 
say nothing of Cork, Falmouth, or 
Berwick-upon-Tweed. The appearance 
of the shops indicates the prevalence 
of respectable opulence. Those of the 
jewellers display a stock of Paris 
trinkets and silver snuff-boxes. There 
are silks and Leghorn bonnets for the 
seduction of the ladies, and the win- 
dows of the tailors are adorned by 
colored prints of gentlemen in tight- 
fitting swallow-tails, with the epi- 
graph, “New York fashions for May.” 
—Men and Manners in America. 

St. Louis, city and seat of justice 
of St. Louis county, Missouri, is situ- 
ated on the right bank of the Missis- 
sippi river, twenty miles below its 
junction with the Missouri. It was 
founded in 1774, but remained a mere 
village under the French and Spanish 
colonial governments. Its situation is 
similar to that of Cincinnati. The 
principle street is more than a mile 
in length. “In 1814,” says Mr. Flint, 
“there were but few American houses 
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in the place. There were a few stone 
houses covered with plaster. The cir- 
cular stone forts beyona the town, 
white with plaster, and the hoariness 
of age, together with the whiteness 
of the houses in general, from the 
French fashion of annual white-wash- 
ing, gave the town a romantic and 
imposing appearance, when seen from 
a distance, With the exception of two 
or three aristocratic establishments, 
when contemplated near at hand, the 
houses were mean, frail, and uncom- 
fortable establishments. The streets 
were narrow and dirty, and it was in 
fact a disagreeable town. A new im- 
pulse was given by American laws, 
enterprise, and occupancy. Most of the 
houses, that have been added within 
the last ten years, have been of brick 
or stone. Some of the public buildings 
are handsome. The French have com- 
municated to the people a taste for 
gardening, and there are a number of 
very handsome gardens in and about 
the town. Very few towns in the 
United States, or the world, have a 
more mixed population. Among the 
original inhabitants, there is no in- 
considerable sprinkling of Indian 
blood. The American population pre- 
dominates over the French, and is 
made up. of emigrants from all the 
states. It is a central point in the 
Mississippi valley for emigrants from 
all the adventures of every character. 
Making due allowance for this circum- 
stance, the people are generally quiet 
and decent in the manners.” Popula- 
tion, about seven thousand. 

Worcester, seat of Justice of Wor- 
cester county, Massachusetts, forty 
miles west by south of Boston, is one 
of the most flourishing towns in New 
England, and is a great thoroughfare 
for travellers. It lies principably on 
one long and broad street, nearly level, 
and shaded with fine trees. It con- 
tains the usual county buildings, four 
churches, and the Massachusetts 
Lunatic hospital, a spacious structure 
of brick, admirably arranged, and cal- 
culated for the accommodation of one 
hundred and twenty patients. The 
American Antiquarian society was 
founded and endowed by the late 
Isaiah Thomas; it was a handsome 
building, containing a hall, a valuable 
cabinet, and a library of eight thou- 
sand volumes, including many ancient 
and rare works of American history. 
There are three printing offices, which 
issue four weekly newspapers. The 
Blackstone canal terminates in this 
town, and furnishes boat navigation 
to Providence. A railroad from Boston 
to Worcester has been commenced, 
and is in a state of rapid progress. 
This town was first settled in 1674, 
and at an early period suffered much 
from the attacks of the Indians. It 
was called Quinsigamond by the 
natives. Population, four thousand two 
hundred and seventy-one.

Cigarette Lighters 


le years ago, for a stunt night 
party, Karl J. Rupprecht, of Pitts- 
burgh, wrote and played in a sketch 
entitled “A Cigarette Lighter Fiend’s 
Dilemma.” The skit aroused his curi- 
osity to the extent that he made up 
his mind to find out how many dif- 
ferent types of cigarette lighters 
really existed. He has found over 
300, many of which were recently ex- 
hibited in a Pittsburgh Theatre. 
Mr. Rupprecht secured most of his 
lighters he says, by combing every 
store in Pittsburgh and vicinity, as 


well as the entire East Side of New 
York, and parts of Cleveland, 
Youngstown, and on to Windsor, Can- 
ada. He has walked over one thou- 
sand miles, he estimates, in order to 
find the items in his collection. While 
he was at it, he did his best to get 
a history of as many of his lighters 
as possible, and, in doing so, he un- 
covered some interesting stories. 
One of his most unusual lighters— 
the one with a French coin at one 
end, and an Italian coin at the other 
—was made by a Pittsburgh soldier 
at Verdun in 1918, who later gave his

and was buried at the place where 
he made the lighter. 

Another is a 75 mm. shell lighter 
that was made by another soldier of 
1918, who is now in charge of an 
Indian Reservation near Custer’s last 
battlefield. 

A lighter, shaped like a bull dog, 
is an English import, and was ac- 
quired in hobbyist fashion — it 
was swapped for some vases an IIli- 
nois collector wanted. 
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HE ADVERTISING of a Kansas 

City, Mo., dealer was recently re- 
moved from HOBBIES’ columns. This 
action grew out of a complaint of a 
Texas party who bought a piece rep- 
resented as Capo di Monte. The dealer 
had furnished us good references, in- 
cluding one bank. Shortly after his 
advertising appeared, we began to get 
letters from Kansas City dealers 
advising us that we might have some 
trouble with this advertiser and that 
some of his stock was in reality 
owned by other parties. 

The party who purchased the piece 
was willing to take a five-dollar loss on 
it for the trouble and expense of 
shipping. They also reported the mat- 
ter to the Better Business Bureau of 
Kansas City for investigation. The 
dealer agreed with them that the 
buyer should ship the piece to the 
publisher of HOBBIES Magazine and 
if he pronounced it other than Capo 
di Monte, the dealer would take it 
back, The piece was shipped here and 
we pronounced it fraudulent. How- 
ever, to back up our own judgment 
we took it to several of the best ex- 
perts on china and porcelain in the 
city and each one pronounced it a 
misrepresentation, though it was 
crudely marked with an “N.” 

The dealer then changed his position 
and refused to make good on the piece. 
In writing to his’ references further, 
his bank said that he had carried a 
small account with them while he 
was running a hamburger stand. This 
seems to bear out the statements of 
Kansas City dealers that someone 
else was furnishing him material. 

He then sent us more advertising, 
together with the money, which we 
refused to accept. Apparently the fel- 
low knows little about antiques and 
was being used as a front for some- 
one who is the guilty party. 

The trouble with these instances is 
that when the government officials 
get interested in the case, the culprit 
will invariably settle and avoid prose- 
cution. What we need is some people 
who will stand up and prosecute. 

HOBBIES is determined that its 
columns must not be used for these 
purposes, Dealers using our columns 
cannot hide behind the excuse that 
they did not know what they were 


selling. Whoever poses as a dealer in. 


antiques must take the responsibility 


of knowing his goods. Ignorance of 
them is no reason for misrepresenta- 
tion, neither morally nor legally. The 
real peddlers of these “antiques” run 
around the country finding someone 
who will sell out for a few dollars 
by becoming a front for them and 
taking the chances of being the goat 
for prosecution. Now is the time, since 
the antique business must be carried 
on largely by mail, for the trade to 
protect itself. Responsible and repre- 
sentative dealers should join in the 
movement to obtain a conviction with 
a prison sentence as an example to 
those carrying on misrepresentation 
through the mails. This will cost a 
little money for legal advice to co- 
operate with the government at- 
torneys, post office inspectors, etc., 
together with costs of transportation 
and expenses for witnesses. 

Our income tax shows we lost $3,600 
last year publishing this magazine, 
yet HOBBIES will donate $100 toward 
this fund if others in the trade will 
join to raise $500 to help in a prosecu- 
tion. We will publish the names of 
all dealers who contribute to this 
fund, no matter how small a sum.

The unrivaled collection of Wash- 
ington Porter of Chicago was re- 
cently dispersed, much to the discredit 
of the city. Porter made the mistake 
of throwing a few champagne parties 
which got publicity and the politicians 
proceeded to soak him for $6500 a 
year personal property taxes on his 
collection. Had he been properly han- 
dled that magnificent assembly could 
probably have been kept as an asset 
of the city, going to some organiza- 
tion. The late George Harding deeded 
his home, containing the finest col- 
lection of armor and firearms in 
America, to the city. Besides, he had 
a splendid collection of antique musi- 
cal instruments and oil paintings. 
Vincent Bendix gave up his idea of 
housing his collection in the old Pot- 
ter Palmer home. A proper civic 
organization could have saved more 
of these attractions as a permanent 
asset to the city. Thousands of people 
journey every year to the pilgrimage 
at Natchez to see the old homes of 
that section. Many of them are not 
worth the time to bother with. Two 
tours would cover everything worth 
seeing in that old city. The Natchez 
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Pilgrimage is worthy, but there are 
too many tours going to places that 
are not worth the time. 

Chicago had, and still has, possibili- 
ties for tours of this kind among the 
old homes of the city, homes of fami- 
lies known to every child in America, 
that would put in the shade some of 
these Southern tours that have at- 
tracted so many visitors of late. 


What a tour it would have made 
for thousands of visitors to take thru 
the old south side; the Porter, Hard- 
ing, Glessner, Field, Kimball homes 
and Hobbies Museum. 


This should have been the business 
of a civic organization, or, better 
still, the Chicago Plan Commission, 
who could have gone about it officially. 
Chicago is so big that what is every- 
body’s business is nobody’s business. 
We lost a great civic asset when we 
allowed some of our most magnificent 
homes, from the standpoint of archi- 
tecture and interiors, to be wrecked. 
Often the owners would have given 
them to a charitable institution or 
civic organization which took enough 
interest to maintain them.

This book provides, as the title im- 
plies, a history of the United States 
via the stamp method. This new edi- 
tion provides space for 194 different 
United States commemorative and 
propaganda stamps, right up to the 
le Four Freedoms, in chronological 
order. Pictures of each stamp are 
given, of course. The series begins 
with the Norse-American Centennial 
issue, showing the old Viking ship; 
the issues, showing Columbus before 
the Spanish Court and his three 
ships, Nina-Pinta, and Santa Maria; 
his landing in the West Indies; his re- 
turn to the court of Spain. Other 
stamps depicting chapters in the his- 
tory of our country and illustrated 
with stamps are Virginia Dare, first 
white child of English parents, born 
in this country; the Mayflower (Pil- 
grim Tercentenary); Roger Williams, 
who founded Rhode Island in 1636;

cries and all, and pulled the harder. 
They had no mercy on me and they 
all know the rules now. 

(There are several pages without 
anything unusual. The narrator wish- 
es for porpoise meat as the potatoes 
are all gone. He also picks up a 
book he hasn’t read and remarks on 
exchanging all books with other whal- 
ers on gams, which I have not heard 
mentioned before. A good deal of 
work on the rigging, tarring, etc. 
“The Old Man says he will have me 
tar rigging just before getting home 
so that I shall remember I was a sail- 
or.” Some shark fishing is done at 
midnight and Mr. Stevens and the Old 
Man have a quarrel about such things 
on watch at night. Mr. Stevens 
loaned Haviland a Life of Patrick 
Henry upon which he comments with 
interest. The toothache returns with 
vigor and is finally quieted with a 
bag of ashes soaked in vinegar, which 
removes the pain-but leaves a very 
red face. (The poor lad dreams of 
Mother again and again and does not 
act like the average whaler at all.) 

March 9th. Land Ho is sung out 
and we are again at Mohea. Com- 
menced rafting water to the ship. No 
liquor sold here, not even beer. The 
captain only gave us our dollar a 
day here but with a horse to ride 
all day for 25c and all the fruit you 
ean eat for nothing, rolling ten pins 
free and visiting the kanackers huts 
where they are as hospitable as they 
know how. I have learned enough of 
the language to get along fine with 
them. Setting sail again, we found 
two hands missing — the forward 
hands had all assisted in getting them 
off and the captain had given them 
$5 each to keep them on the Island 
till we could get under way—they 
were utterly useless. Rowed the Old 
Man ashore and took dinner at a 
place Bill Butler keeps. Made some 
inquiries about him and found that 
he has nothing but the clothes on his 
back—has the appearance of being a 
regular rummy. — Set sail for Oahu 
where we all expected mail but were 
sadly disappointed on arrival. Old 
Man went in and brought out a few. 
I had one from William Stone, Firm 
of John Wells & Co. Glad to hear 
from him as I wrote him out of Cape 
Devere Islands passage out. April 6th 
still finds us cruising among the 
islands looking for hogs, poultry, ete. 
Still living on fish—be glad when 
it’s all out of the ship. Natives here 
not as civilized as a few ships stop 
here. Still trading calicoe, Blue drill- 
ing and some of our stinking fish for 
food. Some of the natives too bloody 
lazy to go for the hogs, etc. Gammed 
with the Bark Newburyport from 
Stonington, Mass. Some tall fiddling 


by one of the crew. Today saw Mr. 
Stevens buy a hog which at small 
calculations would weigh 500 lbs. for 
$1.90. Bark Newburyport abreast and 
the two Captains are trying to see 
who will take in sail first—a small 
gale is on—both carrying Royals, 
wind about 4 points free, about 11 
knots, even Steven. Killed a hog and 
made sausage today while racing. The 
Newburyport is some 3 miles ahead 
of us—this cook can’t touch our 
French one. 

April 18th. The Captain opened 
the Slop Chest today, really a cloth- 
ing store in a chest and we’re told 
to buy any clothes for summer and 
winter now. Last time this winter 
(this makes us buy more). Sold some 
$350 worth clothes, books, etc., and 
closed up shop. I shall now have the 
Old Man’s accounts to make and shall 
make it last as usual. 

Sunday, 19th. Got a nice lot of 
books in port and as it is a nice day, 
shall improve my time reading. No 
land lubber who is fond of reading 
knows how to prize a book until he’s 
been 6 months at sea without read- 
ing matter. The Old Man gave me 
a shirt today and in Oahu a five dollar 
gold piece saying “Spend what you 
need and bring me the rest’? — he 
so seldom makes presents that I feel 
I must make a note of this. In charge 
of the fore hold, ropes and rigging 
— another job like the bookkeeping 
to be made the most of these days. 

(If there ever was a young man 
who was sick of whaling, it must be 
none other than our friend Haviland. 
For several days they go out after 
porpoise and he deplores the measly 
barrels of oil they bring. He next 
spends a page wishing every watch 
would look sharp and do their best 
to spot the white water and catch 
up on their quota of 1800 barrels so 
that they can go home.)

RAMAYANA 

Some very interesting labels have 
come out of India. None is probably 
any more interesting than that issued 
a few years ago and labeled Ra- 
mayana. Ramayana is one of the great 
Sanskrit epics of ancient India. The 
central figure of the tale is Rama- 
Chandra (chandra meaning moon), a 
prince of the kingdom of Ayodhya. He 
wandered over Southern India, and his 
wife, Sita (also pictured on a label 
from India), was captured by Ra- 
vana, a giant who ruled over Ceylon. 

With the aid of Vibhishana, a 
brother of Ravana, and Sugriva, king 
of the monkeys, Rama conquered Cey- 
lon and recovered his wife Sita, and 
was finally restored to the throne of 
his ancestors . 

Thus it will be seen that labels 
yield quite a bit of knowledge follow- 
ing a little research.
